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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, MARCH 7, 1960 


The annual town meeting of the voters of Boxford was 
held at the Harry Lee Cole School at 8 P.M. with William J. 
Greenler, Jr. presiding as moderator. After a moment of silent 
prayer, the following business was transacted by more than 
300 voters present. 

Article 1. Voted to accept the reports of the Town Offi- 
cers and Committee as printed in the annual town report with 
the exception of the report on the disposition of the Morse 
House property. It was voted that the property be retained by 
the town and set aside as a permanent public park after a re- 
view of the historical background by Mrs. Charles Austin, Box- 
ford’s oldest voter. 

Article 2. Voted to adopt the suggested budget as printed 
with two exceptions: “Wire Inspector” to be reduced from 
$850.00 to $750.00, and “Police” to be reduced from $4700.00 to 
$4100.00. 

Article 3. Voted to appropriate the sum of $500.00 for the 
maintenance of Road Machinery, said amount to be transferred 
from the Road Machinery Fund. 

Article 4. Voted to appropriate $5,000.00 for the Reserve 
Fund, said amount to be transferred from Overlay Reserve. 

Article 5. Voted to authorize the Town Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to 
time, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year be- 
ginning January 1, 1960, and to issue a note or notes therefor, 
paying within one year, and to renew any note or notes as 
may be given for a period of less than one year in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 


Article 6. Voted to pass over. 
Article 7. Voted to pass over. 


Article 8. Voted to appropriate $405.13 refunded from 
the County on account of dog licenses to be divided between 
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the two libraries as follows: $202.57 to the West Boxford 
Library and $202.56 to the Boxford Library. 

Article 9. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1100.00 to be divided equally between the two libraries of the 
town for use toward the operation of said libraries. 


Article 10. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$800.00 for the use of the Boxford Library in making necessary 
repairs at the library building and for the proper maintenance 
thereof. 

Article 11. Voted to accept the provisions of Section 8C 
of Chapter 40 of the General Laws, inserted by Section 1 of 
Chapter 223 of the Acts of 1957, so that the town may establish 
a Conservation Commission for the promotion and development 
of the natural resources and for the protection of watershed 
resources of the town, the commission to be five in number 
and appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 

Article 12. Voted to authorize the Planning Board to re- 
ceive Planning Services through the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Commerce with Federal aid under section 701 of title 
VII of the housing act of 1954 as amended, and that the sum of 
$3,000.00 be raised and appropriated for this purpose and to be 
expended over two years. 

Article 13. Article was withdrawn. 

Article 14. Voted to continue the improvement of a sec- 
tion of Washington St. under Chapter 90 and to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $5,000.00 to be used in conjunction with 
the State and County funds. 

Article 15. Voted to appropriate from Surplus Revenue 
the sum of $31,500.00 to meet the State and County allotments 
for highways, the money when reimbursed to be credited to 
Surplus Revenue. 

Article 17. Voted to adopt the following by-law by hand 
vote, 163 yes, 41 no: 

Section 1. No person shall fire or discharge any firearm 
within the limits of any park, playground, or other public 
property except with the consent of the Board of Selectmen, 
or hunt or fire or discharge any firearm on any private prop- 
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erty except with the written consent of the owner or legal 
occupant thereof. 

Section 2. This by-law shall not apply to the lawful de- 
fense of life or property, nor to any law enforcement officer 
acting in the discharge of his duties. 

Section 3. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this by-law shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
$20.00 for each offense. 

Section 4. Any existing by-law relating to hunting and 
the discharging of firearms which may be inconsistent with 
the foregoing by-law is hereby repealed. 

Article 18. Voted that the membership of the School 
Committee be increased to five; and that this be accomplished 
as follows: 

1) At the first annual meeting hereafter two members 
shall be. chosen for terms of three years and one member 
shall be chosen for two years. 

2) At the second annual meeting hereafter one member 
shall be chosen for three years. 

3) At the third annual meeting hereafter two members 
shall be chosen for three years. 

4) and hereafter at each annual meeting as many mem- 
bers shall be chosen for terms of three years as there are 
terms expiring. 

Article 19. Voted to pass over. 

Article 20. Voted to pass over. 

Article 21-A. Voted that a committee be appointed to 
study the requirements and needs of the school building prob- 
lem in the Town of Boxford, said committee to be known as the 
School Building Committee, to be comprised of seven members, 
three of which shall be members of the School Committee, and 
the remaining four members to be appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen; the Committee to report to a town meeting not later 
than June 1, 1960. 

Article 21-B. Voted that the sum of $5,000.00 be raised 
and appropriated for the use of the School Building Committee 
to be used in the preliminary planning of school building needs 
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and construction, and for the hiring of an architect to prepare 
the necessary plans. 

Article 22. Voted to authorize the Selectmen to appoint 
a town recreation area planning committee for the purpose of 
investigating the possibility of making part of the Boy Scout 
area suitable for a town swimming and recreation area and to 
raise and appropriate $500.00 for engineering: study for this 
purpose. 

Article 23. Voted to pass over. 

Article 24. Voted to pass over. 

Article 25. Voted to pass over. 

Article 26. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1300.00 for the purpose of trading the Police ambulance 
cruiser for a 1960 model. 

Article 27. Voted to pass over. 

Article 28. Voted to abandon as a public way, Ledge 
Lane, so-called, or any such part thereof as may now be a 
public way. The Planning Board approved. 

Article 29. Voted not to accept Sayward Road as a public 
way. . 

Article 30. Voted unanimously to appropriate the sum of 
$80,000.00 from free cash for the purpose of establishing a 
stabilization fund as provided by Section 5B, Chapter 40, Gen- 
eral Laws. 

Article 31. Voted to pass over. 

Article 32. Voted that the Selectmen be authorized to 
negotiate a lease to the American Legion for certain land 
owned by the town on Ipswich Road near the entrance to the 
Lynn Y.M.C.A. camp (Camp Rotary) at the stipulated rate of 
$1.00 per year for not more than fifty years. The Vote was 71 
yes and 41 no by show of hands. 

Article 33. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 for the purchase of two mobile 2-way radios for the 
Fire Department. 

Article 34. Voted unanimously to accept the provisions of 
Chapter 493 of the Acts of 1959 relative to increasing certain 
retirement allowances and pensions. 
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Article 35. Voted unanimously under the provisions of 
Chapter 513 of the Acts of 1959, to increase the retirement al- 
lowances of Harry F. Moore and Xavier F. Petitjean to $1200.00 
per annum.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, MAY 31, 1960 


A special town meeting of the voters of Boxford was held 
in the Harry Lee Cole School at 8 P.M. with about 400 attend- 
ing. After a short prayer by Rev. Ellsworth Comins, the busi- 
ness meeting was conducted by William J. Greenler, Jr., as 
moderator. Action on the articles of the warrant was as follows: 

Article 1. Voted to accept the report of the School Build- 
ing Committee as read. 

Article 2. Voted that School Building Committee be em- 
powered to acquire options on land for school purposes for 
purchase prices not to exceed $25,000.00 and not to be binding 
‘on the town until so voted by town, and to appropriate the sum 
of $3,000.00 to be spent on acquiring these options. 
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Article 3. Voted to amend dp 3 of Section VI of 
the zoning by-law so as to read: | 

“Manufacturing, except any which by the emission or dis- 
charge of fumes, vapor, gas, dust, offensive odors, chemicals, 
refuse, organic matter or excrement, the causing of noise or 
vibration or by unduly increasing the risk from fire or explo- 
sion or otherwise would be dangerous or injurious to the health 
or safety of the public, or damaging to the property values of 
the town, any such use shall be only under special permit of 
the Board of iasuiicinels which shall first aia, a public hearing 
after notice.” ks 

The vote by hand was 163. yes, 4 no. 


Article 4. Voted to amend Paragraph 9, Section VI of the 
zoning by-law to read: 

“Restaurant, inn, motel; under special sian of the Board 
of Appeals. The Board of savin before. granting such a per- 
mit, shall hold a public hearing.’ 

The vote by hand was 171 yes, 23 no. 


“Y Article 5. Voted to amend the zoning by-law by provid- 
ing thatthe area enclosed by Route 97, Interstate Route 95, the 
recently constructed service road, and Ipswich Road be classi- 
fied as a business and manufacturing district, except for a strip 
100 feet deep perpendicularly from the sidelines of Ipswich 
Road and the service road. 
The vote was taken by secret ballot and was 244 yes, 116 no, 
Article 6. Voted to raise and’ appropriate the sum of 
$2,000.00 for the improvement of Middleton Road. 
* - Article 7. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000.00 for the improvement of Spofford Road. 


Article 8. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$15,000.00 for the purchase of a 750-gallon pumping engine for 
the fire department. 

Article 9. Voted to pass over. 


Article 10. Voted that a committee be appointed from 
each of the following organizations; American Legion, Boxford 
Historical Society, West Boxford Improvement Society, West 
Boxford and Boxford Granges, each organization to designate 
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its own member, and a member from the town at large to be 
named by the Selectmen to have charge and care of the Vet- 
erans’ Park (mentioned at last Annual Town Meeting) situated 
at the junction of Willow Road and Washington Street in the 
West Parish; a suitable marker to be erected, commemorating 
that 9 sons were born in the Homestead, who volunteered “for 
the Preservation of the Union,” and to make any changes in 
the park so that it may be of benefit to the public. 

Miss Elizabeth Sawyer was granted permission by unani- 
mous consent to speak in behalf of the motion. 

Article 11. Voted to raise and appropriate $500.00 for the 
purpose of installing an oil burner in the furnace at Lincoln 
Hall.

After a prayer 
by Rev. Ellsworth Comins, the following action was taken on 
the articles of the warrant: 

Article 1. Voted unanimously to accept the report of the 
School Building Committee. Voted that authority of present 
School Building Committee be continued to engage an archi- 
tect, and to supervise final plans and construction of a seven 
room addition to the Harry Lee Cole School. 

Mr. Robert Humphreys, a representative of the S. W. 
Haynes Associates of Fitchburg was given unanimous consent 
to speak in the meeting, and he described the architectural 
features of the proposed addition. 
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Article 2. Voted to appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 from 
available funds for the payment of the architect’s fees and final 
plans and specifications for an addition of seven classrooms to 
the Harry Lee Cole School. This was approved by the Finance 
Committee. 

Article 3. Voted to accept with appreciation the gift of 
$400.00 from the late John W. Parkhurst to be added to the 
Town School Funds. 

Article 4. Voted to accept Carol Road in the Carol Acres 
development off Topsfield Road as a public way.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, OCTOBER 26, 1960 


The voters of the Town of Boxford met at the Harry Lee 
Cole School on Ostober 26, 1960 at 8:00 P.M. with 150 members 
present. After an opening prayer by Rev. Ellsworth Comins, 
the following action was taken on the articles of the warrant 
under William J. Greenler, Jr., the Moderator. 

Article 1. Voted to accept the report of the School Build- 
ing Committee. 

Article 2. Voted unanimously that the sum of $221,000.00 
be hereby appropriated for the purpose of constructing, equip- 
ping, and furnishing an addition to the Cole Elementary School, 
and that, to meet said appropriation, the sum of $80,000.00 be 
appropriated from the Stabilization Fund, as authorized by the 
provisions of Chapter 700 of the Acts of 1960, and that the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, be and hereby 
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is authorized to borrow the sum of $141,000.00 under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 645 of the Acts of 1948, as amended, and to 
issue bonds or notes of the town therefor payable in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General Laws so 
that the whole loan shall be paid in not more than twenty years 
from the date of issue of the first bond or note. 


Article 3. Voted unanimously to appropriate from avail- 
able funds in the treasury the sum of $6,000.00 for the purpose 
of making changes and rearrangements in the existing Cole 
School building. 

Article 4. Voted to authorize the School Building Com- 
mittee to enter into contracts for the town for the construction, 
equipping, and furnishing of the proposed addition to the Cole 
School, and the changes and repairs in the Cole School; and to 
continue a study of elementary school growth to be reported 


/ tothe town at some future date. 


Article 5. Voted unanimously to amend the agreement 
for the establishment of the Masconomet Regional School 
District comprising the towns of Boxford, Middleton and Tops- 
field as follows: 

By striking out subsection IV (D) and inserting in place 
thereof the following subsection: 

IV (D) “Apportionment of Capital Costs 

Capital costs incurred prior to October 1, 1960 shall be 
apportioned to the member towns as follows: 


To Boxford 19.8% 
To Middleton 39.8% 
To Topsfield 40.47% 


Capital costs incurred on or after October 1, 1960 shall be 
apportioned by computing the ratio which each member town’s 
enrollment in the regional district school bears to the total 
pupil enrollment from all the member towns in the regional 
district school. For this purpose, pupil enrollment of a member 
town shall mean the number of pupils from each town attend- 
ing the regional school on October 1 next preceding the date 
on which the regional district school committee votes to au- 
thorize the incurring of such capital costs. In the event that en- 
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rollment-in the regional district school has not been accom- 
plished on October 1 next preceding the date on which the 
regional district school committee votes to authorize the in- 
curring of such capital costs, capital costs shall be apportioned 
on the basis of enrollment in grades 7 through 12 of pupils re- 
siding in each member town and receiving education at such 
town’s expense on the aforesaid October 1. Debt service accru- 
ing at any time on account of capital costs incurred prior to 
October 1, 1960 shall be apportioned as capital costs incurred 
prior to October 1, 1960. Debt service on account of any capital 
cost incurred on or after October 1, 1960 shall be apportioned 
in accordance with the ratio applicable at the time of the vote 
to authorize the incurring of such capital cost.” 


Article 6. Voted unanimously to appropriate from avail- 
able funds the sum of $850.00 to re-model and equip a police 
station adjacent to the fire station. 

Article 7. Voted unanimously to appropriate from avail- 
able funds the sum of $1,000.00 to remodel and re-locate the 
building recently donated by Mr. William Barrell for the 
purpose of housing the new fire truck. 

Article 8. Voted to appropriate from available funds the 
sum of $875.00 to celebrate the 275th anniversary of the town’s 
incorporation and to authorize the selectmen to expend a part 
thereof for the procurement of anniversary plates for sale in 
connection with such celebration, the cost of the plates to be 
reimbursed to the town out of the proceeds of said sale. 

Article 9. Voted unanimously to transfer the sum of 
$150.00 from the Insurance Account to the Civil Defense 
Account. 

Article 10. Voted to establish a permanent Recreational 
Committee to be appointed by the Selectmen and to be five 
in number to oversee the recreational needs of the town, and 
to recommend development of recreational areas as the need 
arises, and to be responsible for the care, maintenance, and 
operation of any such areas. The term of office to be three 
years, the first appointment to be one committeeman for one 
year, two committeemen for two years, and two committeemen 
for three years. 
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Voted to terminate the temporary study committee and to 
transfer the balance of the study funds for use by the per- 
manent committee. 

Article 11. Voted to acquire by deed or lease a portion of 
the Boy Scout area, so-called, for use as a town recreational 
area. A hand vote showed 60 for, 40 opposed.

With a greater number of borrowers the total circulation 
shows an increase of 806 books over last year making a total of 
8,621 books. Magazine circulation increased from 996 to 1,062. 
This does not include the use of the 150 books deposited in the 
Cole School. 

185 books were added to the library, 159 by purchase, and 
26 by gift. Also at the end of the year a set of The Encyclopedia 
Americana was added bringing the total to 210 books. A start 
has been made on weeding out old and worn books. 

On June 10th the library suffered a deep loss in the death 
of Professor Franklin C. Roberts, Sr., a trustee since 1941. His 
wise judgment and his many contributions to the running of 
the library will be greatly missed. 

That the State Reading Program was again a success this 
year was due to the interest in it shown by the teachers who 
co-operated with the library in encouraging the children to 
read their books and make out their book reports. 142 five-book 
certificates and 30 Honor certificates were awarded to children 
in the Cole School, most of whom were sixth graders. 
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The celebration of National Library Week in the spring 
took three directions this year, a poster contest, special story 
hours at the Cole School with Mrs. Henry Berry and Miss 
Margaret Lane as the story-tellers, and the formation of the 
FRIENDS OF THE BOXFORD LIBRARY of which there are 
now 48 individual members and 28 family members. Some of 
these FRIENDS, and others, have assisted the librarians each 
week in making the routine of the library run smoothly thus 
freeing the librarians for work with individual borrowers. 

The Bookmobile has continued its service this year, and 
will be carried on another year since the Federal Library 
Bill was renewed. For this we are all grateful, for we appreciate 
the resources made available to us. 

This year the Massachusetts State Bill for Aid to Li- 
braries was passed on November 3rd. This provides for two 
main areas of service,—a direct grant in aid of 25 cents per 
capita to qualifying libraries, and the establishment of regional 
libraries which will serve their areas. Boxford qualifies for the 
direct grant. 

Gifts to the amount of $550 have been received, as well as 
many hours of volunteer service, and 26 individual books. The 
Librarians and Trustees wish to express their appreciation to 
all who have helped the library in any way this year.

Since their appointment by the Selectmen, following ap- 
proval at Town Meeting in March, the members have attended 
Conservation meetings arranged by State Commissioner 
Charles W. Foster of the Department of Natural Resources and 
have received much material from his office for the guidance 
of Town Conservation Commissions.

More frequent camp inspections were maintained through- 
out the year, and complaints from owners were at a minimum. 
Our police cruiser was demolished in May, while on week- 
end patrol. Fortunately, the officers involved in the four-car 
accident received no serious injuries. A new vehicle, purchase 
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of which had been approved at the annual town meeting, was 
put into service as soon as possible. 

The police office is now under construction, and should be 
ready for occupancy by the first of February, 1961. Routine 
paper work, gun permits, and a majority of police matters can 
be transacted with a greater degree of efficiency and privacy 
with these new facilities. 

Special police duties at the Masconomet Regional High 
School are still under the control of this department, with 
Topsfield supplying one-half of the manpower. Officers have 
been on duty at all athletic events and social activities taking 
place at the school. 

I wish to extend my thanks to the Board of Selectmen, 
Fire Department and all other town officers for their courtesy 
and cooperation on behalf of the entire Police Department 
during the past year.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board has carried on its regular duties 
during the past year to review proposed subdivisions and ad- 
vise on zoning actions. Primary attention has been devoted to 
the inauguration and beginning of work on a Master Plan for 
Boxford. The Town Meeting approved a change in zoning to 
provide for a possible motel southwest of the Kilham Hill 
Road Interchange with Interstate 97, and voted to proceed with 
the preparation of a Master Plan. 

Progress Report 
Master Plan for Boxford 
Introduction 


A “Master Plan” is, in one sense, a picture of how the Town 
might look twenty or twenty-five years hence. It is a huge pic- 
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ture;—in the case of Boxford 10% miles long and 4% miles 
wide,— with an even larger background reflecting the influence 
of Metropolitan Boston and the Merrimack Valley Cities. The 
colors in the picture represent the uses of land in forests, pas- 
tures, and swamps, and for different purposes of residence, 
business, industry, agriculture, recreation, conservation, etc. 
With the passage of time and inevitable change, all of these 
colors or land uses change. The design or structure in this 
picture reflects the economic functioning of the community 
and the forces of transportation and communication which 
play upon it. 

A Master Plan is not only a picture of the objective but 
also a guide for actions, large and small, by private and public 
agencies, which cumulatively may either mar or ruin the pic- 
ture or bring it to reality. 

It follows, therefore, that in so far as possible the Master 
Plan in both these aspects should reflect the hopes and desires 
of the citizens of the Town for the future of the area. What 
kind of community, what kind of picture of Boxford in 1980 
or 1985 do the people of Boxford want? 

There seems to be no doubt that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the voters like the Town as it is today. The old-timers 
stay because they like it and the newcomers came because they 
were attracted by certain characteristics and qualities of the 
area and its people. If the picture of 1985 is to show Boxford 
with those characteristics and qualities continued and en- 
hanced, the first step is to identify them. Then each item can 
be examined to see how economic forces, technological prog- 
-ress, social and political trends and other changing conditions 
affect the future of a particular characteristic. 

Characteristics and Qualities 

The Planning Board has attempted this task and suggests 
the following characteristics or qualities in Boxford as those 
which it feels the citizens wish to see continued and en- 
hanced, in so far as possible, in the future: 

1. Rural character, in marked contrast to urban and suburban 
conditions. This means predominant woodland and open 
‘fields, with residences widely separated and inconspicuous, 
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except of course in the two villages. The requirements for 

large house lots can keep the spacing of residences on a 

generous scale. 

a. Woodlands naturally take over abandoned fields and 
farms and may have an economic justification if appro- 
priate forest practices are followed. 

b. Swamps and ponds cover about fifteen percent of the 
total area of the Town, and are the natural reservoirs at 
the headwaters of streams which flow into the Ipswich 
River on the south or to the Parker River on the north. 
The dependence of residents on shallow wells for water 
supply makes the preservation of these wetlands par- 
ticularly important. 

ec. Farms and Fields are noticeably shrinking. Good hay 
land retains a high value but commercial farming opera- 
tions in dairy, poultry or crops have been using less and 
less acreage over the past 100 years and are now confined 
to the northern part of the Town. Part-time farming on 
smaller tracts and “gentleman” farming without concern 
for profits may continue for many years if tax pressures 
can be reduced or kept from rising. 

To maintain the rural character of Boxford major empha- 
sis must be placed on the Preservation of Open Spaces, — both 
private and public, — and in this cause a variety of methods 
and some novel procedures are proposed in the Preliminary 
General Plan. The economics of open space preservation and 
the effect of various methods on the tax rate are the primary 
considerations. 


2. Country Roads are characteristic features of Boxford, with 
narrow or non-existent paving, alignment closely adjusted 
to the topography with consequent curves to avoid swampy 
ground or ledge outcrops, and an “intimate” quality de- 
pendent on the trees, bushes and wild flowers growing close 
to the roadway. The low stone walls and avoidance of high 
fences provide a kind of unity between the roads and the 
countryside, rather than separation. 

As population increases and the number of automobiles 
per family continues to climb, the pressure for wider and 
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straighter roads will jeopardize the continuance of these 
characteristics of the existing country roads of Boxford. 
Standards established by the State and County for main- 
tenance and Chapter 90 assistance will put on additional 
pressure for “modernizing” the highways. To preserve 
something of the quality of the country roads it may be de- 
sirable to open new highways, built on ‘modern standards, 
to carry the main volume of traffic and relieve the existing 
roads of all but the service of the homes and activities 
along their ways. Part of the costs of such new streets 
might be borne by the subdividers of properties through 
which they pass, but the costs to the taxpayers must be 
weighed against the value of continuing the country roads 
with their present character. 


_ The Villages of Boxford and West Boxford are rare and near 


perfect examples of two kinds of the old New England Vil- 

lage — the Village Street and the Cross-Roads Village. At 

Boxford Center, the broad, tree shaded street, the common, 

church, old houses, town hall and single country store pro- 

vide all the aspects of the “sleepy, country village.” Can and 
should that quality be continued? 

a. Historic Districts. If it is desired to keep Boxford Center 
much in its present character the Town may wish to 
take advantage of the authority provided by the recent 
Historic District Act and establish an Historic District 
for the area. 

In West Boxford, the special character of the village 
is more dispersed and harder to define, but some of the 
same problems arise as to the future. 

Howe Village — Among the earliest settlement, — 
on Route 97 at the Topsfield line may also deserve pro- 
tection as an Historic District. 

b. By-passing through traffic around both villages is es- 
sential to their preservation. 

ec. Commercial development. The two existing general 
stores at the two villages will soon be inadequate in their 
present state to serve the growing population with “con- 
venience shopping.” Should they be expanded or rebuilt 
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in their present locations or should other sites be de- 
veloped for business? If the village characteristics of the 
two centers are to be preserved, the answer is to find 
new sites either on the fringes of the existing villages 
or in new locations dictated by accessibility to areas of 
residential growth. These and other Alternative loca- 
tions for different kinds of business will be further ex- 
plored as the Master Plan is developed. 

d. Additional villages or nuclei of development. The early 
settlements in the Boxford area were naturally located 
on the best agricultural soils at Boxford Center and West 
Boxford. In recent years, with the freedom of movement 
provided by the automobile, subdivisions and new houses 
have been located all over the town. Since water is easily 
obtained almost anywhere there has been no compul- 
sion to build close to an area with public water supply, — 
and there is no water supply service in Boxford anyway. 
All the old expectations of growth around the earlier 
established centers no longer hold. The question thus 
arises as to what pattern of future development is de- 
sirable. 

If it is decided to try to keep the general existing 
character of one or both the villages of Boxford Center 
and West Boxford, consideration might well be given 
to encouragement of new centers or nuclei for develop- 
ment. There is no doubt but that general scattering of 
development is expensive in terms of governmental costs 
for road maintenance, snow plowing, school bus, police 
and fire protection. New centers could be focal points 
for new residential developments. 


For Preparation of the Master Plan 

In accordance with the vote of the Town Meeting on March 
7th, 1960, the Planning Board applied for Planning Services 
through the Massachusetts Department of Commerce with 
Federal Aid. The application was successful and on June 10th, 
1960 a contract for professional planning services was entered 
upon by the Department of Commerce for preparation of a 
Master Plan for Boxford by the consultant of our choice — 
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Charles W. Eliot. Mr. Eliot has been at work on the collection 
of data and, in conferences with our Board, on a Preliminary 
General Plan. 

The Maps and Charts prepared by the Planning Consultant 
now include: 

1. Base Map. An enlargement of the U.S. Geological Survey 
Sheets to scale of 1 inch = 1000 feet has produced a map 
covering the Town of Boxford and adjoining areas. The 
new map has been titled and extraneous lines and figures 
removed, and so far as they have been available all sub- 
divisions since the orginal map have been plotted, as well 
as new buildings disclosed by the Land Use Survey. 

As additional data becomes available further correc- 
tions and additions are being made. 

9. Existing Land Uses. On a print of the Base Map, the infor- 
mation collected by a series of road by road inspection trips 
has been plotted in color, together with data on wooded or 
open farm areas from the U.S.G.S. sheets and air pictures. 
Every travelable road — (and some not so travelable) has 
been covered on these inspection trips with notations on the 
map of the location and uses of buildings and lands. These 
data are being reviewed and added to or corrected as further 
information becomes available. 

3. Properties, in Color,— There are no assessors maps, so it 
has been necessary to plot major holdings and subdivisions 
from separate surveys. The work being done on an “Asses- 
sors Map” by Mr. Robert B. Parkhurst is not yet sufficiently 
advanced to provide an overall base-map for Boxford. Mr. 
Parkhurst and others have kindly made available surveys 
of properties within the Town. 

4. Soils, In color, — from data and conferences at Essex County 
Agricultural School, generalized and adjusted to 1000 scale. 

5. Wet and Steep Areas, showing steep slopes and swamps, in 
color, — as a step towards determining areas “unsuitable 
for development.” 

6. Historical — compiled from Perley’s History and Park- 
hurst’s research on roads. 
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7. Regional Considerations, showing relation to Metropolitan 
Boston and the Merrimack River Cities, etc. 
8. U.S.G.S. maps 1”= 2000’ for region showing relationships 
with surrounding towns. 
9. Special study maps of Boxford Center at 400 scale. 
10. Chart of Population growth. 
These graphic materials and accompanying statistical data 
provide a background for the Preliminary General Plan. 


Preliminary General Plan 


A Preliminary General Plan for Boxford has been de- 

veloped from the survey data assembled for the Planning 
Board and from discussions by the Planning Board over the 
past six months. It is presented now in two parts: 
1. Preservation of Existing Qualities and II. Development 
Policies, —for review, comment and suggestions by citizens 
and property owners in order that their views may be given 
consideration in the development of this Preliminary General 
Plan into the ‘Master Plan” for the Town of Boxford. 


Preservation of Existing Qualities 

In the first section of this report, the Planning Board iden- 
tified a series of “Characteristics and Qualities” which it be- 
lieves the voters of Boxford will wish to preserve. 

A. The Rural Character of the area is the first item in that 
series. To preserve as much as possible of that Rural Charac- 
ter, the Preliminary General Plan proposes: 

1. Maintenance of the present zoning requirements of large 
house lots to keep the spacing of residences on a generous 
scale. The two acre minimum lot size and 250 foot minimum 
frontage for all new lots should be continued in all parts of 
the Town except for commercial and possible industrial 
developments. In all cases a front yard or set back of at least 
50 feet from the outside limits of proposed rights of way 
should be required. 

2. These provisions might well be strengthened by requiring 
that at least one half of the two acres should be “build- 
able” land, —that is, that swamps and very steep slopes 
shall not be counted for more than one half of the required 
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two acres. Such a requirement for new lots would avoid 
some of the problems which have compelled the Board of 
Health to refuse permission for a well and septic tank on 
inadequately drained lots. 


Preservation of the swamps and flood plains by establish- 
ment in the Zoning By-Law of a Conservancy District ap- 
plicable to all wetlands, and in which no filling, no drainage 
and no permanent buildings will be permitted. These re- 
strictions are fully justified by the hazards of flooding and 
for protection of the water supplies of the townspeople. As 
part of these provisions, or in relation with them, en- 
croachments on water courses and streams or interference 
with natural drainage should be controlled. 


Reservation of open spaces to safeguard the continuance of 
the present uses and natural character of open or generally 
undeveloped lands, through: 


a. Zoning by establishment of an “O” zone or “official” or 
Open Space District in which any building or develop- 
ment or change in use would be subject to special proce- 
dures and requirements. These requirements should ap- 
ply to all properties which are tax exempt and might 
apply to areas proposed for reservation or public use as 
parks, conservation, or recreation areas or school sites, 
CLG; 


b. Acquisition of rights-in-land, conservation easements or 
restrictions to provide for ownership by public agencies 
or private trusts of particular attributes of the land, but 
leaving the basic title, privacy and responsibility for 
maintenance and taxes in the private owner of the prop- 
erty. 


c. Acquisition of fee title by public or semi-public “Trustee” 
agencies for public use by gift, devise, purchase or 
eminent domain. The Preliminary General Plan proposes 
actions by agencies of the State and of the Town or by 
“Trustee” organizations like the Trustees of Reserva- 
tions, Audubon Society or a local ‘Private Trust” to:

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Primarily State Responsibility 
consolidate and round out the boundaries of the Box- 
ford Wild Life Reservation, Boxford State Forest and 
Harold Parker State Forest — House Bill 759, now 
pending in the Massachusetts General Court. 
Similar consolidation and additions to the George- 
town, Rowley and Willowdale State Forests on the 
northeast side of Boxford. 
Banks of the Ipswich River — as part of the Bay 
Circuit — in cooperation with Topsfield and Middle- 
ton. 


Primarily Local and Private Responsibility 

Stream banks along the main stems of Fish Brook 
and Pye Brook (partly in cooperation with Tops- 
field); and along Hasseltine’s Brook, including Fowl- 
er’s Pond and the Parker River to Georgetown. 
Consolidation of the Town Forest with connections 
to Chadwick Pond on the north and to Johnsons 
Pond on the east. 

A strip of Open Space from the swamps around Spof- 
fords Pond to the proposed school site, the Town 
Dump, the swamp on its east side and the shores of 
Baldpate Pond to the Penn Brook at the Georgetown 
line. 

The ancient “Training Field” (French Property) ad- 
joining the Cole School in Boxford Center. 

Parts of the drumlin hills such as Jobs Hill, Long 
Hill, Bayns and Shaven Crown Hills. 


In many cases a combination of zoning, rights in land, and 
fee title will be desirable, with fee ownership applied primarily 
where public use of the area is the chief purpose. 


The Woodlands and Farms of Boxford are under constant 
pressure from taxes and from offers by real estate developers. 
Some relief from these pressures might be found in more ex- 
tensive use of the procedures for “Classified Forest Land”; or, 
if the General Court acts favorably on the bill #850. for Classi- 
fied Open Land. rit 
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B. The Country Roads, with their “intimate” character, 
can be maintained only by providing other routes to carry the 
main volume of anticipated future traffic. Widening and 
straightening of existing roads to “modern” standards will 
inevitably destroy their quality as “Country Roads.” 

A number of proposals for new roads are shown on the 
Preliminary General Plan. As suggested previously, some of 
these new routes, like the by-passes for Route 133 north of 
West Boxford Village or for the Lawrence-Topsfield By-pass 
south of Boxford Center, might qualify for substantial State 
Aid. Others might be provided as properties are subdivided. In 
either event the existence of a guide plan showing needed 
future through routes can assist both the owners of the prop- 
erties involved and the Town Officials in planning and review 
of projects. 


C. The Villages of Boxford Center and West Boxford — 
and possibly Howe Village — can be maintained with much of 
their present quality and character through establishment of 
Historic Districts under the provisions of Chapter 372 of the 
Acts of 1960. 

1. The Historic District act sets up procedures similar to 
those for zoning to create Historic Districts with an Historic 
District Commission analagous to the Board of Appeals. After 
a Town establishes an Historic District all applications for per- 
mits to change the exterior appearance of structures or their 
demolition in the District are subject to review by the Historic 
District Commission and the granting of a “Certificate of Ap- 
propriateness.” These restrictions are in addition to the usual 
zoning regulations concerning use, height, and area. 

The Planning Board has recommended to the Selectmen 
the appointment of the required Historic District Study Com- 
mittee in order to initiate the steps to establish Historic Dis- 
tricts in Boxford and thus provide for the protection of some 
of the special qualities of the Villages of Boxford Center and 
West Boxford. 

2. By-passing traffic around the villages and proposed 
Historic Districts is a major purpose of the aes aes shown 
on the Preliminary General Plan. 
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3. The old-style “Country Stores” of the two villages are 
important features in the character of those areas, and their 
continuance in that “style” is much desired. Inevitable pres- 
sures for expansion as population grows will jeopardize that 
continuance, unless other means of providing essential shop- 
ping services are found. The Preliminary General Plan sug- 
gests new locations for new shopping facilities (possibly under 
the same management as the existing General Stores) outside 
the proposed Historic Districts. 


D. Residential Character. In order to prevent uniformity 
in the appearance of groups of new homes several communi- 
ties across the nation have included provisions in their Zoning 
By-laws to prevent identical or too-similar designs for residen- 
tial buildings in a single neighborhood. The Planning Board 
believes this type of control may be desired in Boxford and 
will make recommendation accordingly. 


II. Development Policies 


Subdivision and building activity in Boxford in recent 
years has been widely scattered according to where land might 
become available or on the initiative of a particular land 
owner. Scatter has the merit of making these new buildings 
and subdivisions less noticeable as intrusions on the general 
rural character of the Town, but requires more public services 
of road plowing, longer bus routes, etc., and imposes difficulties 
for fire fighting and police protection. Both for the economy 
of such services and because of the natural tendencies to de- 
velops flat areas near major transportation lines it is proposed 
on the Preliminary General Plan to encourage further resi- 
dential growth in Development Areas,—in the eastern part 
of town in relation to the three interchanges on Interstate 
Highway 95 and in the western section around West Boxford 
Village. Several subdivisions are under consideration by the 
Planning Board at this time. 


A. Development Areas might include: 


1. Boxford Highlands. The vicinity of the Kelsey Nursery 
and the interchange of Routes 95 and 97 has been the scene 
of greatest building activity in the past five years. In the area 
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along Killam Hill Road, in “East Boxford” at the Kelsey Nurs- 
ery — both north and south of Ipswich Road, in a new sub- 
division west of Georgetown Road and in another south of 
Lowe Pond there are now many houses and room for many 
more on already plotted lots. Interspersed and adjoining prop- 
erties are “ripe” for development. 

2. Boxford Center and the plain southeast of it is a second 
development area where convenient access is available from 
the Topsfield Road Interchange with Route 95. To avoid con- 
gestion at the old village, new by-passes are proposed which 
will open up relatively flat and easily subdivided lands. 

At the southern end of the town, near the Endicott Street 
Interchange and the Masconomet Regional High School, further 
building is predictable in both Boxford and Topsfield. This 
district is included in the Boxford Center Development Area 
for the purposes of the Preliminary General Plan; but more 
detailed study, particularly of the Holmes Property, may show 
the desirability of planning it as a separate neighborhood unit. 

3. East of Interstate 95, a third development area is pro- 
posed extending to the Topsfield line and merging with the 
growing district in Topsfield. 

4. West Boxford—Recent developments have been largely 
along existing roads, but one new subdivision is currently 
under study. The construction of Interstate Route 495 seems 
likely to encourage further residential development in the 
Second Precinct. 

B. Roads and Highways. The most potent factor in deter- 
mining the order of “development” in any community is the 
road system. Accessibility in physical terms and measured in 
time from the Metropolitan Center or from schools and shop- 
ping centers usually controls. It is because of the influence of 
Interstate Highways 95 and 495 on these time factors, that the 
next areas for “development” in Boxford are likely to be near 
the Interchanges on Route 95. 

The Preliminary General Plan includes proposals for the 
general location of future new roads and highways, as a guide 
for property owners and public officials in developing and re- 
viewing plans and projects. 
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The two most important new routes shown on the Pre- 
liminary Plan are By-passes of the two old villages:— 


1. Route 133 — By-pass of West Boxford Village from the 
North Andover line to the junction of Washington Street and 
Willow Road. Willow Road can be widened and re-graded for 
the remaining length to the Georgetown line. In connection 
with the new By-Pass section of this route, connections are 
proposed 

a. From Essex and Washington along the northeast side of 

the swamp around Fowler Pond, as a border road on 
the proposed open space in that area; and 

b. From just east of Main Street along the south bank of 

a brook and swamp to Washington Street. 
These two connections should be provided when the properties 
through which they pass are developed. 

2. Lawrence-Topsfield By-pass of Boxford Center. This 
route will relieve Main Street and the Topsfield Road of the 
through traffic from the west to the Interchange of the Tops- 
field Road and Route 95. A line for this By-pass is proposed 
from the Lawrence Road about 100 feet inside of Boxford along 
the south side of Fish Brook, and after crossing Towne Road to 
run to the point on Middleton Road where the State Forest 
land begins. In this section, the new road would serve as a 
border road on one side or the other of a reservation along Fish 
Brook and for an extension of the State Forest. 

Upon crossing Middleton Road the proposed By-pass would 
curve easterly to cross Fish Brook at the southern end of the 
Boy Scout Property and continue across Lockwood and Liver- 
more lands to the Topsfield Road just west of the Interchange. 

3. Another east-west connection shown on the Prelimi- 
nary General Plan would leave Main Street at the curve near 
Dr. Schulman’s house and follow the general line of a cart 
path southeast of Cedar Swamp to Herrick Road. 

4. The Preliminary General Plan also suggests new pieces 
or connections for Main Street in the western part of Town 
with two new sections: 1) from the hill north of Stiles Pond, 
close to the west end of the pond to the curve in Main Street 
at Jobs Hill; and 2) from Main Street at the other end of Jobs 
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Hill, due south to the proposed southern By-pass at Lawrence 
Road. 

C. Commercial Development. As residential growth con- 
tinues in Boxford, there is certain to be a demand for addi- 
tional local neighborhood shopping facilities — with stores for 
drugs, groceries and other so-called “convenience goods” and 
possibly a gasoline station. If the present “General” stores in 
the two main villages are not to lose their character, new sites 
to supplement their services will be required. In the other pro- 
posed “Development Areas,’ conveniently located service 
stores can probably find sufficient customers to operate when 
those neighborhoods have grown sufficiently. 

To provide for these anticipated future demands, the Pre- 
liminary General Plan suggests the future zoning of areas 
for a carefully controlled type of neighborhood shopping facil- 
ity. The choice of these areas must, of course, reflect their ac- 
cessibility by existing or new roads, the character of the topog- 
raphy and shape of the property, and the interests of the 
neighbors. When the general location for such a “commercial” 
development is agreed upon, it may be desirable to use some 
specially contrived procedures to avoid speculation in the 
property values and a “monopoly” interest, as well as to 
assure the actual development of the site. 

The locations for future commercial development shown 
on the Preliminary General Plan are highly tentative and sub- 
ject to much further study before the Planning Board is pre- 
pared to make any recommendations concerning them. 

The recently re-zoned Commercial area at the southeast of 
the Interchange between Routes 97 and 95 is for a specialized 
purpose directly related to the highway. The development of 
Motels, Service Stations, and restaurants for use by travelers 
on through highways may be advantageous by provision of tax 
revenues to the Town without some of the costs for schools and 
services which ordinarily accompany residential development. 
A special category of “Highway Commercial” Zoning is more 
and more used to control such projects. 

D. Industrial Development. Similar considerations of tax 
advantage are causing every city and town to look for indus- 
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trial development, and methods of attracting clean, noiseless, 
vibrationless, and smokeless light industry to locate within 
their borders. There is not much chance that any large enter- 
prise of this sort will locate in Boxford, since the town has no 
public water supply or sewerage, no railroad and no labor- 
pool. The only attraction for industry is Interstate Highway 
95 and the possible transportation and advertising advantages 
of a site within view of the Highway. 

Consultation with developers of Industrial Sites has 
brought out that the only potential area for an Industrial De- 
velopment in Boxford is the land on both sides of the Rowley 
Road, east of Route 95 and north of Killam Hill Road, Route 97. 

The designation of that site — or any other area for In- 
dustry raises the same problems of speculation, monopoly in- 
terest and actual construction as in the case of Commercial 
Zones previously cited. In addition, experience has shown that 
in order to have available an easily assembled site of sufficient 
size to attract industry, it is necessary to prohibit residential 
and commercial development by placing the land in what has 
been called an Exclusive Single Purpose Zone for Industry 
only. To control the type of industrial development permitted 
in such a zone, Performance standards can be written into the 
Zoning By-law. 

D. School and Recreation Areas. Besides accessibility to 
roads perhaps the second most important factor in choice of 
areas for development is the existence of school and recrea- 
tional facilities. 

The school requirements of growing Boxford have been 
the subject of study by a Special Town Committee as well as 
by the Planning Board. The two groups are agreed that the 
next immediate step should be the acquisition of a future 
school site near the geographical center of the town. They have 
also agreed on the site shown on the Preliminary General Plan 
at the Spofford Property adjoining the Town Dump and north 
of Spofford Road and Spoffords Pond. 

Modern theory and practice combines education and rec- 
reation on a single site to gain maximum use of both kinds of 
facilities. At the proposed future central school site, parts of 


/

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the Dump property and additions to it could be developed with 
the school for such a combined use. 

At the Cole School, the acquisition of the Old Training 
Field — previously recommended — would similarly permit 
expanded recreation facilities in association with the School. 

At the Morse School in West Boxford, there is a possibility 
of a recreational use of the property,— particularly of the Mill 
Pond or part of it if it is re-established. 

The Boy Scout property in the former gravel pit has been 
the subject of a special study by the Recreation Committee 
and offers attractive possibilities for recreational develop- 
ment in relation to Spring Brook. 

The existing State Wildlife Reservation and State Forests 
provide for other kinds of recreation, and the several additions 
to those properties and for reservations and conservation areas 
along the principal streams, around ponds, or on steep hills 
will provide many more.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
It has been a very healthy year in the Town of Boxford 
in so far as communicable diseases reported to the Board of 
Health are concerned, as is shown by the following list which 
is less than half the number reported in 1959:

Two polio clinics were held during the year at which time 
159 doses of Salk vaccine were administered without charge.

One possible location for a kindergarten was inspected by 
Dr. A. A. Bill of the Department of Public Health and found 
unsuitable. 

Edward F. M. Wong, M.S., District Sanitarian from the 
Northeastern Health District, discussed various health 
measures with us. 

On October 3rd, representatives of the Essex County 
Boards of Health and other interested citizens met at the 
Essex County Sanitorium to discuss its future. The group of 
about 60 voted unanimously to recommend retaining the T.B. 
unit and that the area not now in use be utilized as a Chronic 
Disease Hospital. 

On April 23, the Board of Health voted to increase the 
fee for sanitary permits from $10.00 to $15.00. 

Early in the year an acre or more at the dump was 
cleared of trees and brush. Gravel from this area was used 
for road construction on Washington street. 

On July 30, Edward Wilmot terminated his services as 
custodian at the dump and James P. Gray replaced him. This 
change has proved very satisfactory. The Board of Health 
wishes to thank our fellow townspeople for their cooperation 
in helping the caretaker to keep the dump in good condition. 
All are urged to package papers and other salvagable ma- 
terials, since they help to eke out the small stipend which we 
pay Mr. Gray for the maintenance of the dump. 

It comes to our attention repeatedly that investors are 
buying up marginal land with the hope of making suitable 
house sites in swamps or on rocky ledges. It would be wise 
for all such individuals to seek the opinion of our sanitary 
engineer and this Board as to the suitability of such area be- 
fore committing themselves to a proposition which might 
result in serious financial loss.

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REPORT OF THE SANITARY ENGINEER 


Honorable Board of Health 
Town Hall 
Boxford, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


This will be a report of my work as the sanitary engineer 
for your Board during the year 1960: 


There was some decrease in the total new sewerage dis- 
posal installations that were completed as compared with 1959. 
This year, there were 57, as against 69 last year. In addition, 
only two old systems were completely renovated; only one 
new subdivision was studied and one subdivision completely 
reviewed after major revisions in their plans. 


In addition to the above, three lots of land that prospective 
home-owners wished to build on had to be rejected. This ac- 
tion was due to the soil conditions that were present. In one. 
case, the porosity of the ground was unsatisfactory. In the 
other two cases, ground water was present too close to the sur- 
face of the ground. Major improvements in the latter situations 
could have been accomplished by very extensive filling and/or 
drainage projects. Correctly enough, in my opinion, the owners 
did not consider the necessary work economically feasible. 


All the recreational camps were inspected during 1960 and 
samples taken of their water supplies and swimming areas. 
All our samples were satisfactory, except for the well water 
from one well. Previous samples had been satisfactory and 
another sample from this well was satisfactory. Further test- 
ing of this source will be obtained to insure that the campers 
are fully protected. 

Water samples were taken from the schools in the Town 
and all were found to be safe for use. On the other hand, 
samples obtained from two homes and one business establish- 
ment were found to be unsafe and were so notified. Appropri- 
ate action has been undertaken by the owners to correct the 
conditions and protect the public. Action taken to correct an

unsatisfactory condition of a public water supply — found last 
year — has resulted in at least one satisfactory sample. If sub- 
sequent tests continue to show safe water, this well will be 
opened for use. 

In total, 42 water samples were collected during 1960. Ex- 
cept for those spoken of above as unsafe, all were satisfactory 
for use. This included one household where established enteric 
disease existed and some others where such a condition was 
suspected. 

Finally, although nursing and rest homes are licensed by 
the Commonwealth, through the Division of Hospital Facilities, 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health, the local boards 
of health are requested to certify as to conditions present. 
(This is usually in the area of environmental sanitation and 
other conditions best known to the local officials.) For your 
Board, I inspected such an establishment in Boxford and found 
it suitable for certification.

Medical Aid for the Aged (effective 10/1/60) 3 cases 


The case count of all categories remained stable until the 
end of the year when two cases were lost by death. A new 
category of assistance called Medical Aid for the Aged was 
enacted into law October 1, 1960 and two cases were trans- 
ferred to this category from Old Age Assistance. This cate- 
gory of assistance was passed by the General Court to aid 
persons over age 65 who reside in the Commonwealth, and 
are in need of medical assistance. This will be a federal, state, 
and local program as is Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent 
Children, and Disability Assistance. There is no settlement in 
Medical Aid for the Aged. 


Medical care again increased for the year of 1960. In 1959 
the total was $8,284.42, in 1960 $11,432.66. The largest item 
continues to be nursing home care. The rates for this type of 
care did not increase in the calendar year of 1960 but there 
will be a slight increase of ten cents (10c) per day per patient 
effective January 1, 1961. 


Due to increased need for, and increased cost of medical 
care for our aging population there is still considerable pres- 
sure on the national level to enact some kind of prepaid plan 
for payment of at least part of medical needs of retired per- 
sons. At present there is considerable discussion about having 
the need, or part of it met through Social Security. 

In the meantime, there are very adequate laws in Massa- 
chusetts to meet the needs of all of her elderly population 
for medical care, and of all needy persons of any age as de- 
fined in the statutes. However, all of these programs will need 
tax dollars whether they be federal, state, or local, and at this 
moment it is impossible to estimate the cost to the town as 
there is the new program of Medical Care for the Aged and 
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there have been increases voted by the legislators in both 
Old Age Assistance and Disability Assistance. 

The director wishes to thank all of the town officials and 
the townspeople for their help and cooperation in the past 
year.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The year 1960 has been a very active one in the Town of 
Boxford. At the first of the year there was a bomb scare at the 
Richardson Rest Home which was handled in a very satisfac- 
tory manner by the Civil Defense Agency, local and State 
Police. 


In February there was a meeting, sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Legion, with representatives from the Telephone Company 
to discuss the possibility of eliminating toll charges on tele- 
phone calls within the town. 

On February 6th, the townspeople had a testimonial ban- 
quet for William D. Johnson, who had served the town as 
Superintendent of Schools for nineteen years. 


The Selectmen were among the sponsors of a Style Show 
held at the Masconomet Regional School on February 16th. 


In March the children who were enrolled in the 4-H Dog 
Program made use of the Town Hall for three evenings. 


On April 10th the Selectmen were called upon to act as 
Fence Viewers. 

The Selectmen were invited to attend Arbor Day exer- 
cises in Topsfield on April 30th, when a sycamore tree was 
planted with appropriate ceremonies on the property of Con- 
rad S. Tronerud in the geographical center of Essex County. 
This tree replaces a willow tree planted in 1836 to mark this 
spot. 
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On May 38rd the town participated in a state-wide Civil 
Defense alert. 


The Board of Selectmen attended the exercises in connec- 
tion with the laying of the corner stone for the new Boxford- 
Topsfield Episcopal Church in Topsfield on May 15th. 

On June 18th there were twelve houses open for inspec- 
tion as a “Heritage Day” celebration. 

A complaint was received regarding the Rifle Range at the 
Wakefield Y.M.C.A. Camp at Stiles Pond. 

The contract for a new pumping engine for the Fire De- 
partment in the West Parish was awarded to the Howe Com- 
pany. A very commodious building was donated by William 
A. Barrell, Jr., which has been moved from his property and 
located adjacent to the present fire house for the new equip- 
ment when delivered. The Town is very grateful to Mr. Bar- 
rell for this generous gift and also to all who have contributed 
toward this project. 

A public hearing was held in Lincoln Hall on August 15th 
regarding the traffic situation on Washington Street, since 
there had been numerous complaints of gravel trucks passing 
through West Boxford village with loads uncovered and at ex- 
cessive speed. 

A new oil-burning furnace was installed at Lincoln Hall 
and the Town Hall received a coat of paint. 

A class for beginners in ballet dancing was held at the 
Town Hall in October. 

The Roberts Contracting Corp. was awarded the contract 
to renovate stall No. 1 in the town shed for a police station. 

Due to the increased number of registered voters, it was 
necessary to purchase eight new voting booths for the 1960 
presidential election. 

At a special town meeting held on October 26th, an ap- 
propriation was voted to celebrate the 275th anniversary of 
the incorporation of Boxford as a town. This event was ap- 
propriately celebrated with a party sponsored by the Boxford 
Historical Society and held at the Masconomet Regional School 
on November 26th. Souvenir plates depicting the town seal 
in color, and booklets containing some of the highlights of the 
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town’s history were sold in connection with the celebration. 
Plates and booklets are still available from the Historical 
Society. 

New street signs have been made and placed at the vari- 
ous intersections. 


Under special appropriations voted at a town meeting 
held on May 31st, sections of Spofford and Middleton Roads 
have been resurfaced and oiled during the year. 


Work under the provisions of Chapter 90 on a project 
started in 1959 on Washington Street near the North Andover- 
Boxford town line was continued, relocating and hot-topping 
42 of a mile and also the drainage problem in West Boxford 
village has been, we hope, permanently corrected. 


Maintenance work has been done on various secondary 
roads under the Chapter 81 maintenance allotment. 


A section of road off Killam Hill Road left uncompleted 
in the Thunderbird Development was put into acceptable con- 
dition and received one coat of oil, a second coat to be applied 
in the spring of 1961. This work was done with funds from a 
guaranteed deposit. 


The Selectmen take this opportunity to express their ap- 
preciation for all donations of time, money or materials re- 
ceived from individuals and organizations of the town during 
the year and for the cooperation of the various town depart- 
ments.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The members of the School Committee are pleased to 
submit to the citizens of Boxford their annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1960. 


Unquestionably the most significant events of the past 
year concerning the administration of the local schools have 
been the development of the new School Union No. 58 includ- 
ing the towns of Boxford and Topsfield and the decision by 
the town to build an addition to the Harry L. Cole School. 


The coordinating of the elementary school systems of Box- 
ford and Topsfield has resulted in a higher degree of efficiency 
and provided improved standardization in preparing students 
for their secondary training at the Masconomet Regional 
School. This has been achieved not only through the unified 
administration of the two systems featuring such activities as 
the teachers’ workshops, the pooling of resources, and the ex- 
change of professional ideas, but also through the overall, care- 
ful planning between the administrators of the elementary and 
regional schools. It has become obvious to the committee that 
the Union was most fortunate to obtain the services of Dr. 
Herbert A. Rouisse as superintendent to initiate and guide these 
actions. His excellent background in elementary education in 
addition to his capable ability as an administrator has equipped 
him to contribute many advances to the system and to establish 
desirable goals for future committees to consider. These goals 
which relate primarily to services found in many school Sys- 
tems are presented in the superintendent’s report and will re- 
quire study regarding our community’s ability to provide them. 


On April 2, 1960 the Board of Selectmen appointed the 
following four citizens to serve with the members of the school 
committee on the School Building Committee: C. Dana Cahoon, 
Frederick B. Monell, Jr., Harry E. Trask and E, Arthur Wood- 
bury. Mr. Cahoon and David S. Waters were elected chairman 
and secretary respectively. All of these gentlemen have served 
the town exceedingly well, giving generously of their time 
and talents. After very careful preliminary work, the archi- 
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tectural firm of S. W. Haynes and Associates, Inc., was engaged 
and at a special town meeting on October 26, the citizens au- 
thorized the committee to proceed with plans as prepared and 
submitted by the architect to construct an addition to the 
present Harry L. Cole School consisting of seven classrooms 
and a remedial reading room, as well as improvements to the 
existing clinic, kitchen, teachers’ room, and storage facilities. 
It is anticipated that this construction will be completed by 
September, 1962 and although projections indicate that in- 
creased school enrollment will return shortly as a major 
problem, the committee feels that the new addition will ex- 
pand the Cole School to its best and most efficient use and 
serve as the quickest means for providing school rooms. The 
school committee is anxious that the present building commit- 
tee, or a new one, continue to study the question of school 
building needs in order to prepare recommendations and plans 
for future expansion. 


The year 1960 represents the period when a number of 
school policies were either established or clarified. The school 
committee adopted the Salary Schedule for Teaching Per- 
sonnel, which will become effective September 1, 1961. This 
schedule is intended to serve as a guide in a planned method 
of payment for teaching personnel, and it offers a basic plan 
of payment, with regular increases determined by the experi- 
ence and training of the individual teacher. It is designed to 
provide a compensation policy which will be competitive with 
surrounding communities. A Sick Leave Policy for Teaching 
Personnel was adopted and made effective as of April 28, 1960. 
A policy for the use of the school facilities was established, 
which requires that an application be filed with the school 
principal and that a custodian be on duty whenever the build- 
ings are used during other than regular school hours. This 
policy also establishes a schedule of rental fees. 


At the request of the school committee, the question of in- 
creasing the committee from three to five members was placed 
before the voters. As a result, the committee will be increased 
to the larger number at the next election. This should provide 
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better representation, make a quorum more readily available, 
and spread the work among more citizens. 


In conclusion the members of the committee recognize and 
appreciate the very high degree of cooperation and devotion 
on the part of the faculty and staff of the school department.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
Members of the School Committee 


Sirs: 

I herewith submit my first annual report for your con- 
sideration. 

It is only prudent that a new superintendent spend a sig- 
nificant portion of his first year in becoming acquainted with 
the personnel, studying the curriculum as it appears, and fa- 
miliarizing himself with the physical plant and facilities avail- 
able in the school system. Through this he must provide him- 
self with a background of the assets and needs of the school 
organization that will help him in future planning and ad- 
ministration. This I have attempted to do. 


Personnel 


During the year, several teacher resignations were given, 
bringing about a considerable change in personnel. In addi- 
tion, two teachers were appointed to fill newly established 
positions necessitated by the growing pupil population. Six 
teachers joined the school staff in 1960. 

Such a changing, growing staff brings the need for greater 
administrative time spent in securing personnel, the need for 
a larger program of orientation, the need for more supervision, 
the need for well developed operating procedures to provide 
continuity, and the need for curriculum guides, which will 
help orient new personnel to the system and which will pro- 
vide for greater continuity in curriculum offering. While much 
attention is being given all these areas, the last mentioned 
will receive particular emphasis during the months and years 
ahead. 


Facilities 
The upward surge of pupil population increased the de- 
mand on an already overtaxed school plant. Classes have been 
continued in the Community House and the basement room 


at the Morse School. The stage at the Cole School has been 
utilized for the sixth grade since September. With the antici- 
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pated completion of the addition to the Cole School in Septem- 
ber, 1961, the housing problem appears to be solved for the 
present. However, it should be noted that this is but a tem- 
porary solution. In 1963 or 1964, assuming a continuance of the 
population growth, additional facilities will be necessary. It is 
imperative that the present excellent building committee be 
continued or a new committee created. Adequate time for full 
study and consideration of this major town problem should be 
given. The next decision will doubtless be more difficult to 
make than was this recent decision to add to the Cole School. 

Efforts have been made to maintain the present facilities 
in good condition, creating a proper learning environment and 
preserving the value of these structures. The exterior of the 
Morse School was painted. Considerable interior painting was 
done at the Cole School and the Morse School. One half of the 
roof of the Wood School was reshingled. Deteriorated galvan- 
ized iron plumbing in the Wood School has been replaced with 
copper piping. Toilet ventilation systems in both the Wood 
School and the Morse School have been put into working con- 
dition. 

In these days of high construction costs, a high level main- 
tenance program will help keep operating costs to a reasonable 
minimum, will prolong the life of the buildings, and will furn- 
ish safer and more attractive school buildings for our children. 

It should be noted that the school buildings are made avail- 
able to various community groups and serve to a considerable 
extent as a community center for the people of Boxford. 

A partial listing of groups which have used the school 
facilities includes the Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts, the Parent 
Teacher Association, dance classes, and town officials. Thus 
the town of Boxford receives a direct benefit from the school 
buildings beyond regular school purposes. A certain expense 
therein involved is included in the school budget. 

Steps Forward 

Under the direction of the elementary school principal, 
several changes have been instituted during the year. 

A new report card has been developed by the staff in an 
effort to give a more comprehensive report to parents on the 
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school progress of their children. Brief experience with this 
card indicates greater satisfaction on the part of both parents 
and teachers. 

A new impetus has been given to the provision of needed 
supplementary texts and reference materials. Approximately 
300 books specifically related to the science and social studies 
curriculum, have been purchased. These books are being cata- 
logued and prepared for classroom use by a committee of 
parent workers and will serve as a nucleus for our proposed 
school library. 

A permanent reading record for each pupil has been in- 
stituted. With this, pupil progress in this key skill will be more 
easily evaluated. Better grouping, more accurate placement 
in reading level, and the provision of more suitable texts 
should be effected. 

To accompany the basal reader system BR irdatiy in use, a 
co-basal reader program has been instituted. The use of this 
co-basal reader will provide fresh reading material at the 
proper level for those pupils reading below grade level. 

A new cumulative record system has been put into use. 
This system was developed by the staffs of the Boxford, Middle- 
ton and Topsfield elementary schools and of the Masconomet 
Regional High School to provide a uniform system of records 
for all pupils entering the secondary school from the three 
towns. 


A Look Ahead 


The task of public education has grown rapidly. Not only 
has the scope of activities broadened considerably, but the very 
fields of knowledge themselves have grown tremendously. 
The field of science is an outstanding example. Some authorities 
estimate that the field of chemistry is doubling the amount of 
knowledge every eight years. History is being written every 
year at a compounding rate. It becomes obvious that even with 
‘an increase in the learning rate brought about by improved 
instructional methods and even with a greater degree of selec- 
tivity in what shall be included in our curriculum, we cannot 
keep pace with this’ rapid expansion in knowledge. 
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Thus, there must be a reorientation in our thinking to so 
educate a student that he can educate himself. In the world of 
an early tomorrow, and indeed in the world of today, almost 
all people will be seeking new knowledge all their lives. Thus 
our young people must be guided, from early years, to teach 
themselves and to accept responsibility for setting and attain- 
ing individual goals. 

The best we can do, in the face of this growing knowledge 
and changing world is to do everything possible to prepare 
our problems face to face with all the strength, the eagerness, 
and the capacity which their training as significant individuals 
and their heritage as free men will supply. Whatever our 
future will be, it will be the sum total of each individual’s dedi- 
cation and effort. 

What are some of the accomplishments we should be look- 
ing forward to in an effort to keep pace with the changing 
times and to present an ever better educational program for 
our children? These are some of the targets at which we will 
aim during the months and years ahead: 

1. An elementary school library program, properly housed 
and effectively operated. 

2. A remedial reading program. 

3. A remedial speech program. 

4. An instrumental music program. 

5. An elementary school guidance program. 

6. A wider testing program, making greater use of individ- 
ual and diagnostic testing. 

7. A codification of school policies and regulations. 

8. An improved physical education program, 

9. The provision of adequate materials and organization to 
afford wider opportunity for our more academically tal- 
ented youngsters. 

10. The development of curriculum guides. 


In Conclusion 
To serve without remuneration on a school committee is 
civic service of the highest order. The Boxford School Com- 
mittee, in carrying on its work, has sought always to do what is 
best for the children of Boxford and the town of Boxford. 
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I am mindful, too, of the members of the school staff, teach- 
ing and non-teaching. Even though many reside outside of 
Boxford, there still pervades a feeling of allegiance to and 
pride in Boxford. To them, serving in our schools is more than 
a job. 

To both the school committee and the staff I extend my 
appreciation for their efforts of the past year and I offer them 
the greater challenge and promise of the next year.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN AND 
SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee of 
the Town of Boxford, Mass. 

We herewith submit our annual report as school physician 
and school nurse. 


School Enrollment: 

In anticipation of the largest entering class for first grade 
it was decided to hold a registration day in May. At this time 
the birth and vaccination certificates were checked and ap- 
pointments made for examinations to be done by the school 
physician. This eliminated waiting by parents who wished to 
have their children examined by the family physician. 


Physical Examination: 

During the school year, 97 children from the first and 
fourth grades had physical examinations. Seventy-six of these 
were routine examinations made by the school physician. This 
included 19 pre-school check-ups at the May clinic. As a result 
of this thorough school examination, 2 children were referred 
for further study to the family doctor. 


Vision and Hearing Tests: 

During the annual vision check, 305 pupils were tested 
and there were 11 failures. Four children were seen and ac- 
cepted as correct referrals by eye specialists. The remainder 
of failures were under routine annual care. Of this same num- 
ber of ear tests, two pupils were seen by an ear specialist. 


Influenza Inoculations: 

During the months of October and November, 20 influenza 
inoculations were administered to all teachers, cafeteria work- 
ers and janitors desiring to be immunized. 


Diphtheria-tetanus Clinic: 
Booster shots of diphtheria-tetanus toxoid were given to 
56 pupils in the first and fourth grades. 
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T. B. Patch Testing: 

Patch testing for tuberculosis susceptibility will be done 
in the first and fourth grades in the spring of the year. By fol- 
lowing this routine each child in school is checked every four 
years.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Boxford qualified to vote in elections and in town affairs to 
meet in the Masconomet Regional School, Boxford, on Mon- 
day, the sixth day of March next, at 8:00 o’clock in the eve- 
ning, then and there to act on the following articles, viz: 


Article 1. To hear and act on the reports of the Town

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, MARCH 6, 1961 


The voters of Boxford met at the Masconomet Regional 
District High School, Boxford, on March 6, 1961 at 8 P.M. 
William J. Greenler, Jr. presided as moderator over the 200 
members present. 

Before the articles of the warrant were taken up, Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry L. Cole were escorted to the stage, and Seth L. 
Kelsey, speaking for the townspeople, gave a resumé of Mr. 
Cole’s continuous service to the town, extending over a half 
century as Selectman, Assessor, Overseer of the Poor, and 
Member of the Board of Health. Raymond Perley, a long time 
fellow member of the Board of Selectmen, presented Mr. Cole 
with an engraved plaque; and Mrs. Cole was presented with 
a bouquet of red and white carnations by Mrs. Simeon S. 
Pearl, a friend of many years. The presence of photographers 
and television men from the metropolitan area demonstrated 
that Mr. Cole has attained a stature beyond the unquestioned 
affection of his townspeople. 

The articles of the warrant were disposed of as follows:

Article 4. Voted to appropriate $5,000.00 for the Reserve 
Fund, said amount to be transferred from Overlay Reserve. 

Article 5. Voted to authorize the Town Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time 
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to time, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year 
beginning January 1, 1961, and to issue a note or notes there- 
for, payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes 
as may be given for a period of less than one year in accord- 
ance with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 

Article 6. Voted to pass over.

$500.00 to purchase one 5KW 110V AC, underwriters’ labora- 
tory approved, generator for standby use at Fire Headquarters. 

Article 13. Voted to enact the following by-law: 

“Owners and drivers of trucks and trailers of % ton ca- 
pacity or over, carrying loose materials over the highways of 
Boxford, shall be required to have the load properly secured 
by binders or covers to prevent loose material from flying out. 

“Any breach of this by-law shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than $20.00 on conviction thereof.” 

The by-law was passed by voice vote without opposition. 


Article 14. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$6,000.00 to be used in conjunction with State and County 
funds to continue the improvement of Topsfield Road and of 
Washington Street under Chapter 90 with the following re- 
strictions: 


“The plan for the improvement of Topsfield Road in the 
area as surveyed and mapped by the County engineers will 
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not be accepted without the prior and complete approval of 
Patrick J. Horgan and Robert H. Poor, both of whom have 
generously offered to give of their land to the Town for this 
purpose. 

“The extent of the modification of Topsfield Road shall 
be restricted to the present lands belonging to the afore- 
mentioned Horgan and Poor. 


“Further, that the balance of the $6,000.00 of Article 14 
will be used for the improvement of that section of Washing- 
ton Street in West Boxford at or near the residence of Henry 
W. Nason, but will not be used for any changes of roads at 
or near West Boxford Center.”

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, NOVEMBER 27, 1961 


The Voters of Boxford met at the Masconomet Regional 
School on November 27, 1961 at 8 P.M. with William J. Green- 
ler, Jr., serving as moderator. After a prayer by Rev. Ellsworth 
Comins, the articles of the warrant were acted upon as fol- 
lows: 

Article 1. Voted to accept an amendment of the agree- 
ment establishing the Masconomet Regional School District 
initiated by the Regional District School Committee on May 
24, 1961, and providing that capital costs will be apportioned 
in accordance with the number of children residing in each 
town and receiving education, excepting certain special edu- 
cation, in grades 7 through 12 at such town’s expense as of 
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October 1 next preceding the year for which the apportion- 
ment is made, debt service included in capital costs being ap- 
portioned as a capital cost of the year in which the same falls 
due. 


Article 2. The School Building Committee reported that 
it expected to return $19,000 to the town from the money ap- 
propriated for the addition to the Harry Lee Cole School. 


The Recreation Committee reported that a skating rink 
has been provided in the Boy Scout Park area. 

The Board of Health reported that rabies shots for dogs 
will be available in the near future. 


Article 3. Voted to acquire for school purposes by right 
of eminent domain if selectmen so choose, or otherwise, the 
parcel of land adjacent to the present town dump owned by 
the Paul N. Spofford estate, and to appropriate the sum of 
$4,000.000 from available funds therefor. 


Article 4. Voted to transfer the sum of $185.00 from the 
Insurance Account to the Vacation Account. 


Article 5. Voted to transfer the sum of $251.00 to Snow 
Removal; $151.00 from Highway Department Sander Account, 
and $100.00 from Highway Broom Account. 


Article 6. Voted to accept the deed of a portion of the 
Boy Scout Park, negotiated and executed in pursuance to votes 
at prior meetings. 


Article 7. Voted to purchase 21 acres touching on Bald- 
pate Pond for use as a swimming area and park for the sum 
of $12,875.00, said amount to be transferred from available 
funds. 


Article 8. Voted 137 Yes, 70 No, by secret ballot and use 
of check list not to amend the Zoning By-Law. This action 
required a two-thirds vote for amendment of the by-law. 

Mr. Charles W. Eliot, who has been engaged in drawing 
up a Master Plan for the town over the last eighteen months, 
was not permitted to address the meeting because one voter 
objected. Unanimous consent is required for a non-voter. 


BOXFORD TOWN REPORT 17 


Article 9. The town voted to accept as public ways or 
streets the following: 
(1) Pinehurst Drive and Crest Circle in Country Pines sub- 
division. 
(2) Woodcrest Road, Spruce Circle, Redwood Circle, and 
Beechwood Circle in Boxford Highlands subdivision. 
(3) King Richard’s Drive, King Arthur’s Court, approxi- 
mately one half mile of King John’s Drive to and includ- 
ing Lot 33, and King James’ Court in King’s Forest sub- 
division. 
(4) Mill Road in Mill Run Subdivision. 
All roads were approved by the committee set up for that 
purpose. 
Article 10. The meeting was adjourned at 11:30 p.m.

As our town population grows, our Library is constantly 
busier. The circulation of books, adult and juvenile, increased 
by 644, from 8,621 books last year to 9,265 books this year. 
Magazine circulation was 1,202. The high school students are 
using the Library increasingly for help in their school work. 

Our book collection is growing. This year 170 books were 
added; of these 19 were gifts from various friends. Also 
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generous gifts of books have come from Mrs. Dana F. Killam 
and Miss C. Maud Norris. These are being processed for addi- 
tion to the Library. The Library thankfully supplements its 
own collection of books by borrowing freely from the Book- 
mobile. 


The Library has received gifts this year in memory of 
Esther K. Perley and Zora Wilkins. These are being set up 
as permanent memorial funds, of which the income will be 
used. There is $510 in the Esther K. Perley fund, and $182 in 
the Zora Wilkins fund to which can be added the $1,000 coming 
to the Library under her will. Through the generosity of Dr. 
and Mrs. Shulman, an auction held on the grounds of the 
Happy Day Camp netted the Library $651.17. Friends of the 
Library have given many hours of voluntary help. To all these 
donors of books, time and money, we tender our thanks. 


The children again showed much interest in the State 
Reading Program. One hundred sixty Five-Book certificates 
and 36 Honor certificates were awarded to the children in the 
Cole School, mostly sixth graders. This is a co-operative ven- 
ture in which the librarian and teachers work together. 


The Library has lost three of its trustees this year, In 
January, Robert B. Parkhurst resigned after serving faithfully 
for almost twenty-seven years. On April 3rd, the death of 
Esther K. Perley saddened the Board. She had served since 
1942 with great loyalty and imagination. In September, 
Charles J. Kittredge, Jr.’s resignation was accepted because 
of removal from town. He had been treasurer of the Board 
for five years. 

New members of the Board are Thomas E. Cargill, Jr., 
Louise C. Watkins and Harry E. Trask. 

On October 29th the Trustees took great pleasure in hon- 
oring Bertha Perley at a Golden Tea, for she has been librarian 
of the Boxford Public Library for fifty years. About one hun- 
dred and fifty friends joined in wishng her well. 

Under the provisions of Section 19A of Chapter 760 of the 
Acts of 1960, providing for state aid to public libraries, the 
Town of Boxford received a direct grant-in-aid in the amount 
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of $422.10. This was allocated between the two libraries in 
the proportion of 60% and 40% respectively. Our share 
(60%) was $253.26. 

The Librarians and Trustees wish to thank all who have 
contributed to the Library in any way.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During the year, members of the Boxford Conservation 
Commission attended the Western Conference of the Massa- 
chusetts Association of Conservation Commissions at North- 
ampton, Massachusetts; and a series of Conservation Meetings 
at the Essex Agriculture School at Hawthorne, Massachusetts. 
Much material of value in guiding the Town Conservation 
Commission has been obtained through these meetings. 

The Commission has supervised the operations of the 
Georgetown Sand and Gravel Company at the West Boxford 
Gravel Pit and has recommended the renewal of the operation 
permit for 1962 to the Board of Appeals. 

The Commission is presently evaluating the various 
marshland and swampy areas bordering streams and ponds, 
which should be included in the future Conservency Zone of 
the Town. Recommendations to the Town will be made to 
acquire certain desirable sites. The Commission is authorized 
to accept and administer land given to the Town for Conser- 
vation Areas.

At thirty meetings, members of the Planning Board 
worked on the master plan, a new zoning by-law and revised 
sub-division regulations, many of which were attended by 
Charles Eliot, our planning consultant.

Four public hearings were 
held. Approximately 133 lots were created, against 59 for 1960 
and about 128 in 1959.

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TOWN RECREATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


During the year 1961, the Boy Scouts deeded approxi- 
mately 15 acres of the Boy Scout Park to the Town of Box- 
ford for recreational purposes. An area approximately 100’ x 
180’ was bulldozed to an average depth of 3’ to provide a safer 
skating area, and a longer skating season. The Committee is 
indebted to Mr. Melvin Smallwood for the donation of his 
equipment and to Mr. Clinton French for the donation of his 
time.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Although there has been a rapid increase in population, 
Boxford still remains a very healthy town in so far as com- 
muncable diseases are concerned, as is shown by the following 
list, which is the same total cases as reported in 1960:

During the year 1961, the Board has performed its usual 
routine duties plus a number of more or less unusual ones. 
In January the sewerage disposal area at the Harry L. Cole 
School was inspected with the help of our Sanitary Engineer, 
Mr. Tracy I. Flagg, and was found to be satisfactory. 
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In February, a North Eastern Association of Boards of 
Health was formed, which Boxford joined. This association 
includes the cities or towns of Chelmsford, Hamilton, Lincoln, 
Lexington, Marblehead, Salem, and probably several other 
towns. On June 21 the annual meeting of this group was held 
at the Hotel Hawthorne in Salem, and was attended by our 
chairman. The formation of this organization means that 
finally all areas of the Commonwealth now have associations 
for the betterment of Public Health by mutual cooperation, 
thus keeping our group in close touch with any problems 
which might arise. 


In May a poliomyelitis vaccine clinic was conducted at the 
Cole School. At this time 170 injections were given to children 
and adults. The innoculations were given free, since the State 
Board of Health gave the vaccine gratis, and the personnel 
administering it was happy to contribute its service. Another 
clinic will be conducted this year on a date to be announced 
through the schools. It is hoped that the Commonwealth will 
again furnish free vaccine. 


In May a clinic for the vaccination of dogs against rabies 
was held at the Town Hall under the auspices of the New 
England Veterinary Clinic. Dr. Thomas A. Blackburn made 
all the arrangements. A nominal fee was charged, sufficient 
only to cover the cost of the material used. This clinic will be 
repeated in 1962, at a date to be announced later. Your Board 
urges that everyone having a dog should have the animal in- 
noculated, for the reason that a case of rabies was reported 
in Western Massachusetts in which a bat had bitten a house- 
wife. This was the first positive case of rabies in the Com- 
monwealth since 1949. This does not mean that our populace 
should go around killing bats indiscriminately, but only that 
if anyone should be bitten by a bat or dog, the offender should 
be captured and placed in safe quarantine for ten days, so that, 
if true evidence of rabies develops in the brain cells, a correct 
diagnosis can be made by culture and microscopic examina- 
tion. 
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In May of last year we lost, by death, the services of Mr. 
Clinton B. Nason as Inspector of Slaughtering, Mr. Nason 
had been a Selectman for many years, and all who knew him 
will regret his passing. Mr. Nason’s place was taken by Mr. 
Samuel Lawes of West Boxford. 


Our Board was called upon to inspect and rule on several 
sewerage problems, notably an area on Silverbrook Road. With 
the aid of Mr. Flagg we were able to reassure the residents 
that their wells were not being contaminated. 


During the year this Board met twice with the Topsfield 
Board of Health and also appeared in court in Salem concern- 
ing the Ferreira piggery. This problem has apparently been 
solved equitably. 


In the budget for 1962 our Board has requested the ap- 
propriation of a sum not to exceed $300.00 for the purpose of 
grading and oiling the road going into the Town Dump. It is 
obvious that such a procedure would benefit all, particularly 
during the snowy and muddy seasons. 


Your attention is called to the excellent supervision which 
has been given our dump by Mr. James Gray and his weasel, 
the latter by taking care of unwanted rats. This Board is try- 
ing to run the dump as economically as possible, and again 
urges all citizens to bundle their newspapers and magazines 
so that the salvage helps Mr. Gray to augment the small 
stipend which he is paid. It seems important to point out that 
Mrs. Gray has been very careful to retrieve articles which can 
be re-used by the Morgan Memorial in its program for the 
handicapped individual. The Grays have saved several truck- 
loads of garments and other items for this charitable purpose. 
We all owe them an expression of gratitude. 


At the risk of being repetitive your Board again urges 
that anyone wishing to invest in tracts of land for develop- 
ment or even customers for individual house lots should con- 
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sult with this Board and our Sanitary Engineer. Please remem- 
ber that it is our duty to inspect and pass upon every lot as to 
its suitability for proper water supply and sewage disposal. 
Such precaution can help prevent unnecessary financial loss.

REPORT OF THE SANITARY ENGINEER 
Board of Health: 


In 1961, I completed the preliminary and final inspections 
of 49 sewage disposal installations at new homes and at one 
public building. Three permits for other locations had to be 
refused. Prior to final approvals, the wells had to be located 
in such a way as to be reasonably protected from contamina- 
tion. There were also three installations that received major 
alterations and renewals. These were also considered in regard 
to the locations of wells and sources of pollution. In this same 
regard, I studied two situations where contamination of a 
brook was suspected. In both cases, investigation proved that 
harmful pollution was not present. 

Water samples from 19 public places and 12 private 
buildings were obtained in order to insure that bacteriologi- 
cally safe water was being used. All but three samples were 
found to be safe for drinking and unsatisfactory conditions 
leading to the latter three conditions have been corrected. 

A nursing home and eight recreational camps were in- 
spected for general health conditions. They were found to be 
satisfactory except for one of the camps. Several major chang- 
es were required at this place; these were completed and the 
required license issued. 
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With the increased growth of the town, the proper disposal 
of pumpage from septic tanks and cesspools has become an 
important problem. A survey was conducted and a proper 
location for a sludge disposal area was found. Plans were 
drawn up for the development of this important public health 
facility. 

In 1961, we studied two new areas for development of 
house lots; three other areas that had been given preliminary 
consideration were finally approved. These were judged on 
their suitability for good housing within the legal limitations 
of boards of health. Several lots were condemned in each of 
these areas and two required added drainage facilities before 
they would be suitable for the proper disposal of sewage in 
areas depending on private wells. 

Finally, we wish to point out the additional tasks that 
we have been preparing to undertake in 1962. There is a State 
Sanitary Code in effect in Massachusetts. New detailed re- 
quirements of a most comprehensive nature have been estab- 
lished for recreational camps and will be in effect shortly for 
swimming areas and pools, and sewage disposal. In 1961, we 
have been outlining the procedures that will be necessary to 
put these regulations into operation. We already know that 
additional inspections and follow-up procedures will be 
necessary.

Boxford’s case load has declined in all categories, with the 
exception of Medical Aid for the Aged, for the calendar year 
of 1961. Deaths have accounted for the reduction in Old Age 
Assistance, and transfers to other communities for the reduc- 
tion in Aid to Dependent Children, and Disability Assistance. 


There has been a great deal of publicity in the national 
and local press in regard to “abuses” of the welfare categor- 
ical programs, and Secretary Ribicoff of the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare has made recommendations for 
improvement of services, and is stressing rehabilitation. 
President Kennedy is again submitting a prepaid medical 
care program to be administered through Social Security. If 
this program is passed there will be gaps that will still have 
to be met through public assistance programs. We will con- 
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tinue to have the problem of the aging population with us. 
In Boxford, those over age 65 constitute 7.5% of the popula- 
tion. 

Medical expenses declined for the year, due to the reduc- 
tion in case load. Medical costs of 1959 were $8,282.42; for 
1960, $11,434.66; and for 1961, $8,187.57. Of this total $6,297.68 
was for Medical Care for the Aged. This new category of as- 
sistance is to meet the medical needs of persons over 65. Of 
the 3 cases on Medical Aid for the Aged, 2 are in nursing 
homes, and 1 in a chronic hospital. 


There is a new chronic hospital facility available to us 
and all residents of Essex County, at the Essex County Hos- 
pital in Middleton. This unit, called the Manning Annex gives 
excellent care, and does a remarkable job of rehabilitation. 
We should support this unit and the outpatient clinic for 
tuberculosis, as both are excellent services, and it is the feeling 
of the board they should be preserved. We have a need for 
these services here in our own county, and we feel every effort 
should be made to keep them operating. 

Again this year we are faced with rising medical costs as 
per diem rates for hospital care were raised January 1, 1962, 
and nursing home rates have also been increased. The Medical 
Care Plan of the Department of Public Welfare is very ade- 
quate to meet the needs of anyone eligible for any of the 
categories of assistance. Massachusetts has one of the most 
comprehensive plans in the fifty states. Anyone having ques- 
tions in regard to the eligibility requirements in any category 
of assistance will find the answers at the Welfare District 
Office if they care to call, or their queries by telephone are 
welcomed. The Office is located in Memorial Hall, South Main 
Street, Middleton. | | 

The director wishes to thank all of the town officials and 
the townspeople for their help and cooperation in the past 
year.

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REPORT OF MORSE HOUSE COMMITTEE 


Under the direction of the Morse House Committee the 
old house was razed on October 12. Mr. Charles Killam, rep- 
resenting Boxford Grange 298, did an excellent job with a 
large bulldozer kindly loaned by Mr. John Berg. After razing 
the house, he then filled in the cellar hole and levelled off 
the site. Later the Fire Department from the West Parish 
burned the debris which had been pushed into the field. This 
was done to protect from damage the large trees around the 
site. 

The Committee plans in the spring to do simple landscap- 
ing and to erect a bronze memorial plaque. Mr. Charles Morse 
of Bradford, a descendant of the Morse family, has donated 
the sum of fifty dollars for the purchase of such a plaque.

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In January, 1961, the office for the Police Department in 
back of the fire station was completed. 

A fire insurance inspector from the State inspected the 
Town Hall and Lincoln Hall, both of which were found satis- 
factory except for some minor changes. 

‘Arrangements were made by the leaders of the Boy Scouts 
to use the downstairs room in the Town Hall for meetings 
during the cold weather. 

In February, arrangements were made to borrow 
$120,000.00 in State House Notes with the State Street Bank 
and Trust Company, interest rate .02, for the addition to the 
Cole School. 
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On February 22nd the new pumping engine for the Fire 
Department arrived in town. 


In March a public meeting was held to discuss the re- 
location of Topsfield road. 


On April 6th the 50th Anniversary of the organization of 
the Boxford Grange was celebrated with appropriate cere- 
monies. 


April 8th was designated as “Souvenir Day” at the old 
Morse House, the contents of the house having been removed 
to the yard for anyone desiring to “take their pick” prior to 
the demolition of the building. 


A parking problem in front of the School on Middleton 
Road was partially eliminated by the placing of ‘““No Parking” 
signs along one side of the road. 


A new rope was placed in the flagg staff on the lower 
common in readiness for Memorial Day. 


On June 12th a public meeting was held in Lincoln Hall 
in an endeavor to correct a dangerous traffic condition on Route 
133. 


With the combined efforts of the Boxford Firemen and 
Athletic Association, the 4th of July celebration was a success, 
and we are indebted to both groups for their public-spirited 
interested in this occasion. 


On July 28th the Boston Post cane was presented to 
Mr. Cyrus E. Killan as the oldest male resident of Boxford. 
It is interesting to note that his father was the first resident of 
Boxford to receive this cane. 


Meetings have been held with those interested in an effort 
to revitalize the Fire Department and to discuss ways in which 
to make it more functional and efficient. 


The Boxford Grange started a project of improvement at 
the Town Hall by installing a white enamel sink and a new 
counter-top in the kitchen. The Grange, in combination with 
the Boy Scouts, has started a floor-painting project which is 
not yet completed. 
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In August a short extension of gas was installed by the 
Haverhill Gas Company to the house of Semple Consturction 
Company on Georgetown Road. Later in the year extensions 
were made on Kelsey, Ipswich, and Georgetown Roads; Elm 
Street and Topsfield Road. 


In late August and early September many warning signs 
were placed on various highways in the Town where com- 
plaints of speeding had been reported to this Board. At this 
time, also, the Selectmen were in conference with the State 
Traffic Engineer relative to the establishment of speed signs 
which would comply with State requirements to be posted on 
many of our Town highways. We are still working on this and 
hope to have it in operation for the summer driving season. 


In compliance with an agreement between the Town and 
the abutting owners, the gasoline tanks at Johnson’s store 
were moved to a much more convenient location. 


The heating units in both fire stations have been fire- 
proofed by building fire-resistant walls around them. To ac- 
complish this the water pump and tank in the East Parish Fire 
Station were moved into the cellar of the Town Hall. 

Work has progressed during the year on the remodelling 
of the building at the West Boxford Fire Station which was 
presented to the Town by Mr. William Barrell. 

Highway work under the provisions of Chapter 90 was 
done on Topsfield Road until halted by cold weather in De- 
cember. This project will be completed in 1962. Some work was 
done on a continuation of the 1960 Chapter 90 project on Wash- 
ington Street in West Boxford. 

Maintenance work on highways under Chapter 81 has been 
carried out under the State supervision. Approximately three 
miles of new highway in the various sub-divisions have been 
approved and accepted by the Town and are now included in 
the highway mileage, making a total of 63 miles. 

The roof at the town shed in West Boxford was re-papered 
late in the year. 

Much of the repair work which is mentioned in this report 
was done by voluntary labor and a great deal of material was 
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contributed by public spirited citizens. For this and all other 
contributions by individuals or organizations, and for the 
hearty cooperation of all concerned, we express our deepest 
appreciation.

it: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Boxford for the period from August 
1, 1959, the date of the previous examination, to March 22, 
1961, and submit the following report thereon: 

An examination and verification was made of the financial 
transactions as recorded on the books of the several depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money for the town or commit- 
ting bills for collection. 

The town accountant’s ledgers were eee for the 
period covered by the audit, the receipts being checked with 
the treasurer’s books and the payments being compared with 
the warrants authorizing them and with the treasurer’s records 
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of payments. The appropriation accounts and loan authoriza- 
tions were checked with the town clerk’s records of town 
meeting proceedings, and the recorded transfers from the re- 
serve fund were verified by comparison with the records of 
the finance committee. 


The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the audit 
were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the 
town on March 22, 1961. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined 
and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were analyzed and 
checked with the records of the several departments collecting 
money for the town and with other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury, while the payments were 
compared with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the 
treasurer to disburse town funds. 

The cash book additions were verified, and the cash bal- 
ance on March 22, 1961 was proved by actual count of the cash 
in the office, by reconciliation of the bank balances with state- 
ments furnished by the banks of deposit, by verification of the 
certificates of deposit, and by examination of the savings bank 
books. 

The recorded payments on account of maturing debt and 
interest were compared with the amounts falling due and 
checked with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. The 
outstanding coupons were listed and reconciled with the 
amount on deposit for their payment, as shown by a state- 
ment furnished by the depository. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in the custody 
of the town treasurer and the trustees of the Jonathan Tyler 
Barker Free School Fund were examined and listed. The in- 
come was proved and the transfers to the town were verified 
by comparison with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 

The deductions from employees’ salaries for Federal and 
State taxes, and the county retirement system, were listed 
and reconciled with the amounts due and paid to the proper 
agencies. 
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The records of tax titles held by the town were examined. 
The additions to the tax titled account were checked with the 
tax collector’s records, and the tax title deeds were listed and 
reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger and with the 
records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked. The taxes and excise outstanding at the time 
of the previous examination, as well as all subsequent com- 
mitments, were audited and compared with the assessors’ war- 
rants issued for their collection. The reported payments to the 
treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s recorded re- 
ceipts, the abatements were checked with the assessors’ 
records of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the respective controlling 
ledger accounts. 


Aggregates of the outstanding taxes and excise were given 
to the assessors for recommitment to the newly elected tax 
collector. fooler 


Verifications of the correctness of the outstanding tax 
and excise accounts was obtained by mailing notices to a num- 
ber of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that 
the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of the town clerk pertaining to dog and sport- 
Ing licenses issued were examined and checked. The payments 
to the State were checked with the receipts on file and the 
payments to the town treasurer were verified by comparison 
with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 

The records of departmental cash collections by the 
selectmen, the building inspector, and the sealer of weights 
and measures, as well as by the police, health, and school de- 
partments, and by all other departments in which money was 
collected for the town or bills were committed for collection, 
were examined and checked. The payments to the town treas- 
urer were verified, and the cash on hand in the several de- 
partments was proved by actual count. 

The surety bonds of the town officials bonded for the 
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faithful performance of their duties were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 

In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to 
this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
cash, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, and departmental 
accounts, as well as schedules showing the condition and 
transactions of the trust and investment funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was received 
from all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

Elementary education in Boxford is a going and growing 
concern. It is proper to pause and appraise what has been ac- 
complished and what lies ahead. 


School Committee Operation 


Pursuant to action voted at the Town Meeting of 1960, the 
membership of the Boxford School Committee was increased 
from three members to five members, effective with the An- 
nual Town Election in 1961. David S. Waters was elected for 
a three-year term, after having served several months of the 
unexpired term of resigned Committeeman Haywood. Mrs. 
Shirley MacGill was elected to a three-year term and Mr. E. 
Arthur Woodbury was elected to a two-year term. Not only 
has the membership of the committee increased, but so has 
the amount of time devoted to school committee meetings. 
Sixteen meetings of the school committee were held during 
1961. Beginning in September, the school committee has been 
holding two regular meetings per month. 

In an attempt to make its work more effective, the school 
committee has been developing a policy and regulations book. 
This is an effort to codify policies adopted in the past and put 
policy regulations into writing, to serve as a guide to commit- 
tee members and school personnel in the administration and 
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supervision of the school program. Among the policies already 
adopted are those dealing with the operation of the school 
committee, the superintendency, the principalship, the use of 
school facilities by the public, homework, and other items. 
Completion of this policy book in the near future is one of 
the immediate goals of the school committee. 


New Facilities 


The highlight of the Boxford elementary education in 1961 
was the construction and occupancy of a new wing on the 
Harry Lee Cole School. This wing, barely completed in time 
for use in September, comprises seven regular classrooms and 
a room which will serve as a combination remedial reading 
room and library. In addition, certain renovations were done 
in the existing building to provide better facilities for a health 
room and a teachers’ room, as well as enlarging and equipping 
the kitchen to handle efficiently the expanded lunch program. 
The School Building Committee is to be complimented for the 
unusual dispatch, which was shown in the provision of these 
urgently needed facilities. The enlarged school plant seems to 
be an excellent educational facility. Certainly the new class- 
rooms are well designed for instructional efficiency as well 
as being attractive, comfortable rooms. 


Curriculum Development 


An apparent deficiency in the past has been the lack of 
courses of study. To help overcome this lack, a series of work- 
shops was instituted. First efforts were made in the fields of 
science and social studies. Under the leadership of local ad- 
ministrators a tentative course of study in these areas was 
completed in the fall of the year. These courses of study or 
curriculum guides outline the areas to be studied and the 
major concepts to be developed, suggest appropriate learning 
activities related to these concepts, and provide references 
to available audio-visual material and related books. These 
guides serve to give greater uniformity of emphasis among 
grades and classes, to orient new staff members, to aid teach- 
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ers in planning, and to aid administrators in the provision of 
materials. Work on the development of English and arith- 
metic guides is now in progress. It is hoped that these will be 
completed at the end of this current school year. 


New Services 


Certain new educational services have been provided dur- 
ing 1961. One of these was the initiation of a remedial read- 
ing program in the late fall of the year. Mrs. Helen Hunter 
of Tewksbury was secured to fill the position on a regular 
part-time basis. Through her efforts, and the efforts of the 
administration and the teachers, all necessary organizational 
groundwork has been laid, and regular remedial instruction 
is being given. Those children who have been selected for 
this additional help have been carefully screened to determine 
the specific nature of their disability with the subsequent insti- 
tution of a program aimed directly at remediating those 
specific difficulties. It is the hope that the reading disabilities 
on the part of these children will be quickly eliminated and 
that these pupils can be dismissed from the remedial instruc- 
tion. | 

For the past two years certain Boxford elementary chil- 
dren have been receiving instruction in French, which has 
been for the most part based around the television series pre- 
sented over Channel 2. With the progress of these children 
and their increasing skill in French, it was decided that the 
services of a French specialist were necessary. Mrs. Isabelle 
A. Griffin of Boxford was elected to be a regular part-time 
position starting in September, 1961. She meets with the 
classes from Grades 4, 5, and 6, on a regular basis. In Grade 
4 all children take French; whereas, in Grades 5 and 6 there 
is some measure of selection. The television broadcasts are 
still used, but the children receive regular classes in addition. 
Discussions have been held with the administration of the 
Masconomet Regional High School, with the hope that special 
provisions for advanced French instruction in Grade 7 will 
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be made for these Boxford pupils. Pupils entering Masconomet 
from Topsfield and Middleton will not have had previous 
study in French. 


An instrumental music program was also instituted for the 
first time this fall. Under the direction of the Music Super- 
visor, Miss Sandra Shore, and Principal Ritchie, plans were 
made for such instruction. Musical demonstrations were made 
available to children in Grades 4, 5, and 6. Schedules were 
drawn up to permit some 35 pupils to receive instrumental in- 
struction. Ensemble work will commence shortly with the ex- 
pectation that an elementary school band will eventually be 
developed. 

Again in the fall, a library program was put into operation. 
Using the space made available in the new wing, and with the 
stock of books which had been built up over the past couple of 
years for this purpose, pupils were able to use the library for 
special study and to withdraw books. The Parent-Teacher 
Association has been most cooperative in taking over the large 
task of cataloging all the books and properly preparing them 
for use. In addition, the Parent-Teacher Association has made 
available a substantial sum of money for purchase of library 
books. As the stock of books increases, it is hoped that regular 
library periods will be scheduled. Such a service as this could 
be of real significance in our elementary school program. 

In September, a part-time school secretary was added to 
the school staff. Mrs. Ann Love of Boxford was appointed to 
this position. She assists the Principal and the teaching staff 
in the handling of many tasks of a clerical nature. This help 
has proved very valuable. The key significance to this position 
is that it should make possible more effective supervision on 
the part of the Principal of a rapidly growing and expanding 
school. 


Health Service 


Under the direction of Dr. Fred Nahil, School Physician, 
and Miss Ruth Barnard, School Nurse, the school health needs 
of an expanding pupil enrollment were met. Of real help in 
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this program was the provision of a Health Room in September 
with the opening of the new facilities, well equipped with 
suitable furnishings and new vision and hearing testing ma- 
chines. The listing below indicates the scope of the health 
services beyond the usual work of first aid, caring for ill 
children, height and weight checks, and the maintenance of 
records: 


Physical Examinations: Grades 1 and 4, 70 pupils — Two clinic 
referrals, 


Vision Tests: All grades, 350 pupils — Six referrals, all treated. 


Hearing Tests: All grades, 350 pupils — Four referrals, under 
care. 


Diphtheria-Tetanus: Grades 1 and 4, 78 pupils — Innoculations. 


Salk Vaccine: All grades, 49 pupils. 
T.B. Patch Tests: All results negative. 


Maintenance Program 


A program of maintenance to keep the buldings at a high 
level of appearance and economy has been continued. The 
outside sash and trim work on the Aaron Wood and the Harry 
Lee Cole Schools was painted as well as some inside work in 
both the Wood and the Cole Schools. A new electrical service 
was provided for the Aaron Wood School, eliminating a 
troublesome and potentially dangerous system. Certain elec- 
trical circuits in the Cole School were rewired, this also being 
done to eliminate a potentially dangerous condition. A number 
of defective asphalt tiles were replaced in the Cole School. 
Extensive repairs were made to the roof of the Cole School, 
apparently solving a leakage problem which had existed for 
some years. Part of the cost of this was paid for by the bonding 
company of the original roofer. The net effect of this work has 
been to make these facilities safer and more attractive and 
will, in the long run, prevent the more expensive repairs 
which would eventually become necessary if such mainten- 
ance work had not been carried out. 
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School Lunch Program 


The addition of the new wing to the Cole School brought 
with it the enlargement of the kitchen. More space and new 
equipment was provided. Among this new equipment were a 
larger dishwasher, a meat slicer, a potato peeler, a refrigerator, 
a work table and a bake oven. The staff was increased to three 
full-time workers and a regular part-time worker. This made 
possible the elimination of the use of student help in the 
kitchen. i 

The growth in the lunch program is well shown by a few 
simple figures, starting with the 1959-1960 school year, in which 
year Grades 7 and 8 first went to the Regional High School: 


Meals Average 
Year Served . Daily 
1959-1960 23,249 134 
1960-1961 26,737 165 
1961-1962 40,960* 248* 


* Estimate for year based on first four months. 

The charge made to pupils is twenty-five cents. In addi- 
tion to the receipts from sales to pupils, a reimbursement of 
nine cents per meal and certain commodities are received 
from the National School Lunch Program. All operating costs 
of the program are paid through these funds, with no further 
expenditures from the Town. The program operated at a slight 
profit for the year. 


Regional Cooperation 


Every effort is being made to provide better cooperation 
and coordination among the three regional district towns and 
between the elementary and secondary level. The three super- 
intendents meet regularly to discuss mutual problems and pro- 
mote greater coordination. The representative to the Regional 
School District Committee from the local committee reports 
regularly at School Committee meetings, in an effort to bring 
important matters to the attention of the local school commit- 
tee and to serve as a liaison agent between those two groups. 
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Such efforts at coordination are vital in this region, where 
there are four school committees and three superintendents. 


Community Service 


To a very large extent, the Cole School has served as a 
community center as well as an educational institution. The 
number of groups and organizations using it is considerable 
and varied. Among these are the Boy Scouts, the Cub Scouts, 
and the Girl Scouts. The P.T.A. uses the buildiing for its regu- 
lar meetings and also for dance classes which they sponsor 
for children as well as adults. Regular Town Meetings are held 
in the auditorium and the building is used for the meetings of 
official Town boards such as the School Committee and the 
School Building Committee. Occasional uses are made by 
organizations such as the Red Cross and the Grange. While 
certain costs in connection with these are paid for out of the 
School Budget, it should be noted that a considerable reim- 
bursement has been made directly to the Town to the extent 
that there is actually little net cost on the part of the Town. 
In addition, in the summertime the school ball field is used 
for Little League activities. 


New Instructional Materials 


A considerable effort has been made during the past year 
to provide a wide variety of instructional material for the 
pupils. Not only is it necessary to have current sets of basal 
textbooks in all the basic subject areas, but there should be a 
supply of supplemental material and special instructional 
items. In the key field of reading the use of more than one 
basal reading book is dictated if a well-rounded, enriched pro- 
gram is the goal. With this in mind, co-basal reading books 
have been provided and additional supplementary reading 
material has been provided along with some specialized ma- 
terial. For example, the so-called SRA Readinig Laboratories, 
kits of individualized reading material, have been provided 
for use in the intermediate grades. These laboratories, which 
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have proven their worth in many other school systems, will 
afford one more avenue of approach for our Boxford elemen- 
tary pupils to achieve real competence in reading. Another 
item geared toward the provision of a well-rounded reading 
program is the controlled reader. The controlled reader is es- 
sentially a film strip machine which projects printed material 
at a predetermined rate from 80 words per minute to 780 words 
per minute. Not only can it be used to help pupils improve 
their speed of reading, but it can be helpful in combating such 
poor reading habits as regression, ie., returning to words 
previously read, and helpful in forming such good habits as 
heightened concentration and attention and better directional 
attack. In the primary grade, additional phonics materials were 
provided to supplement the phonics already presented as part 
of the basal reading program. It is felt that phonics is one 
very important part of the reading program and, while it is 
certainly not the sole approach to the teaching of reading, 
every effort is being made to afford each pupil a good back- 
ground in this skill. 


A Look Ahead 


In spite of the fact that new facilities have just been put 
into use, it is necessary to alert the Town to the need for ad- 
ditional school rooms in the near future. All indications point 
to a continuing elementary school population growth, requir- 
ing the provision of approximately two additional classrooms 
each year. The thirteen rooms in the Cole School and two in 
the Wood School are now in use. In September, the two stand- 
ard classrooms in the Morse School will be returned to use. 
Thus, by September, 1963, it appears that Boxford will again 
have a shortage of classroom space. Preliminary planning to 
meet this need should be begun immediately to insure that the 
difficult decisions facing the Town on this matter can be based 
on thorough study and careful judgment. 

A continuous program of evaluation of the educational 
program is dictated by the nature of the times, rapid growth 
of Boxford, spiraling costs, and the impending significant 
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changes in instructional techniques, materials and organiza- 
tion. Every aspect of the program must be regularly scruti- 
nized with the thought that new approaches may be more ef- 
fective. Programmed teaching—the so-called teaching ma- 
chines — is still in the experimental and developmental stage. 
Yet, even its opponents concede that it will make a tremendous 
impact on schools in the very near future. Team teaching, team 
learning, the non-graded school, and other such approaches 
are well-established experimental developments, being done 
with tremendous support and leadership. While no one of these 
will become, in toto, the new universal approach, they will 
bring about significant changes in organization, materials, and 
techniques. Already buildings have been and are being con- 
structed to house classes of varying sizes. Already publishing 
companies are producing materials designed for team learning. 


A small school system such as Boxford’s cannot, in a real 
sense, be in the vanguard of these experiments. The resources 
are just not available. But it should be alert to new move- 
ments and ready to adapt to its particular organization and 
needs the new concepts, techniques and material from these 
experiments looming so large in our education horizon.

We are very appreciative of the book mobile service from 
the state regional center in North Reading. The bookmobile 
stopped at our library eleven times in 1962 lending us many 
books and making possible the expansion of our service beyond 
our own limited book budget. Of the 9325 books circulated 3663 
were bookmobile books. Many of these books were too expen- 
sive for our own funds. The library purchased 150 books and re- 
ceived 27 as gifts. In addition the library subscribes to 25 
periodicals, and receives 7 more as gifts. 1015 periodicals circu- 
lated. 


The children in the sixth grade took part in the State 
Reading Certificate Program. This year 153 five-book certifi- 
cates were awarded, and 31 honor certificates for twenty books 
each. This is done under the supervision of the teachers and 
the librarian. 


The Friends of the Library have been active. In National 
Library Week, on April 11th, they were hostesses at a tea held 
in the library. Mr. and Mrs. John Adams and a group of volun- 
teers have undertaken to paint the interior of the library. When 
that is completed the new draperies, chosen by a committee 
consisting of the wives of the Trustees, bought through Mrs. 
Poor, and made by Mrs. Brooks and Mrs. Rich, will be hung.

It was with sincere regret that Mrs. Isabelle Rounds’ resig- 
nation was accepted early in 1962. Mrs. Rounds had served as 
librarian of the West Boxford Public Library for 20 years but, 
because of illness, was unable to continue. Her loss to the 
library has been keenly felt by the community. 


Mrs. Margaret Loughnane assumed the responsibilities of 
regular librarian in April. With the generous assistance of 
many volunteers our library has been able to maintain regular 
hours and service during this transitional period. 


Thirty-one cards have been issued to new borrowers this 
past year and 38 State Reading Certificates were awarded Cole 
School students. 


The total circulation for 1962 was 4,807. Of that number, 
1,821 books were fiction; 337 were magazines; 1,047 were books 
of non-fiction. 1,224 junior fiction books were withdrawn and 
378 non-fiction books were borrowed by young peple. 


The State Bookmobile has continued to be a blessing to us 
by furnishing our borrowers with a variety of titles that would 
not otherwise be available to them. 


In a modest way we have established something of a minia- 
ture bookmobile service of our own with Cole School. Approxi- 
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mately 75 books have been loaned to the school thus broadening 
our service to the community. 


311 books have been added to our shelves this year bring- 
ing the total to 4,835 books now accessioned in our library. 81 
of these were purchased by us and, in addition, the Weights 
and Measures Fund provided the revenue to purchase a 30 vol- 
ume set of The Americana Encyclopedia. 231 books were given 
to us by various friends. 

The library continues to subscribe to 15 magazines and this 
number is augmented by outside sources regularly. 

Although the Library Thrift Shop has not been in opera- 
tion it is hoped that new interest will activate it again soon 
since it was a gratifying source of income for the library. Any- 
one interested in giving of their time to this worthwhile project 
is urged to contact any of the library officers or the librarian. 

To all who have given so freely of their time and support 
the West Boxford Public Library Association extends its grate- 
ful appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Commission held regular monthly meetings during 
much of the year. The evaluation of wetlands which should be 
included in a future Conservancy Zone has continued. Since 
the Town is entirely dependent on wells as a source of water, 
the safeguarding of wetlands is of paramount importance. 


The Commission has supervised the operation of the West 
Boxford Gravel Pit by the Georgetown Sand and Gravel Com- 
pany and has recommended the renewal of the operation per- 
mit for 1963 to the Board of Appeals. 


The Commission has also acted as an advisory group to the 
Planning Board in the study of plans of projected real estate 
developments in town. This is an important function since any 
building alters the present drainage of the area to a greater or 
lesser extent. Furthermore the purchaser of a home or lot 
should feel secure that adequate water is available and there is 
the possibility of providing the home with a safe and satisfac- 
tory sewage disposal system. While water can be obtained any- 
where if one drills deep enough, septic tanks require a con- 
siderable area of well drained soil in which to dissipate their 
waste. Such drainage may not be available if a lot is on low 
ground where the water table rises close to the surface during 
the spring of the year or during prolonged periods of heavy rain 
or if the lot is made up largely of ledge with only a thin veneer 
of topsoil. The Conservation Commission is well qualified to 
point out where such conditions exist. 


At the last annual Town Meeting the sum of $1500 was ap- 
propriated to set up a Conservation Fund. A similar amount is 
being asked in 1963. The time will come when the Conservation 
Commission will need to purchase land for conservation pur- 
poses. Since the Commission is limited by law to asking for not 
more than one twentieth of one per cent of the assessed valua- 
tion of the Town in any one year for its activities, it is im- 
portant that a Conservation Fund is allowed to accumulate over 
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a period of several years. Furthermore up to fifty per cent of 
the cost of land purchased by the Commission for conservation 
purposes may be reimbursed by the State under the Self-Help 
Conservation Program but to obtain this State aid the Town 
Conservation Commission must show evidence that the Con- 
servation Fund contains a sufficient balance to cover at least 
the total cost of the project. Self-Help funds are not available 
to the Town except through the Conservation Commission. 


I wish to express my thanks to the other members of the 
Commission who carried on the work faithfully and well 
through the summer months while I was out of the state.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Boxford made zoning history this year with adoption of a 
ban against look-alike houses. Our town is the first community 
in New England and among a very few in the nation to take 
such a step. The others being in New Jersey and Westchester 
County, N.Y., areas of high residential value. 


Several other significant elements are contained in the new 
zoning ordinances. They include: the requirement that at least 
one acre of any lot be declared buildable land and the designa- 
tion of conservancy areas to prevent filling at the risk of inter- 
fering with water table and drainage, so vital to the town’s 
drinking water supply. 


The Board adopted a tighter set of subdivision regulations, 
emphasizing better roads, cleaning up and seeding shoulders 
where necessary and raising fees to help secure better engin- 
eering services. 


The Board recommended a Planned Unit Development 
commercial project under strict architectural controls to aid in 
broadening the tax base and provide additional community 
services in the Baldpate area. 
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One piece of unfinished business, first proposed in Master 
Plan discussion, is the creation of Historic Districts as provided 
by statute to preserve both villages against future commercial 
exploitation or individual changes in architecture that would 
be out of harmony with present early American design. Pres- 
sure on the town with completion of the proposed Rte. 95 link 
to the Revere interchange will be great. This is a step, the 
Board feels, that should be taken immediately. 


Statistically, the Board held 19 meetings and 10 public 
hearings in 1962. Thirty-seven lots were created, and 107 are 
pending in subdivisions. Twenty-two lots were created under 
the approval not required provision, that is, on existing 
frontage. 


In 1961, there were ten subdivisions processed with four 
public hearings and 133 lots created. 


One factor which the Board feels has helped secure these 
advances is a closer relationship with other town officers, agen- 
cies and civic groups. The Board hopes this practice will be 
expanded to at least quarterly or semi-annual meetings with 
all town officers.

The Recreation Committee worked on several projects this 
year.

At this time we wish to call to the attention of all citizens 
the importance of reporting communicable diseases to the 
Board of Health.

Karly in the year there was a meeting held at the Beverly 
office of the Essex County Health Association relative to the 
proposed closing of the Essex Sanitorium in Middleton. 

The Board of Health met with some of the home owners in 
the Herrick Woodlands regarding unsatisfactory conditions left 
by the developer and drainage problems which had arisen. 

One small group of Jamaican laborers was employed in 
town for the first time. The Board of Health is obliged to in- 
spect living quarters furnished for this type of tenant. 

Arrangements were made with Charles Killam to take 
some fill from the dump in payment for bulldozing in the dump 
area. 

Complaints were received relative to the spreading of 
sewage in an area belonging to Alexander Shaw and this was 
stopped during the warm weather. 

A second Rabies Clinic for dogs was held at the Town Hall 
in May sponsored by the North Shore Veterinary Associates. 
The response was better than in 1961 and we hope 1963 will be 
a banner year. 

A new kindergarten was started by Mrs. Carl F. Borchert 
on Ipswich Road in West Boxford, which had to be inspected 
by the Board of Health. 

The Board of Health with Messrs. Wong and Tarbell from 
the State Department of Public Health met with the School 
Building Committee to inspect the proposed school site on 
Spofford Road. A formal report is to be sent later. 
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In May and June polio clinics were held at which Types I 
and III of the Sabin oral vaccine as well as Salk vaccine were 
administered. The Type II oral (Sabin) polio vaccine will be 
given about the middle of March 1963. Since this type has never 
been given before, all children from 3 months through 18 years 
of age should receive it. 


The Board of Health expresses sincere thanks to all who 
gave their services in connection with clinics held during the 
year.

REPORT OF THE SANITARY ENGINEER 


Board of Health 


In the course of 1962, I have conducted sanitation inspec- 
tions and performed other duties for your board. 


The State Sanitary Code’s minimum standards for individ- 
ual sewage disposal systems came into effect in the spring of 
this year. The requirements are quite extensive and very few 
people have taken the trouble to learn what is necessary. This 
has made my work very much more involved and difficult. 
Even so, during the year, final inspections were made on 45 of 
these systems and about three-quarters were done under the 
new permits. Five permits were refused or expired as unused. 


Another new set of regulations under the Sanitary Code 
has to do with the proper operation of farm labor camps. The 
only camp of this type known in Boxford was inspected. Cer- 
tain improvements were made to result in approval of this 
camp. Subsequently, it was approved by the State also. 
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Still another new set of regulations of the State Sanitary 
Code have to do with recreational camps. These were all in- 
spected and the drinking water and swimming water sampled. 
Under the new requirements, deficiencies were found in all the 
camps; most of these had to do with standards for medical care 
and toilet facilities. Since there was such general failure to meet 
the terms of the new code, the Board of Health voted to allow 
one year for the camps to come up to the standards. The regu- 
lations were gone over with each camp; the water samples 
were found to be of satisfactory quality. 

The Board of Health is greatly concerned in the proper 
development of land for new homes. Of course, the law only 
gives them authority in matters that have a direct bearing on 
the public health. In this regard, in 1962, plans having to do 
with three different areas were considered as new and as pro- 
gressing developments of homes. These were carefully con- 
sidered regarding soil and drainage conditions that were pres- 
ent; the future building of roads and homes can affect the 
sewage disposal of any area in the future. 

The Town of Boxford, in searching for a suitable place for 
a school, found the area on Spofford Road, adjacent to the 
town dump, to be very favorable. It had been planned to place 
a sludge pit in this part of the dumping area; this was to receive 
the digested sludge for septic tanks and cesspools in Boxford. 
(Naturally, the material would be contaminated with some 
raw sewage pumped out of the disposal structures with the 
sludge.) Conferences and studies were then made that will in- 
sure that other suitable areas for this sludge bed can be found. 

Throughout this year, the health of the Town of Boxford 
was protected by inspections of new structures that would be 
apt to affect the public health and existing conditions that 
might lead to danger to the health of the public. Water samples 
were examined to survey the safety of the water that was be- 
ing used in many public places in the Town.

$8,187.57 in 1961 to $8,040.32 in 1962. This does not indicate a 
trend in reduced medical costs but does, at the moment, point 
to the fact that the needs of the population in Boxford have 
not increased. However, this is a very difficult area to estimate, 
and there is no accurately estimating the costs in a given year. 
Boxford has 7.5% of its population over 65, and there is always 
the problem of long term illness which depletes resources very 
quickly. 
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The chronic hospital facility at Essex County Hospital 
continues in operation, and the tuberculosis section of the hos- 
pital will remain open until January 1, 1964. The chronic unit, 
called the Manning Annex, is serving a useful purpose in the 
county, and should be preserved at all costs. The Board of 
Public Welfare feels that this unit should be continued, and ex- 
panded as it permits the removal of the long term cases from 
acute hospitals, and in many cases makes it possible for the 
person to return to his own home. 


Again this year in Congress, President Kennedy will be 
asking for some sort of medical program under the Social 
Security Act. There are many pressure groups for and against 
this form of legislation. If some sort of prepaid plan is enacted 
there will still be a need for public assistance to fill in gaps, 
particularly in long term illnesses. In this state, with its com- 
prehensive Medical Care Program, there is adequate care for 
anyone in need. 


We are living in an era of change. In the past welfare de- 
partments were thought of only in terms of financial assistance. 
Today, welfare departments are more and more stressing serv- 
ices to clients, helping those who need help in any area of 
living to achieve his highest potential. This may mean only 
helping the person to achieve self care in some instances, but 
in others it may mean retraining to the point of becoming self- 
supporting. We work with all age groups, and try to use all of 
the resources available to achieve our goal.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


In order to have a good title to the Spofford property, the 
Town Counsel advised the Selectmen to vote to take this land 
by Eminent Domain, which they did in January. 

The Boxford Grange and the Explorer Scouts painted the 
floors in the upper entry, lower hallway, stairs, and the ban- 
quet room of the Town Hall. We wish to express our gratitude 
to both organizations for this improvement. 
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A committee from the Fire Department met with the Se- 
lectmen to discuss needed equipment for the department and 
it was decided to increase the Fire Warden’s appropriation by 
$4,500.00. 


Considerable time was spent with the Planning Board try- 
ing to establish some desirable industrial areas in town. 

Approximately 100 citizens were present at the pre-town 
meeting, held on March 8rd to discuss the articles in the Town 
Meeting warrant. 


~ 


In order to accommodate the voters at the annual election 
held in the East Parish in 1962, it was necessary to install new 
lights in the banquet room of the Town Hall. 


The Haverhill Gas Company extended the gas service from 
Elm Street down Topsfield Road to complete the circuit below 
Route 95. At the same time the Gas Company installed a gas 
light at the corner of the Historical House. Several short sec- 
tions of gas line have been installed during the year to furnish - 
service to various homes along the line. 


Three new electric street lights were installed during the 
year, one in West Boxford village, one on Endicott Road near 
Masconomet Regional School and one in the Cole School park- 
ing area. 


The Topsfield Road project and Chapter 90 was completed 
in the spring and work was continued on Route 133 in West 
Boxford. There was considerable land taking along Washing- 
ton Street in order to widen and straighten this road. 


The Police Department requested bids on a new cruiser in 
April and purchased a 1962 Ford for $2,141.00. 


The Fire Department requested bids on a new pumping 
engine. The Howe Fire Apparatus Company was awarded the 
contract to furnish the complete unit for $14,987.00. This fire 
truck was delivered in the late fall. 
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In June the out house at Round Top was moved to a loca- 
tion more satisfactory to the neighbors and later in the year 
was painted by the Girl Scouts as a community project, for 
which we extend our thanks. 


The usual maintenance of highways was done under the 
Chapter 81 program. Bids were requested on sand and oil. The 
Georgetown Sand and Gravel Company was the successful 
bidder on Sand and Trimount Bituminous Products on Oil. 


The Jan Veen School of Dance, sponsored by the P.T.A., 
desired the use of the Town Hall for the weekly instruction 
sessions. In order for them to use the auditorium it was neces- 
sary to refinish the floor, a project that was done in October. 


The severe rains in October created many drainage prob- 
lems, some of the more serious being in the Silverbrook area. 
Two new pipes had to be installed to take care of the excess 
water and there are still some necessary improvements to be 
made near the home of Mr. Getz. Because of the flooding, a cul- 
vert on Lockwood Lane had to be replaced. 


Bids were received and awarded in November for the con- 
struction of the new fire house in the East Parish. The framing 
contract was awarded to Richard Hopping for $1,100.00. The 
heating contract was awarded to William Franklin Corporation 
of Merrimac for $1,300.00. 


On December Ist a check in the amount of $6,000.00 was 
received from William E. Dorman et al to reimburse the town 
for improvements to Towne Road. Approximately $4,000.00 was 
spent widening and resurfacing this road in December. The 
balance is to be used for oiling the road in the spring. 


During the year, preliminary plans were made by the 
County Engineer to improve a section of Bare Hill Road. The 
Wheatlands were very gracious about giving the land necessary 
to widen this Road and thus eliminate several dangerous 
curves. Some clearing of trees was started in December. 


The Board of Selectmen wishes to express gratitude to all 
who have contributed their services toward the many worth-

This report of the needs, accomplishments, and costs of 
public elementary education in Boxford is herewith submitted: 


School Committee Operation 


During this first complete year as a five man committee, a 
total of 21 regular meetings and 2 special meetings were held. 

Two resignations were received during the year. E. Arthur 
Woodbury resigned from the committee in June and was re- 
placed by John Benson. The resignation of David S. Waters 
became effective December 27th. G. Dana Bill was elected to 
serve in his stead on January 24, 1963. 

Regular meetings for 1963 are scheduled for the second and 
fourth Thursday of each month in the library of the Cole 
School. Meetings are open and the public is invited to attend. 

Financial 

The continuing growth of the elementary school population 
dictates a substantial increase in the cost of elementary 
education in 1963. 

The elementary school population was 339 on October 1, 
1960. This figure reached 395 pupils in 1961, and 452 pupils 
n 1962. Pupil population projections indicate a further growth 
to 509 for the fall of 1963. Budgetary provision is made for two 
additional teachers and a greater quantity of books and 
supplies. 
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The change in each major account is noted below:

The major increase in the budget is found in the Instruction 
Account. The increase here of $18,339., a rise of 16.9%, can be 
attributed to these factors: 


1. The provision of salary for two additional teachers for 
September-December, 1963. 


2. The impact of a full year’s salary for two teachers added 
in September, 1963. 


3. The impact for a full year of salary schedule adjust- 
ments granted to be effective in September, 1962. 


4. The impact for the portion of the year from September- 
December, 1963 of salary schedule adjustments granted 
to be effective in September, 1963. 


An estimate of average enrollment for 1962, based largely 
on actual figures, is 428. Therefore, our gross per pupil cost for 
1962 is $393.70. Anticipated receipts, after an apportionment of 
Chapter 70 funds for secondary education, will total about 
$46,990. giving a net per pupil cost to the town for 1962 of 
$283.91. 


For comparison, an estimated membership of 476 pupils 
for 1963 divided into the proposed budget produces a gross 
per pupil cost of $391.29. Anticipated receipts for 1963, with 
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Chapter 70 funds apportioned as above, will total about 
$54,712.69, giving an estimated net per pupil cost for 1963 of 
$276.35,

School Facilities 


The addition of two classes in September necessitated the 
reopening of the Gardner Morse School in West Boxford. 
Housed there are a first grade and a second grade comprised 
of West Boxford children. With the use of these two classrooms, 
all standard classrooms are now in use. It will doubtless be 
necessary to house a class in the basement room at the Gardner 
Morse school for the 1963-1964 school year, In addition it may 
be necessary to place a class on the stage of the Cole School. 
This continuing growth shows no indication of abating and 
points up the critical need for favorable action by the town 
on the proposed new school. If an affirmative vote is made, 
the new plant should be ready for the 1964-1965 school year. 
Delay in this matter will find a desperate housing problem 
facing the elementary schools. 


The program of maintenance continues in an effort to keep 
the present facilities in an attractive, safe, and economically 
sound condition. The interior of three Cole School classrooms 
were painted as well as two classrooms and a corridor at the 
Morse School. An intercom system was installed in the Cole 
School. Geocoustic units were installed in two classrooms of 
the Gardner Morse School, eliminating what has been a long 
continuing problem of poor acoustics. In addition, the more 
routine tasks of refinishing a number of desk tops and replacing 
damaged floor tiles have been carried out. 
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The facilities of the Cole School have served for more than 
educational purposes during the past year. Various scouting 
groups use the school regularly. Regular meetings of the School 
Committee, the School Building Committee, the Parent-Teacher 
Association, and various offiicial town hearings and meetings 
are held here. Basketball activities have been carried on for 
boys of various ages, and the ball field is used during the sum- 
mer months. It can be safely stated that the school facilities are 
serving a real community purpose. 


Guidance 


The position of school adjustment counsellor was initially 
established in September, 1962, making available for the first 
time this valuable service. The function of the school adjust- 
ment counsellor is to work with pupils, parents, and the school 
staff in cases of social or emotional maladjustment on the part 
of the child, which is detrimental to his school progress or his 
relationships with his schoolmates and teachers. The program 
is designed to be preventive in nature through helping the 
young child to adjust to the demands of the school society, 
hopefully eliminating the problems, which, if not recognized 
and helped, can be the forerunners of severe maladjustment as 
the child matures. The services of Miss Lois Crane, the counsel- 
lor, are shared by the elementary schools in Topsfield, Boxford, 
and Middleton on a 40%-30%-30%-basis, with costs similarly 
apportioned. This program is state supported to a considerable 
extent. While a program of this nature must be a long range, 
continuing process with results truly evaluative only after 
years, a preliminary observation following four months of 
operation indicates that this service will be a major asset to 
the school and community. 


Curriculum 


The budget, Provision of facilities, and the maintenance of 
facilities are essential aspects of public education, but the most 
vital aspect is the educational program which is financed 
through the budget and carried on in the facilities provided. 
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The Boxford Schools are geared to a conservative educa- 
tional program, with emphasis on strong academic preparation. 
Yet this conservatism, dedicated to a strong intellectual train- 
ing for its boys and girls is tempered by three strong forces. 
First, while building upon that in education which is tested and 
known to be strong, the Boxford Schools endeavor to bring into 
use every proven advance in methods and materials. Secondly, 
there is the recognition that these pupils must have a well- 
rounded education. While primary stress is laid on academic 
preparation, every pupil is entitled to the opportunity to 
develop in the arts, to the opportunity of acquiring a consider- 
able knowledge of his cultural heritage, and to the opportunity 
for healthy growth, both physical and emotional. The third 
force is a recognition of the child as an individual, with his own 
particular capacities, goals, interests, and talents. While pupils 
may be taught as groups, they learn as individuals. 


Four curriculum guides have been completed and ap- 
proved during the past two years. These guides, in English, 
arithmetic, social studies, and science were developed by 
committees of Topsfield and Boxford teachers working cooper- 
atively. It is felt that these guides, with recognized limitations, 
will serve to unify the programs, be of assistance to teachers 
currently serving here and especially to those new to the 
system, and serve as a springboard to the development of more 
valuable guides in these areas, as well as to the development of 
guides in other areas. 


The reading program continues to receive study and every 
attempt is being made to strengthen this program still further 
in the belief that success in reading is the cornerstone of the 
entire elementary school program and the basis for a successful 
secondary school career. One significant step in this direction 
was the introduction of the so-called Joplin Plan in reading for 
the intermediate grades. One major aim of this plan is to reduce 
the range of reading ability found in any given reading class, 
thus making it possible to have fewer instructional groups in 
reading and be more able to offer reading instruction to all 
children at a reading level from which they can most profit. 
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Therefore, during the reading period, pupils in the intermediate 
grades are regrouped on the basis of their progress in reading. 
A large number of groups reading at various levels can be 
formed but there are only two groups in any given class, mak- 
ing it possible for the teacher to spend more time with each 
group than was the case under the self-contained classroom 
approach used previously. 


The pattern of grouping within the self-contained class- 
room has remained the same at the primary level. However, 
there has been greater effort made to review this grouping in 
June for fall placement to the end that extremes in ranges in 
the different classes will be reduced, a better classification can 
be effected, and all pupils, to the fullest extent possible, be 
grouped for reading with pupils of similar needs. Grouping in 
this fashion should also make possible the more rapid progress 
of the academically more able during the primary grades. This 
more rapid advance will result in advanced reading placement 
for these children when they enter the Joplin Plan grouping at 
fourth grade level. 


Not only has there been a continuation of the attempt to 
provide a wider range of reading materials, basic instructional 
texts, general supplementary books, and specialized reading 
materials, but two efforts have been made at experimental use 
of new programs. In one first grade class, the recently revised 
American Book Company reading series has been used in place 
of the Ginn basal readers regularly used. The Phonetic Keys to 
Reading Series is being used in a second grade class for a year. 
These are used in conjunction with the regular basal readers 
and emphasize, as the title implies, a strong phonetic approach 
to word recognition. It is hoped that a year long comparison 
of the relative effectiveness of these new series will point the 
way for future use and purchase. 


Health Service 


The school health service has grown with the school popu- 
lation, with every attempt being made to improve the level of 
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the service as well as to meet the quantitative demands. 
Through the efforts of the school physician and school nurse, 
the many routine activities were carred on: height and weight 
checks for all pupils, first aid, care of ill children, the initiation 
and maintenance of health records. In addition, these health 
activities were carried on: 


Physical Examinations: — 63 pupils. 

Vision Tests — 417 pupils — 10 referrals. 

Hearing Tests — 417 pupils — 3 referrals. 

Tuberculosis Patch Tests — 114 pupils — All negative. 
Diphtheria-Tetanus Inoculations — 69 pupils. 
Flu-Vaccine — School staff — To reduce staff absenteeism. 


Dr. Fred Nahil ,who has served as school physician since 
1952, resigned at the end of 1962 to pursue further study in the 
field of anesthesiology. His position will be filled by Dr. Clar- 
ence Thornton of Danvers. Also terminating duties during the 
year was Miss Ruth Barnard, School Nurse since 1947. Miss 
Barnard who has served both Boxford and Topsfield, will limit 
her school nursing activities to Topsfield in view of the expan- 
sion in both towns. Her work in the Boxford Schools is now 
carried on by Mrs. Mary Hunter of Boxford. 


While capable replacements have been secured, note should 
be taken of the service of Dr. Nahil and Miss Barnard during 
these several years and their contribution to our Boxford youth. 


What Lies Ahead? 


The establishment of an elementary summer school pro- 
gram should be given full consideration. The value of such a 
summer program for certain pupils has been demonstrated in 
many communities. Enrichment, remedial instruction, and help 
for marginal pupils are proper aspects of a summer program. 
Considered even from an economic perspective, summer school 
may save a year of costly repetition for some pupils and make 
possible use of expensive school facilities for a greater part of 
the year. 
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The need for a speech teacher grows more obvious yearly. 
There are many pupils with remediable speech deficiencies now 
and the number increases yearly. While a few of these pupils 
are being helped now outside the school, an effective program 
will become operative only with the employment of a speech 
teacher and the development of the preventive as well as the 
remedial aspect of the program. It should be noted that the 
state department will contribute toward the financial support 
of such a program. Perhaps this, as well as the summer school 
mentioned above, should initially be established in conjunction 
with a neighboring school system. 


Another recognized weakness is in the field of physical 
education. While some attempt has been made to carry on a 
very limited program without sufficient time, space, and per- 
sonnel, it is recognized that these have been stop gap measures, 
which have perhaps obscured the urgent need. Although the 
anticipated crowded housing situation in the coming school year 
virtually precludes the development of an expanded program, 
serious attention should be given to this matter with the hoped 
for additional facilities in 1964. 


It has been realized for some time that an effective school 
plan for civilian defense-evacuation procedures, fallout shelter 
protection, and instructional responsibilities — has been lacking 
and is sorely needed. Leadership in this matter has been vir- 
tually nonexistent at both the national and state levels. It has 
also been recognized that any effective school plan must be an 
integral part of a community plan. Therefore, the school com- 
mittee has been attempting to develop a plan within the frame- 
work of a community plan. It is hoped to make significant pro- 
gress in this vital area during 1963. 


In Closing 


Mrs. Gladys MacPherson retired from teaching in June, 
1962, completing a period of service in the Boxford Schools 
which started in 1942. During that period the children of many, 
if not most, Boxford families have benefited from her instruc- 
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tion. Mrs. MacPherson demanded of both herself and pupils 
high standards of conduct and performance. Hers is a job well 
done, and the influence of her teaching will be felt in Boxford 
for many years.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Expenditures for the past year have been thoroughly 
studied by your Finance Committee. It is our opinion that all 
departments of the town operated efficiently and within their 
budgets. 

The budget requirements for the year 1963 are consistent 
with the increasing demands occasioned by the growth of the 
town. The ever-present requirements of school expansion prob- 
ably will have no effect on the tax rate for the current year. 
However, continued proper application of our financial reserves 
should be fully applied in order to reduce what now appears to 
be a greater tax rate for the years 1964 and 1965, when addition- 
al proposed school facilities will then be in operation. As your 
finance committee, we must insist upon a “pay-as-you-go” basis 
— more particularly, a healthy stabilization fund. 

We belive that our growth rate has been healthy and grad- 
ual, in comparison with other communities. The assessors have 
been faced with the problem of broadening the tax base. Val- 
uations have been reconsidered, especially in the area of older 
homes. However, this is not enough! It is the opinion of the 
finance committee that there is a present opportunity to attract 
suitable commercial enterprise or light industry to Boxford 
without affecting the delightful character of this typical New 
England town. 

There are those who are interested in forming an industrial 
commission, so-called. We urge the cooperation of all the citi- 
zens in this study and work. 

“Conflict of Interest” is on the tongue of all tax-payers 
and municipal workers these days. If the law goes into effect 
after May Ist, it is our opinion that it will be necessary to 
establish a Public Works Department for the town. Obviously, 
such a step will require additional expenditures. The question 
is under study, and a report will be made to the citizens in 
due course.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, MARCH 4, 1963 


The voters of Boxford held their annual town meeting at 
the Masconomet Regional School on March 4, 1963 at 8 P.M. 
with 250 in attendance. After a prayer by Rev. Donald Rosen- 
berger, the business meeting was conducted by the moderator, 
William J. Greenler, Jr. The articles of the warrant were dis- 
posed of as follows: 


Article 1. The reports of the town officers and committees 
were approved as printed in the Town Report. Dr. Stephen J. 
Maddock requested that the clerk’s records show that the town 
was incorporated in 1685, rather than 1865 as appeared in the 
town report. 


Article 2. Voted to adopt the suggested budget as printed 
in the town report with the following changes: Dutch Elm 
Disease dropped from $2500.00 to $2000.00; Snow Removal and 
Sanding increased from $14,000.00 to $18,000.00, and Conserva- 
tion Committee allotted $1,500.00. 


Article 3. Voted to appropriate $1,500.00 for the mainten- 
ance of Road Machinery, said amount to be transferred from 
the Road Machinery Fund. 


Article 4. Voted to appropriate $10,000.00 for the Reserve 
Fund, said amount to be transferred from Overlay Reserve. 


Article 5. Voted to authorize the Town Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to 
time, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year be- 
ginning January 1, 1963 and to issue a note or notes therefor, 
payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may 
be given for a period of less than one year in accordance with 
Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 
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Article 6. A bill of $58.00 for road signs presented by Dr. 
Stephen J. Maddock failed to win the approval of four-fifths of 
the vote as required for bills of charge. The Finance Board re- 
ported adversely because only two members were present, so 
a majority had no opportunity to act on the bill. 


Article 7. Voted to pass over any action in regard to com- 
pensation for labor in the several departments. 


Article 8. Voted to distribute $364.33 refunded from the 
County on account of dog licenses as follows: $182.17 to the East 
Parish Library, and $182.16 to the West Parish Library. 


Article 9. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,100.00 to be divided equally between the two libraries of the 
Town for use toward the maintenance of said libraries. 


Article 10. Voted to accept the provisions of Chapter 760 
of the Acts of 1960 relative to State Aid for Public Libraries. 


Article 11. Voted unanimously that the sum of $430,000.00 
be hereby appropriated for the construction and original equip- 
ping and furnishing of a new elementary school on town owned 
land, and that to meet said appropriation, the sum of $100,000.00 
be appropriated from the Stabilization Fund, the sum of 
$115,000.00 be raised in the current tax levy, and that the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen be, and hereby 
is, authorized to borrow the sum of $115,000.00 under authority 
of Chapter 645 of the Acts of 1948, as amended, and to issue 
bonds or notes of the Town therefor payable in accordance with 
General Laws, Chapter 44, so that the whole loan shall be paid 
in not more than 5 years from the date of issue of the first bond 
or note; and that the construction grant to be received in the 
year in which construction commences, pursuant to the provi- 
sions of Chapter 591 of the Acts of 1959 and Chapter 377 of the 
Acts of 1961, shall be applied to the cost of the project. 


Article 12. Voted to appropriate from Surplus Revenue 
the sum of $35,600.00 to meet the State and County allotments 
for highways, the money when reimbursed to be credited to 
Surplus Revenue. 
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Article 13. Voted to raise and appropriate $2,000.00 for a 
speed control and safety survey and installation of necessary 
traffic signs. 


Article 14. Voted to enact the following by-law: 


“There shall be a wire inspector to be appointed by the 
Selectmen for such term as they shall deem proper. He shall 
perform his duties under the direction of the Selectmen, as 
prescribed by the General Laws. 


“He shall collect fees from applicants for permits in ac- 
cordance with a schedule to be approved by the Selectmen, and 
shall be paid a salary to be determined by the Selectmen.” 


Article 15. Voted to terminate the borrowing authority 
voted at the special Town Meeting of October 26, 1960 in con- 
nection with the Cole School addition, so that no further sums 
may be borrowed under said vote. 


Article 16. Voted to transfer the sum of $50,000.00 from 
available funds to the Stabilization Fund. 


Article 17. Voted to raise and appropriate $3,000.00 for 
the purchase of a sander and a used tractor. 


Article 18. Voted to appropriate the sum of $6,000.00 for 
use in conjunction with allotments from the State and County, 
for Chapter 90, highway work; said sum to be transferred from 
funds received from the State under Chapter 782, Acts of 1962. 


Article 19. Voted to adjourn at 10:20 P.M.

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, NOVEMBER 22, 1963 


The voters of the Town of Boxford met at the Harry Lee 
Cole School at 8 P.M. on November 22, 1963, the day of Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s assassination. William J. Greenler, Jr. the 
moderator, addressed the meeting as follows: 

“My fellow citizens: 


“All Americans carry heavy hearts this evening, stunned 
and saddened by the frightful tragedy which has occurred 
earlier today. 


“Some 20 years ago, Almighty God saw fit to spare John 
Kennedy from a hero’s death in the Pacific, that he might later 
become the President of the United States, probably the most 
powerful and at the same time the most heavily burdened office 
in the world. Today he has been snatched from us by an 
assassin’s bullet. 


“We cannot understand the ways of Divine Providence, nor 
can we at once comprehend the enormity of this shocking 
crime. Yet all Americans, whatever their race, creed, color, 
religion, or political beliefs, must tonight bow their heads in 
prayerful sorrow, and beg God’s merciful judgment for our 
departed President, as we also ask his blessing upon President 
Johnson and upon our country in this tragic hour.” 


Harry L. Cole, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, took 
the floor and spoke as follows: 


“Mr. Moderator: 

“As you have said, today a tragedy has shocked the entire 
world. People of all faiths, of all politics, yes, of all countries, 
are saddened by the untimely death of a young and vigorous 
leader in the prime of his life and at the peak of his career. 


“No one yet knows the effect this catastrophe will have 
upon the future of our country and of the world. 

“We can only ask God’s help for our new President and for 
our nation in this time of sorrow and travail. 
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“T move that a fitting record of these proceedings be made 
in the records of the town.” 


Rev. Arthur White of the First Congregational Church 
concluded the memorial exercises with this prayer. 


“O Lord, Our God, we meet this night with heavy heart to 
do our community duties. The President of our land lies dead 
at the hand of hate. There is much sorrow in our hearts, Our 
Father, that men could so despise thy ways as to assassinate 
our President. Thy hand of judgment rests heavily on thy 
people in this hour. Thou who hast sent love to us through thy 
son must now weep that hate has corroded the hearts of our 
countrymen. We, thy people, to whom thou hast granted many 
blessings have grown careless of late years. We have accepted 
thy bounty and grace as our due rather than as responsibility. 
O thou who hast searched us and known our ways, who know- 
est when we sit down and rise up, who discernest our thoughts 
from afar, free our hearts from carelessness toward life, clear 
our minds of selfish thoughts. We have followed too much the 
devices and desires of our own hearts. We have offended against 
thy holy laws. We have left undone those things which we 
ought to have done; and we have done those things which we 
ought not to have done. But thou, O Lord, have mercy upon us 
that we may hereafter live a godly, righteous, and sober life 
to the glory of thy holy name. Amen.”

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Article 4. Voted to accept as a public way, Wood Hill 
Lane off Ipswich Road in West Boxford.

$1,080.00 from Aid to Dependent Children to Board of 
Health. 

2,000.00 from Old Age Assistance to Snow Removal. 
725.00 from Disability Assistance to Insurance. 
400.00 from Public Welfare to Police. 

400.00 from Veteran’s Benefits to Selectmen’s High- 
Fund. 
233.94 from Interest on Loans to Selectmen’s Contin- 
gent Fund. 
100.00 from Interest on Loans to Civil Defense. 
75.00 from Interest on Loans to Sick Benefit. 


Article 6. Voted to accept the provisions of Chapter 478 
of the Acts of 1963, an Act increasing the amounts of pensions 
and retirement allowances payable to certain former public 
employees. 


Article 7. Voted to adjourn the meeting at 8:30 P.M.

We are happy to report that again the demands made on 
our library facilities continued to increase during the year. 
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The total circulation of books and periodicals was 10,669. Of 
this number, 5,668 were adult books, 3,983 were juvenile books 
and 1,018 were periodicals. Many of the books circulated were 
made available to us through the bookmobile service from the 
state regional center in North Reading. The library purchased 
204 new books this year and received 35 books as gifts. 


The children in the sixth grade again took part in the 
State Reading Certificate Program. The continued interest and 
success in the program is largely due to the cooperation of the 
teachers for they encourage the children to both read the books 
and to make out their book reports. 


Legacies received by the library this year were $70.00 
from Meyer L. Schoenthal and $1,000 added to the Mary A. 
Herrick Fund as requested in the will of Maud Norris. Be- 
quests to the library, whether for books or general use, are 
fitting memorials which give both knowledge and pleasure. 
Such memorials are greatly appreciated by the trustees of the 
library and especially by the residents of Boxford. 

Through the energetic efforts of Mrs. John Adams and 
Mrs. Carlyle Thomas and with assistance from many FRIENDS 
OF THE LIBRARY of all ages, many used book sales were 
conducted on the lawn and in the library barn. The proceeds 
of these sales were used to finance the interior downstairs 
painting of the library. The painting is complete, the new 
draperies have been hung and to all who enter the library, 
it is obviously a beautifying job well done. 

Trustee Margaret Lane is in Turkey for two years. Prior 
to her departure, her resignation as trustee was refused by the 
board and with many well wishes for the success of her mission 
the board voted that she continue as trustee in absentia.

1963 was a progressive year for the West Boxford Library 
as indicated by the circulation which was nearly doubled over 
that of the previous year. 2,002 books of adult fiction were 
checked out; 1,541 adult non-fiction; 270 paperback books; 673 
magazines; 2,176 junior fiction and 507 junior non-fiction books 
were withdrawn, bringing the total circulation to 7,169. 


Twenty-seven new library cards were issued in 1963. 
Twenty-five reading certificates were awarded the West Box- 
ford 6th graders at Cole School. One hundred and four books 
have been added to our shelves. 60 were non-fiction, 36 were 
fiction and 8 were juvenile. 42 of these books were purchased 
by the library and 62 books were gifts. Our paperback collec- 
tion has been substantially increased by friends of the library 
and it is enjoying wider and wider circulation. 


Third grade pupils and their teacher, Mrs. Trahan, from 
nearby Morse School have made periodic get-acquainted visits 
to the library and both Morse School and Cole School have 
borrowed a substantial nember of books for student use. 
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The State Bookmobile continues to serve us faithfully. 
Between 75 and 100 books from it augment our shelves each 
month and any request for special material by us is given 
prompt and efficient service. 


In an effort to accommodate borrowers, the library hours 
were changed in October. Although there is no increase in the 
number of hours, our doors are now opened on three days a 
week thus enabling local students to have access to the library 
on two different school nights. 


The library maintains fifteen subscriptions to popular 
magazines and generous friends supplement this number with 
various other publications each month. 


Our card file is presently up-to-date through the tireless 
efforts of Mrs. Ruby Benson. 


Mrs. Richard Spofford’s resignation as treasurer was re- 
gretfully accepted in December. The Library Board expresses 
their most sincere thanks to both Mr. and Mrs. Spofford for 
their long and faithful service to the library and the Board 
also welcomes Mr. Milton Prevost as the new treasurer.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During the past year the Conservation Commission has 
supervised the operations of the Georgetown Sand and Gravel 
Company at the West Boxford gravel pit and has recommended 
the renewal of the operational permit to the Board of Appeals. 

At the request of the Board of Appeals, the Commission 
met with representatives of the Boxford Realty Company, Inc. 
at the site of the proposed land improvement project in West 
Boxford; and in a report to the Board of Appeals, made several 
recommendations relative to the supervision of this operation. 

At the request of the Board of Selectmen, the Conservation 
Commission made the following recommendation: That aerial 
spraying within the town limits be prohibited except for and 
under the direction of the town government. 

The Conservation Commission met with the Board of 
Health and the Road Committee for an inspection of a proposed 
subdivision site currently before the Planning Board. 

With the appropriations of the past two years, it is felt 
by the members of the Commission that sufficient funds are on 
hand for any possible land acquisitions, and there is no request 
made in this year’s budget. 

The Conservation Commission respectfully reminds the 
citizens of the Town that they are authorized to accept and 
administer land given to the Town for Conservation Areas. 
Part of the Commission’s duties are to locate and acquire, if 
possible, any marshlands and swampy areas bordering streams 
and ponds. The Commission would welcome the gift of any 
such areas.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Throughout 1963 residential growth in Boxford was con- 
fined completely to scattered lot building. 


Only one tract was processed for subdivision by the Board 
and it was rejected. Ten lots were created which did not re- 
quire approval by the Board. 


The new zoning was approved by the Attorney General 
on February 26, 1963. 


During the course of 10 meetings, creation of historic 
districts through the state enabling legislation became a prime 
objective as a means of preserving the village character. The 
Board urges adoption of an article in the warrant relating to 
the historic district commission. 


Mosquito control was discussed and members agreed the 
most effective control lay in a countywide, joint effort of towns 
under expert supervision. 
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Except for several instances of developers building low 
cost houses close to homes of substantially higher value, and to 
the consternation of owners who complained to the Board, Box- 
ford continues to be a rare, semi-rural town of great charm, 
thanks to the cooperation the Board has received from resi- 
dents. 


The Board does not minimize the growth problem result- 
ing from a tax base supported wholly by housing, but compared 
with many nearby communities, we are far ahead in long-range 
planning and preservation of property values.

REPORT OF RECREATION COMMITTEE FOR 1963 


The Recreation Committee holds regular meetings the 
third Tuesday of each month at the Town Hall. Interested 
citizens are welcome and urged to attend these meetings. 
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During the year 1963, the following projects were under- 
taken by the committee: a basketball court with black top sur- 
face was installed in the rear of the Gardner Morse School; 
a new skating rink was dug out in the Boy Scout Park; the 
baseball field at the Gardner Morse School, used by both Little 
League and soft ball players, was improved; a warming shed 
was placed at the skating areas in the Boy Scout Park; and 
the Committee initiated a steering committee from all the town 
organizations to conduct a Fourth of July celebration. 


Plans are in progress for the construction of a ball field at 
the Spofford Pond School, and the committee hopes by next 
winter to have a watering system at the skating rinks so that 
they may be resurfaced when necessary. 


Much discussion in the committee has centered on clearing 
the ice on Fowler’s Pond in West Boxford, but no solution to 
this problem has appeared. Any suggestions from those using 
this pond for skating would be very welcome. Experience has 
proved that plows must be hired to clear the ice at the Boy 
Scout Park in order to realize the greatest benefit from it. 
Volunteer labor has been very generous until now, but it is not 
always available when needed. 


It is the plan of the committee in the coming year to initiate 
with other town committees a layout for future use of town 
owned land in accord with the master plan as much as possible. 
In this way, duplication and wasteful changes could be avoided.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


In our report of 1962 we mentioned the importance of re- 
porting communicable diseases to the Board of Health. We had 
hoped to get a better response in 1963 than the following results 
show. May we again urge you to report promptly any of these 
diseases: 


Diseases No. of Cases

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The members of this Board are concerned about the prob- 
lem of reporting cases of illness, particularly in children. It can 
be noted in the table above that the number of cases of chil- 
dren’s diseases is remarkably small compared with previous 
reports when our juvenile population was so much smaller. It 
is hard to believe that it represents correct statistical data. 


As a part of this problem we have learned indirectly that 
the parents of some children showing a rash have not consulted 
a physician. In some instances, the physician was said to be 
willing to make the diagnosis over the telephone. It is very im- 
portant that a correct diagnosis be made. 


The City of New York sends a qualified expert to see every 
case reported as Chicken Pox in order to be assured that it is 
not Smallpox. The State Board of Health scrutinizes all reports 
throughout the State daily in an effort to pinpoint small 
epidemics which might spread without sufficient publicity, and 
we are a bit worried that they may request some clarification 
about our statistics. 


Because of the fact that air transportation is so rapid that 
a person may arrive in this country from any part of the globe 
in 24 hours or less, an eternal vigilance must be maintained to 
detect people carrying serious and epidemic diseases from areas 
in which they are common. In the days when travel was by the 
sea, there was often ample time for the incubation of such ills 
on shipboard. The quarantine maintained at our seaports was 
very alert about holding people with suspicious symptoms. At 
the present there is no medical inspection at airports and the 
Boards of Health throughout the country are rightly worried 
because of this. This is one of the reasons for our urging Small- 
pox vaccination in Boxford. Therefore, sometime during the 
latter part of 1964 we hope to hold a Smallpox clinic so that 
the residents of the town may take advantage of this opportun- 
ity to safeguard their health.

The Jamaican laborers who were employed in the town in 
1962 were here again this year and have been properly inspect- 
ed regarding health and living quarters. 


The same arrangement as last year has continued with 
Mr. Charles Killam relative to bulldozing the dump. 


Rabies clinic for dogs which has been held for several 
years was held again this year with continued success. 


During the year we have continued the activity relative 
to Salk and Sabin vaccine with the administration of Types I 
and III Sabin and the addition of Type II Sabin which had not 
previously been given. Response to our clinic was very satis- 
factory as shown by the following figures: 


Sabin Vaccine — Type 1 567 
Sabin Vaccine — Type II 840 
Sabin Vaccine — Type III 560 


Our town was deeply saddened by the death of Mr. James 
P. Gray on April 15, 1963. Mr. Gray became custodian of the 
Town Dump on August 1, 1960 and served faithfully and well. 
He was an extremely friendly and kindly man, always 
helpful to the women of the town and courteous to everyone. 
The members of this Board made an arrangement with him for 
a weekly stipend plus the exclusive privilege of salvage. In 
that way his services did not cost the Town nearly as much 
as if he had been paid on the town’s hourly wage schedule. 


We were also fortunate in having his devoted wife, Grace 
Link Gray, who helped him in the matter of salvage with 
great enthusiasm, particularly over week-ends when the dump 
was used most heavily. Mrs. Gray was always careful to investi- 
gate cast-off clothing and the number of quite wearable garm- 
ents she retrieved was astounding. The Grays kept in close 
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touch with the Morgan Memorial, packaging useable clothes, 
especially those for children. Whenever there were enough 
bags to make a truckload, Morgan Memorial collected them. 


Mr. Gray had a distinguished career in the Air Force of 
World War II, returning home with a disability contracted in 
the service. After a course in poultry-farming at the Essex 
Agricultural School, he worked for many years with the 
Townsend Farms and was regarded as their most reliable help- 
er. When this was disbanded he assumed his duties as care- 
taker of the dump. 


He was a very active member of the Boxford, Pomona, and 
the Past Masters Grange. He was a man, quiet, gentle and 
friendly, who was universally held in the highest regard. We 
feel that he represented a type of Boxfordian of the old ideals, 
a type which is all too rapidly disappearing. His death as a 
result of a cerebral hemorrhage was swift and merciful to him 
but deeply mourned because of its unexpectedness. He leaves 
behind him a bright memorial in the minds and hearts of his 
many, many friends. 


The vacancy caused by the death of Mr. Gray made neces- 
sary the provision of custodial care of the dump and Mr. George 
Inch, Sr., was employed in this capacity until his death on July 
18, 1963. Mr. Inch was very interested and efficient as custo- 
dian and we feel the loss of his services and regret his un- 
timely death. We procured the services of Mr. Samuel Lawes as 
a custodian during the week and of Mr. Alerson E. Noyes for 
Saturdays and Sundays. 


Two mental health meetings were held during the summer 
for the purpose of discussing including Boxford in the Salem 
area. No action has been taken on this matter. 


The detergent problem has come to our attention on 
several occasions during the last years and it promises to be- 
come a matter of increasing importance. Many cities and towns 
are being quite troubled, particularly by the pollution of 
streams into which the sewerage system is emptied.

A town such as ours with its individual resident’s disposal 
of waste can be particularly prone to such difficulties. Since 
detergents can seep through the soil for long distances, it 
would seem that the housewives might make note of the prod- 
ucts which are recommended and those which are not. 

According to “Conservation News, An Educational Service 
of the National Wild Life Federation,” October 15, 1963, the 
most toxic and long-lasting component of detergents is alkyl 
benzene sulfonate (ABS) contained in about 75% of all deter- 
gents sold. 

Citing different scientific studies of the subject and noting 
industry statements on future improvements, the article con- 
cludes as follows: 

“Meanwhile, here are lists of cleansing products which 
do NOT contain ABS (and should therefore create less prob- 
lems) and those which DO contain ABS (already scheduled to 
be outlawed in Florida’s Dade County on January 1, 1965.) 

Products which contain no ABS (References: Chemical 
Engineering News, Health Bulletin): 


AD, All, Amway Products, Mr. Clean, Dial Soap, Dial 
Shampoo, Duz Soap, Instant Fels, Ivory Flakes, Ivory 
Snow, Ivory Liquid, Hanser Soap Flakes, Joy, Lux 
Soap Flakes, Liquid All, Lestoil, Lanosheen, Rinso 
Soap, Thrill, Quick Solve, Spic & Span, Vel-O-Matic, 
Cascade, Fels Naptha Cleanser, all Calgon products.

Gentlemen: 

The following is a report of my activities on your behalf 
during the year 1963: 

In the course of the past year, I completed final inspec- 
tions of 51 new sewage disposal installations. Before these 
were finally approved, the locations of the wells in the area 
had to be determined; this gave reasonable assurance that all 
would remain free of pollution. No applications for permits to 
repair or alter existing systems were received. 

Water samples from the public schools were obtained and 
found to be free of indications of contamination. Other public 
buildings and the recreational camps were sampled also. Their 
water supplies were found to be satisfactory. The quality of 
the swimming areas at various ponds throughout Boxford 
were determined to be at a high level. There was a total of 27 
such samples. 

In the course of the summer, I inspected all the recrea- 
tional camps in Boxford. Certain of these were examined 
more than once in order to be sure that all requirements of 
The Sanitary Code were met. One new camp was licensed 
this year. 

Inspections were also made of various other public and 
semi-public establishments. This included a nursing home 
(two inspections) and food handling premises. There were 
also periodic complaints of various types that required investi- 
gations.

REPORT OF THE CENTRAL ESSEX WELFARE DISTRICT

The case load in Boxford has remained the same in total, 
but has developed a change in distribution. We now have more 
persons receiving aid for medical needs in Medical Aid for the 
Aged, and this trend is state wide. Social insurance and pension 
plans are increasingly covering basic living costs, however, it 
is the long term illness that constitutes a financial problem for 
those over 65 on limited income. 
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Medical expenses increased this year from $8,040.32 to 
$9,628.41. This is the first increase in medical costs in 3 years, 
and is primarily due to hospital and nursing home costs which 
constitutes 65% of the total medical program. 


Legislative revision in our General Laws in 1963 eliminated 
the settlement in Old Age Assistance and General Relief effect- 
ive January 1, 1964. Administratively this will eliminate the 
checking of residences for 5 years before application for aid, as 
a simple residence requirement of 12 months continuous resi- 
dence has been substituted in Old Age Assistance and in Gen- 
eral Relief the place of residence will be responsible for aid 
with 20% reimbursement from the state for aid rendered. 


The future of the excellent chronic hospital facility at the 
Essex County Hospital remains in doubt, and the Board of 
Public Welfare supports the County Commissioners in their 
stand to have the hospital remain open for residents of Essex 
County. 


This year Congress will again consider broadening the 
scope of the Social Security programs, not only recommenda- 
tions for some kind of medical coverage, but increased benefits. 
Even if “Medicare” is enacted there will still be need for public 
assistance to fill in gaps for uninsured persons, long term ill- 
nesses or to supplement inadequate benefits.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The year just past has been a very busy one in the old 
Town Hall. The social activities here have been so constant 
that it became necessary to hire a part time custodian. Mr. 
George Inch, Sr., performed these duties until his death on 
July 18, 1963, and Mr. Thomas Bonvie is now serving as cus- 
todian. We are contributing the use of the hall several days 
and nights of each week and we also let it to two organizations 
and a dancing school. Some minor repairs, made necessary by 
the insurance inspector, have been satisfactorily completed in 
the building this year. 
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Facilities for a high tension electric system of 13,000 voltage 
were installed on several streets in Boxford village. This was 
done to improve the service in this area. 


A new emergency number, Enterprise 5576, has been desig- 
nated by the Massachusetts Electric Company for use in power 
failures. 


In January a street light was installed at the corner of 
Herrick Road and Glen Forest Drive. 


Early in the year a hearing was held concerning land 
taking on Bare Hill Road. A considerable amount of prelimin- 
ary work was done on this project late in the year. 


Under the provisions of a bond furnished by the contrac- 
tor, Mr. Hatt, the subdivision road, Wood Hill Lane, was com- 
pleted by the highway department of Boxford in a satisfactory 
manner and has been accepted by the town. 


A further contribution of $3,200.00 from William E. Dor- 
man et al was sufficient to complete the rebuilding and oiling 
of Towne Road. 


Late in the year the bridge at Lockwood Lane was rebuilt. 


The transaction between the town and Mr. C. D. Cahoon, 
concerning land adjacent to the Boy Scout Park, has been 
completed. 


A request was made to improve the conditions of the side- 
walk where it crosses the bridge on Endicott Street in Boxford. 
This was investigated and found to be too expensive a job to 
attempt at this time. 


Several meetings were held with the West Boxford Im- 
provement Society relative to the improvement of Washington 
Street and no agreement could be reached. 


Work has been done near the driveway of Mr. Arthur A. 
Getz of Silverbrook Road, which we hope will correct the 
difficulty caused by drainage. 
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An area at the dump has been smoothed where sand and 
salt is “stock piled,” a shed was constructed for the loader, and 
the area has been lighted. 


A used tractor for $800.00 and a new automatic sander for 
$1,968.00 were purchased for the Highway Department. Both 
are now in operation. 


A recompilation of the bi-laws by the League of Women 
Voters has been completed and an article concerning this ap- 
pears in the town warrant. 


On June 22, a Heritage Day was held and eleven homes 
were open to the public with the proceeds divided between the 
Garden Club and the Historical Society. 


A new gasoline tank of 5,000 gallon capacity was installed 
at the store of Mr. Earle Blake in West Boxford. 


The Community House was painted with Mrs. Charles 
Bedell furnishing the labor and the town furnishing the 
material. 


The entire basement at Lincoln Hall was redecorated with 
the West Boxford Grange furnishing the labor and the town 
the material. 


Some much needed repairs and improvements to the roof 
and other parts of the West Boxford fire house were donated 
by Mr. Richard G. Hopping. A new heating system has been 
installed here and the old system disposed of for a substantial 
amount. 


The new fire house adjacent to the town hall has been 
practically completed during the year. Shrubs were planted 
nearby under the direction of Mr. Seth L. Kelsey of Kelsey 
Highlands Nursery. 


Upon the resignation of Archer French as fire chief, a red 
network telephone was transferred to the home of George A. 
Gould. 
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The town fire department was host to the Essex County 
Forest Warden’s Association on January 8, with an attendance 
of 110. 

May 4 was the annual clean-up day which has been held 
in West Boxford for several years under the direction of the 
West Boxford Improvement Society. 

School bus signs were erected on Killam Hill Road and 
“Slow Children” signs placed in many sections of the town. 

On May 21, a letter regarding the future of the Essex Sani- 
torium was written to Governor Peabody. Additional corres- 
pondence from this office has urged the continuance of this 
sanitorium as a hospital providing exceptionally competent 
care at reasonable rates. 

An invitation has been received from the Town of Rowley 
to participate in the celebration of the three hundred and 
twenty-fifth anniversary of their incorporation, which will 
take place in August, 1964. This town was known as Rowley 
Village until the year 1685, when it was set off from Rowley 
and incorporated as the Town of Boxford.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Boxford for the period from March 23, 
1961 to May 21, 1963, made in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 44, General Laws.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the town of Boxford for the 
period from March 23, 1961, the date of the previous examina- 
tion, to May 21, 1963, and report thereon as follows: 

The records of the financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
committing bills for collection were examined and checked 
with the records of the town treasurer and the town accountant. 

The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office 
were examined and checked in detail. The receipts, as re- 
corded, were checked with the treasurer’s books, while the re- 
corded payments were compared with the treasurer’s cash 
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book and with the approved treasury warrants. The appropria- 
tions, loans authorized, and transfers, as entered, were checked 
with the town clerk’s records of town meeting votes and with 
the finance committee’s records of transfers authorized from 
the reserve fund, while other accounts were checked with the 
records of the several departments in which the transactions 
originated. 


An analysis was made of the ledger accounts, a trial bal- 
ance was taken off, and a balance sheet, a copy of which is ap- 
pended to this report, was prepared showing the financial con- 
dition of the town as of May 21, 1963. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The cash book additions were verified, 
and the recorded receipts were compared with the accountant’s 
books, with the records of the several departments collecting 
money for the town, and with other sources from which money 
is paid into the town treasury. The payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to 
disburse town funds and with the accountant’s ledger. The 
cash balance on May 21, 1963 was proved by reconciliation 
of the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks 
of deposit, by verification of the certificate of deposit, by ex- 
amination of the savings bank books, and by actual count of 
the cash in the office. 


Considerable time was spent in effecting a proper recon- 
ciliation of the treasurer’s cash, and it is recommended that 
the cash book balance be reconciled with the cash in the banks 
and in the office at least weekly, that all bank statements be 
reconciled promptly upon their receipt, and that a permanent 
record be kept of all cash and bank reconciliations. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were verified by comparison with the amounts falling due and 
were checked with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in the custody 
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of the town treasurer and the trustees of the Jonathan Tyler 
Barker Free School Fund were examined and listed. The in- 
come was proved, and all transactions and balances were veri- 
fied and checked with the books of the town accountant. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal 
and State taxes, and the county retirement system were 
examined and checked. The payments to the proper agencies 
were verified, and the balances as shown on the individual 
employees’ records were listed and reconciled with the town 
accountant’s ledger controls. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked with the deeds on file. The amounts added to the 
tax title account were compared with the tax collector’s books, 
the redemptions were checked with the treasurer’s cash book, 
and the tax titles on hand were listed and reconciled with the 
town accountant’s ledger. 


The books and accounts in the tax collector’s office were 
examined and checked. The taxes and excise recommitted at 
the time of the previous examination, as well as all subsequent 
commitments, were audited and compared with the assessors’ 
warrants. The recorded receipts were checked with the com- 
mitment books, the abatements as recorded were checked with 
the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the recorded 
transfers to tax titles were checked with the treasurer’s records 
of tax titles taken, the payments to the treasurer were verified, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The outstanding tax and excise accounts were further 
verified by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts from dog and sporting 
licenses were checked, and the payments to the town and to 
the State were verified. 
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The available records of departmental cash collections by 
the selectmen, the sealer of weights and measures, and the 
building, wire, and gas inspectors, as well as by the police, 
health, highway, and school departments, and by all other 
departments in which money is collected for the town, were 
examined and checked. The recorded collections were com- 
pared with the payments to the treasurer as shown by the 
treasurer’s and the accountant’s books, and the cash on hand 
in the several departments was proved by actual count. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to file 
them for the faithful performance of their duties were ex- 
amined and found to be in proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing reconciliations of the town treasurer’s and 
the town clerk’s cash, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, 
and departmental accounts, as well as schedules showing the 
condition and transactions of the several trust and investment 
funds.

School Committee Operation 


The committee held a total of 23 regular meetings and 1 
special meeting during 1963. All meetings were held in the 
Cole School Reading Room. Regular meetings for 1964 are 
scheduled for the second and fourth Thursdays of each month 
at 7:30 P.M. Meetings are open and the public is invited to 
attend. It should be noted that the meetings are occasionally 
covered by a press representative and regularly reported in 
the local press. The committee has seldom gone into executive 
session and then only in such matters requiring privacy. 
Notice of special meetings, changes in dates, or changes in the 
location of meetings are posted in the Town Hall. 


Mrs. Shirley MacGill has served as the local representa- 
tive to the Masconomet Regional School Committee, effecting 
a liaison between the two committees. G. Bill, R. Crandall, and 
P. Race have served as members of the School Building Com- 
mittee, helping to coordinate the related activities of the 
School Committee with that group. 


Financial 


The continuing growth of the elementary school popula- 
tion requires a substantial increase in the budget again in 1964. 
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The elementary school population was 395 on October 1, 
1961. This figure reached 452 pupils in 1962, and 473 pupils in 
1963. Pupil population projections indicate a further growth to 
524 for the fall of 1964. Provision is made in the budget for two 
additional teachers and a greater quantity of supplies. This 
current pupil growth added to that of recent years, will have 
further significant impact on the 1964 Budget through the 
anticipated opening of the Spofford Pond School in September.

The major increase is found in the Instruction Account. 
The increase of $19,684 is occasioned by these factors: 


1. The provision of salary for two additional teachers for 
September-December, 1964. 

2. The impact of a full year’s salary for one teacher added 
in September, 1963. | 

3. The impact for a full year of salary schedule adjust- 
ments effective in September, 1963. 

4. The impact for a portion of a year of salary schedule 
adjustments effective in September, 1964. 

5. The provision of new services or for more time devoted 
to those previously carried on, namely, speech, French, 
remedial reading, and the school adjustment counsel- 
ling service. 
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A second increase of significance is found in the account 
for Operation of School Plant. The anticipated opening of the 
Spofford Pond School in September occasions much of this in- 
crease in that provisions have been made for additional cus- 
todial help, for more fuel and power, and for a greater quantity 
of custodial supplies. 


The Auxiliary Agencies Account has also been increased 
significantly. Chiefly responsible are: 


1. The provision of funds to continue for a second year 
the summer school program established in 1963. Much 
of this will be returned to the Town by collection of 
fees. 


2. The payment for tuition and transportation of a greater 
number of pupils attending vocational schools and 
special class. 


An estimate of average enrollment for 1963, based largely 
on actual figures, is 463. Therefore, our gross per pupil cost 
for 1963, based on appropriation figures is $402.28. Anticipated 
receipts, after an apportionment of Chapter 70 funds for sec- 
ondary education, will total about $54,712.69, giving a net per 
pupil cost of $284.11. 


The estimated average membership is 501 for 1964. The 
proposed budget for Grades 1 through 6 is $212,938. Therefore 
a gross per pupil cost of $425.03 is derived. Anticipated receipts 
in 1964, with Chapter 70 funds apportioned as above, will total 
about $63,380.82, yielding an estimated net per pupil cost of 
$298.52 for 1964.

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School Facilities 


The addition of one class in September necessitated the 
return to classroom use of the basement room at the Gardner 
Morse School. Housed at that school now are three classes of 
West Boxford children at the primary level. All available 
classroom space is now in use. It is fortunate that the new 
Spofford Pond School has reached construction stage, which 
will make the building available for use in September, 1964. 
Tentative plans call for the housing of several classrooms of 
West Boxford children at the Spofford Pond School with the 
remainder of the school population to be located at the Cole 
and Wood Schools. It is expected that the Gardner Morse 
School will not be used for school purposes during the coming 
school year. With the anticipated opening of the Spofford Pond 
School in September, the school housing situation should be 
excellent for a brief period. 


Efforts have been made to maintain the present facilities 
in the best condition possible so that the entire elementary 
school plant, both the older and the more recent, will provide 
safe, attractive, and instructionally suitable facilities for learn- 
ing. Among projects completed during the year were: 


Aaron Wood School 
Interior painting 
Extension of intercom system from Cole School 


Gardner Morse School 
Repair of water conductors 
Installation of a dry well 
Repair of baseball backstop 


Harry Lee Cole School 
Painting auditorium and stage 
Replacement of storage room floor 
Construction of an enclosure for gas tank 
Replacement of baseball backstop 
Installation of playground equipment 
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It should be noted that the last named item was paid for 
from School Building Committee funds. Also the Recreation 
Committee provided an outdoor basketball court at the Gard- 
ner Morse School. 


Increasingly the school facilities are being utilized for 
community purposes and serve for more than the basic educa- 
tion function. The new summer school program was an exten- 
tion of basic academic use. Other uses with an educational 
aspect are those by the dancing classes sponsored by the Par- 
ent-Teacher Association and by the Boy Scout and Girl Scout 
groups. Recreational activities at the school include the boys’ 
basketball program sponsored by the Boxford Athletic Associa- 
tion, the men’s basketball program, Little League activities, 
men’s softball, and the motion picture programs sponsored by 
the Parent Teachers’ Association. Other public uses of school 
facilities include the holding of School Committee meetings, 
School Building Committee meetings, Town Meetings, Parent- 
Teacher meetings, and occasional meetings of other groups. 


Such public use of school facilities which does not inter- 
fere with the educational program is encouraged as a means of 
realizing the greatest return possible from the public invest- 
ment in these school facilities. 


School Lunch Program 


The school lunch program in Boxford was initiated in 1955 
on a very limited basis and developed very rapidly into a 
major enterprise as is shown by a few simple figures, starting 
with the year in which Grades 7 and 8 first went to the Region- 
al High School:

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Much of the growth is attributable of course to the great 
increase in pupil enrollment during this same period. However, 
some of the growth must be credited to the increasingly higher 
percentage of pupils participating in the program. A third 
factor in the expansion of the program was the institution of 
a carry-out service from the Cole School to the Morse School 
in 1962. In an effort to provide a hot lunch for those pupils in 
the Morse School, food is prepared at the Cole School, trans- 
ported to the Morse School, and served to the pupils. The 
daily number of meals presently provided for the Morse pupils 
averages between 50 and 60. 


The cost of the meal to pupils is $.25. Certain commodities 
are received at no charge from fhe National School Lunch 
Program as well as a subsidy payment of $.09 per meal. These 
receipts have been sufficient to provide for all operating costs 
and to enable the program to show a favorable balance each 
year.

The Curriculum 


Continuing effort has been made in an effort to define the 
present curriculum and to give it new direction where indi- 
cated. The attempt to define the curriculum was first evidenced 
in 1962 through the completion of curriculum guides in Eng- 
lish, arithmetic, science, and social studies. During 1963 guides 
in art, music, physical education, and reading were prepared. 
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While formal school committee adoption has not been made 
in all these instances, working drafts are now in use. A supple- 
ment to the English guide, dealing with creative writing, was 
also put into use. 


A significant step was taken in September, 1963 with the 
establishment of the position of speech therapist. This service 
is shared jointly among the towns of Boxford, Middleton and 
Topsfield. The therapist first organized the program by making 
a speech survey of all children in Grades One and Two and 
by testing all referrals of upper grade pupils made by the 
classroom teachers. A regular schedule of lessons was ectab- 
lished for the approximately twenty-seven pupils seen regu- 
larly in Boxford. These children have one or two lessons per 
week of twenty minutes duration and are instructed singly or 
in groups of four or less. 


The majority of the problems are those of articulation. 
These children can be helped through better ear training, re- 
learning of the defective sounds, and finally through carry- 
over into conversational speech. Less numerous are fluency 
problems and voice problems (voice quality, rate, pitch). Gen- 
erally about five per cent of any school population can benefit 
from speech therapy. 


Close contact is kept by the speech therapist with the 
parents, the teachers, and other staff members as well as with 
outside referral agencies when warranted. Very few children 
have isolated speech problems. As speech is our basic commu- 
nication tool it cannot help but contribute to, or be a result of, 
other pressures on the individual. Parents are encouraged to 
visit the speech classes and written suggestions to parents and 
teachers are presented occasionally. 


Another significant step in the development of the aca- 
demic program was reached with the establishment of a sum- 
mer school reading program. In July, 1963, a total of 46 pupils 
registered for reading instruction, and an effective program 
was carried out. Under the direction of three teachers a daily

three hour program was carried out at the Cole School. The 
classes were geared to helping those pupils whose progress in 
reading had been somewhat slow, or for whom a normal sum- 
mer loss in reading skill would have been harmful. Attention 
was given to such aspects of reading as structural analysis, 
phonetic analysis, basal vocabulary development, silent read- 
ing, oral reading, and individualized reading. The devotion of 
a three hour session entirely to reading was very effective, 
permitting the use of a wide range of activities and because 
the activities were varied the interest did not wane. 


It was found that this five week program did not interfere 
greatly with the summer cleaning program and made possible 
a,greater utilization of the school plant. It is hoped that a 
similar program will be carried on in 1964, continuing the main 
emphasis on reading instruction and expanding the offering to 
include arithmetic. Receipts from registration fees brought the 
net cost of the program to $493.51. 


Not only was help in reading provided many children 
through the establishment of the summer program, but also 
continuing aid throughout the year. In addition to the regular 
classroom instruction, remedial reading was available for those 
pupils needing the extra help. In September, 1963 the position 
of remedial teacher, formerly on a part time basis, was made a 
full time position. A further attempt to aid reading progress 
was the beginning of a home reading program. This entailed 
the provision of sets of graded readers for certain pupils in the 
primary grades to take home. Pupils were encouraged to read 
these books to their parents and parents were given informa- 
tion as to the purpose of the practice and how it could best be 
carried on. The additional reading practice appeared to benefit 
many pupils and it is hoped to expand this program. 


The school library program initiated at the Cole School 
in the Fall of 1961 has continued to develop. From a virtually 
non-existent collection, the number of available titles has 
grown to a total approaching respectability, if yet far below an 
optimum range. In a period of little more than two years some 
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1,150 titles have been added. Some of these have been provided 
from building committee and school committee appropriations. 
Many have been made available by the Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation. In the process of raising funds for library purposes, 
the Parent-Teacher Association has held annual book fairs, 
which have served a dual purpose: the stimulation of interest 
in books by means of the very vehicle providing the where- 
withal to secure books. In addition, the Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation has assumed much of the responsibility for the opera- 
tion of the library. Parents have catalogued and prepared books 
for placement on the shelves and staffed the library to carry 
out the book circulation process. 


The establishment of the remedial reading position on a 
full time basis in September of 1963 made impossible the con- 
tinuation of the library program in the small dual-purpose 
room originally designed for the double function. Therefore, 
the library has been moved to a partitioned-off wing of the 
stage for the current school year. The opening of the Spofford 
Pond School will make possible the moving of the library to 
more suitable quarters at the Cole School, as well as the initia- 
tion of a similar program at the new school. 


Regional Cooperation 


- Continuing effort is being made to bring about maximum 
cooperation among the three regional school district towns and 
to provide for better articulation between the elementary and 
secondary levels. The representative to the regional school 
committee from the local committee serves as a liason agent 
between those two groups and regularly brings information 
about important regional school matters to the attention of the 
local committee. Boxford and Topsfield share the services of 
an art supervisor and a music supervisor. These same towns 
and Middleton share the services of the school adjustment 
counsellor and the speech therapist, making available these 
important special programs which the individual towns doubt- 
less could not have supported. Topsfield and Boxford have de-

veloped curriculum guides and certain administrative policies 
jointly. The different time tables of school construction in Tops- 
field and Boxford have made possible the loan of school fur- 
nishings, which has saved both systems several hundreds of 
dollars in the last three years. 


The three superintendents have continued their practice 
of regular meetings. Resulting from these have been such items 
as a common school calendar and a more uniform standard 
testing program. Preliminary work is now in progress to bring 
about a better coordination of the curriculum from Grade One 
through Grade Twelve. 


Health Service 


Effort has been made to provide school health services 
which will protect and improve the health of the pupils, es- 
pecially as to those aspects having direct relation to school 
progress. Such regular activities as first aid, care of ill children, 
height and weight checks for all children, and the mainten- 
ance of comprehensive health records were carried on. Addi- 
tional activities included: 


Physical Examinations—90 pupils 

Vision Tests—459 pupils—12 referrals 

Hearing Tests—452 pupils—6 referrals 
Tuberculosis Patch Tests—130 pupils—all negative 
Diphtheria-Tetanus Inoculations—90 pupils 

Flu Vaccine—School Staff 


It has been noted that there has been a tendency toward 
involvment of the various specialists on the staff in an effort 
to deal with certain problems. The cooperative efforts of the 
school nurse, the speech therapist, the school adjustment coun- 
sellor, and other members of the school staff demonstrate the 
concern for the total development of the child and a willing- 
ness of the staff members to pool their activities toward a 
greater service for all children, especially those requiring par- 
ticular help. 
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Dr. Fred Nahil of Georgetown resigned as school physician 
at the end of 1962. Dr. Clarence Thornton of Danvers served 
as interim school physician for the period from January 
through June. Dr. James Brackbill of Georgetown was ap- 
pointed to the position for the school year 1963-1964. 


A Look Ahead 


The first annual report of the present superintendent listed 
ten targets at which to aim in the months and years ahead. 
These were as follows: 


1. An elementary school library program, properly 
housed and effectively operated 

2. A remedial reading program 

3. A remedial speech program 

4, An instrumental music program 

5. An elementary school guidance program 

6. A wider testing program, making greater use of indi- 
vidual and diagnostic testing 

7. A codification of school policies and regulations 

8. An improved physical education program 

9. The provision of adequate materials and organization 
to afford wider opportunity for our more academically 
talented youngsters 

10. The development of curriculum guides 


A perusal of earlier paragraphs of this report will reveal 
that definite progress has been made toward the accomplish- 
ment of most of these objectives. 


A library program has been in operation at the Cole School 
for some time and a similar program will be established at the 
Spofford Pond School in the fall of 1964. The remedial reading 
teacher, the speech therapist, and the school adjustment coun- 
sellor are helping children daily. At the present writing ap- 
proximately sixty pupils take instrumental music lessons. A 
school band has been organized during the past two years. 
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School policies and regulations have been codified. Curriculum 
guides are now in use. A wider range of materials has been 
provided for instructional use and new aids have been intro- 
duced. Included have been new social studies books, individual- 
ized reading kits, a controlled reading machine, and new 
science equipment. Ability grouping in both reading and 
arithmetic make possible a better gearing of instruction to the 
needs and talents of the pupils. Of the original ten objectives, 
significant progress has been made toward all except the im- 
provement of the physical education program. This must re- 
main as a continuing objective. 


In each of these areas mentioned above, it should be recog- 
nized that only beginnings have been made. Everyone of these 
programs must be developed much more and thus they serve 
in a sense as continuing goals. As these programs are expanded 
and improved, beginning steps must be taken in other direc- 
tions. The following are an indication of the new targets at 
which to set our sights: 


1. The development of a non-graded organization at the 
primary level. 


2. The development of the individualized literary aspect 
of the reading program. 


3. The incorporation of programmed learning into the 
accepted pattern of classroom instruction. 


4. The incorporation of the newer mathematics into the 
conventional arithmetic program. 


0. The provision of suitable space to serve the art and 
music program. 


6. The development of the library program to become an 
integral part of the academic program, including suffi- 
cient space and materials under the direction of a 
professional school librarian.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee has reviewed all of the budget 
requests by the department heads and feels that the requests 
are valid and reasonable. The operating budget of the town 
will be higher in 1964 because of higher school costs, growth of 
town and an increasing demand for additional town services. 


The Finance Committee would like to bring to the at- 
tention of the citizens that certain changes in the town may be 
required in the near future. It is our belief that the creation 
of a Public Works Department will bring about certain econo- 
mies and minimize the administration of a number of small 
departments as the town continues to grow. 


Before long it will be necessary to have additional per- 
sonnel in both the police and fire departments who will be on 
duty at all times during the work week. This personnel would 
be under the administration of the heads of the police and fire 
department and would supplement the present personnel to 
give the town greater coverage. 


In the future, a definite program should be instituted to 
have the town surveyed. This survey is normally done by aerial 
photography. This would be of great assistance to the assessors. 
A complete updating of the valuation and appraisal of both 
the land and buildings in the town should be made. This action 
would eliminate any discrepancies and inequities that may now 
exist and all the citizens of the town could be assured that 
each person was paying only their fair share of the tax burden 
based on current valuation. This dual program will cost money 
but its cost can be quickly recovered.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, MARCH 2, 1964 


The voters of Boxford met at the Masconomet Regional 
School on March 2, 1964 at 8:00 P.M. with William J. Greenler, 
Jr. presiding as moderator. Rev. Arthur F. White of the First 
Congregational Church offered a prayer at the opening of the 
meeting. Miss Janice Hopping, accompanied by Mrs. Marie 
Smith, sang “The Star Spangled Banner.” The articles of the 
warrant were disposed of as follows: 

Article 1. Voted to accept the reports of the Town Offi- 
cers and Committees as printed in the Town Report. 

Voted that in the future, the complete recapitulation sheet 
used by the assessors in arriving at the tax rate be printed as 
part of the assessors’ report in the Town Report. 

The School Building Committee reported that the new 
Spofford Pond School was 90% complete and would be ready 
for occupancy in September, 1964. 

Article 2. The suggested budget was adopted as printed 
with two exceptions: Town Reports was increased from 
$1,300.00 to $1,379.65; School House Notes was decreased from 
$32,000.00 to $31,000.00. 

Article 3. Voted to appropriate $1,500.00 for the main- 
tenance of Road Machinery, said amount to be transferred 
from the Road Machinery Fund. 

Article 4. Voted to appropriate $15,000.00 for the Reserve 
Fund, said amount to be transfered from the Overlay Reserve. 

Article 5. Voted to authorize the Town Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to 
time, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year begin- 
ning January 1, 1964 and to issue a note or notes therefor, 
payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes as 
may be given for a period of less than one year in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 
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Article 6. Voted to pass over. 

Article 7. Voted to increase the compensation for town 
labor as follows: from $1.50 to $1.75 per hour where applicable, 
and from $1.90 to $2.15 per hour where applicable. A hand vote 
showed 169 yes, 50 no. 

Article 8. Voted that the sum refunded from the County 
on account of dog licenses be appropriated and divided equally 
between the two libraries of the town. 

Article 9. Voted that the sum of $1,750.00 be raised and 
appropriated and divided as follows between the two libraries: 
$1,000.00 to the East Parish library, and $750.00 to the West 
Parish library. 

Article 10. Voted to pass over. 

Article 11. Voted unanimously to transfer $2,000.00 from 
the Stabilization Fund for the purpose of trading the present 
police cruiser for a 1964 model. 

Article 12. Voted to raise and appropriate $80,000.00, and 
to transfer $20,000.00 from Overlay Surplus Revenue, for the 
purpose of adding to the Stabilization Fund as provided by 
Section 5B, Chapter 40, General Laws. 

Article 13. Voted that the Committee appointed pursu- 
ant to the vote of the Special Town Meeting of March 25, 1954, 
to study and make recommendations regarding codification 
and revision of the town by-laws, be re-activated and instruct- 
ed to report at the first special or annual meeting following next 
June 1; and that further action under this article be post- 
poned until such report.

Voted 98 yes, 146 no, by hand vote against 
adopting this article. | 

Article 23. Voted to appropriate the sum of $5,400.00 for 
use in conjunction with allotments from the State and County, 
for Chapter 90 construction work; said sum to be transferred 
from funds received from the State under Chapter 822, Acts 
of 1963. : 

Article 24. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,400.00 to be used in conjunction with an allotment from the 
State under Chapter 90 Maintenance. 

Article 25. Voted to pass over. 

Article 26. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000.00 for dry hydrants and water holes. 

Article 27. Voted to adjourn at midnight. The attendance 
was slightly under 300 voters.

Article 2. Voted unanimously to appropriate $1,000.00 for 
the maintenance of Road Machinery, said amount to be trans- 
ferred from the Road Machinery Fund. 
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Article 3. Voted unanimously to transfer the sum of 
$500.00 from Old Age Assistance for the purpose of taking the 
1965 Census of the town as required, under General Laws, 
Chapter 9, Section 7 and amendments thereof. 


Article 4. Voted unanimously to make the following 
transfers of funds: $1,000.00 from Insurance to Selectmen’s 
Highway Fund; $500.00 from Veteran’s Benefits to Elections; 
$100.00 from Inspection of Slaughtering to Sick Benefits; 
$200.00 from Inspection of Slaughtering to Selectmen’s Con- 
tingent Fund; $319.58 from Cole School Addition to New Ele- 
mentary School; $1,226.98 from School Building Committee, 
1961 Account, to New Elementary School; and $2,600.00 from 
School Building Committee Options to New Elementary 
School. 


Article 5. Voted unanimously to elect only one Highway 
Surveyor at future town elections, who shall have jurisdiction 
over the territory of the entire town, under General Laws, 
Chapter 41, Sections 1 and 62, and any other pertinent sections. 


Article 6. Voted, for highway purposes, to acquire an 
easement on an area of land on Middleton Road containing 
approximately 65,000 square feet owned by Mr. and Mrs. Dun- 
bar Lockwood, and to appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 from 
the general highway fund for this purpose. 

Article 7. Voted that the by-law committee be continued 
for the purpose of holding public hearings and report further 
at the next annual meeting. 


Article 8. Voted to adjourn at 8:50 P.M.

There was a small increase in the utilization of library 
facilities in 1964. 

The total circulation of books and periodicals was 11,141. 
Of this number 5,736 were adult books, 4,265 were juvenile 
books and 1,140 were periodicals. Many of the books circulated 
were made available to us through the bookmobile service 
from the state regional center in North Reading. The library 
purchased during the year 123 adult and 46 juvenile books, 
and had on order at the end of the year 70 books. Over 100 
books were received as gifts. 

During the year many children took part in the State 
Reading Certificate Program and 16 Honor certificates and 128 
Five Book certificates were issued. National Book week was 
observed by holding a poster contest in the six elementary 
grades. A gift book prize was presented to the winners in each 
grade. 

The library received by bequest from the will of Mrs. 
Mary Spring $1,000. 

Mrs. John Q. Adams and Mrs. Carlyle Thomas, with the 
assistance of other Friends of the Library, added most effective- 
ly to our general fund through several book sales held on the 
library lawn or in the barn. 

The exterior of the library building was painted, also the 
fence and signs and the barn. This expense was covered in 
part by the increased appropriation from the town and the 
remainder came out of the general fund. 

In October Mrs. Watkins, who had been very active as 
Trustee and Secretary resigned and Miss Perley asked to be 
retired at the end of the year. The Trustees accepted these two 
resignations with deep regret. Two new trustees, Mrs. Thomas 
and Mrs. Vint, were elected at this meeting in early October. 

On October 30th a joint meeting of the Trustees of the 
Boxford Village Library and the Catherine Ingalls Memorial 
Library was held at which it was agreed that a comprehensive 
survey should be made of Boxford current library facilities 
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with recommendations for future development. Subsequent 
meetings of representatives of the two libraries and of the 
School Committee were held during November which resulted 
in the selection of Miss Rita E. Steele, librarian of Fairhaven 
and Miss Miriam Putnam, librarian of Andover, to make the 
survey. Copies of their report with recommendations will be 
circulated before the Town Meeting next March. 

The Librarians and Trustees wish to thank all who have 
contributed or assisted in the operation of our library during 
the year.

More than one hundred books are loaned to us each month 
by the State Bookmobile and a substantial number of our own 
books were loaned to the Spofford Pond School to augment 
their new library.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Boxford Conservation Committee has held its meet- 
ings monthly throughout 1964 with the exception of Decem- 
ber. 

During the past year the Conservation Committee members 
have been asked by the Planning Board to attend a number of 
Appeal Board meetings and to make the Commission’s attitude 
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known toward the removal of gravel and various other matters 
such as sub-divisions and the Camelot recreation area. Members 
of the Commission also met with other town bodies concerning 
several matters which might involve possible rezoning. 

An invitation was received from the Georgetown Conser- 
vation Commission to attend their February meeting to discuss 
matters of mutual concern and to assist and advise them in 
establishing regulations concerning the operation of gravel 
pits. Boxford’s successful handling of similar operations was 
studied and Dr. Winthrop Haynes toured the areas under con- 
sideration with the Georgetown Conservation members. A 
representative also attended the October meeting of the Ip- 
swich Board at which time the Mosquito Control Project in 
Essex County was considered and discussed. 

The Boxford Conservation Commission notified the State 
Representative of its opposition to the passage of Senate Bill 
276 which, if enacted, would have rendered null and void much 
of the minimum lot size requirements in zoning ordinances and 
by-laws throughout the Commonwealth. 

The resignation of Mr. Seth L. Kelsey, one of the Commit- 
tee’s original members, were accepted with regret and Mrs. 
Carlyle Thomas of Baldpate Road was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. 

The Conservation Commission wishes to remind the citi- 
zens of the Town that they are authorized to accept and ad- 
minister land given to the Town for Conservation Areas. Part 
of the Commission’s duties are to locate and acquire, if pos- 
sible, any marshlands and swampy areas bordering streams 
and ponds. The Commission would welcome the gift of any 
such areas.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


It is no accident that Boxford’s property values are sub- 
stantially higher than most nearby communities — even after 
taking into account the larger lot size requirements. 
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Boxford stands out as a refreshing oasis in a vast stretch 
of towns which have been devoured by uncontrolled growth. 

The Planning Board could not have set in motion those 
forces of control which prevented our town from a similar 
fate had it not been for the support of a majority of residents. 
Lately, another trend, undoubtedly the outgrowth of good zon- 
ing results, has become apparent. This is the move by some 
owners to control their subdivision more tightly above ground 
through the use of deed restrictions. 

Growth continues to be orderly. The respite in construc- 
tion may be traced, in part, to a sluggish housing market. In 
10 meetings and two public hearings, two subdivisions were 
processed creating a total of 44 lots. Some 25 lots with front- 
age not requiring Planning Board approval were filed with 
the Board. 

Activity is expected to quicken this year. The Board has 
had prelimnary discussions in which developers have indi- 
cated their intention to establish five subdivisions. 

One big tract will probably dominate the development 
scene this year. That is the 396-acre Holmes Estate which is 
being marketed by the Museum of Fine Arts to which it was 
left under the will of Mrs. Holmes. The Board has been in- 
formed of plans for a golf course for this area, one of the most 
beautiful pieces of unspoiled woodland and pasture in the 
town. The Board has offered these principals every encourage- 
ment in the hope that such an improvement will be completed. 

Both the Museum and the broker handling the negotia- 
tions have expressed a sensitivity for the town.

During 1964 the Recreation Committee has met regularly 
on the third Tuesday of every month. 

The Committee initiated a very successful Fourth of J alg 
celebration under the direction of Mrs. Clayton Reed. This 
" event was the result of the efforts of many volunteers repre- 
senting most of the organizations in town. It is hoped that a 
similar project will be carried out in 1965. 

A new ball field has been graded and seeded at the Spof- 
ford Pond School under the direction of the Recreation Com- 
mittee. The ball field at the Gardner Morse School has been 
regraded and reseeded. These fields were both seeded in the 
late fall, and it is confidently expected that they will be ready 
for both Little League and Soft Ball Teams this Spring.

As of July Ist Mr. Harold R. Galloway was appointed as 
Plumbing Inspector for the Town of Boxford, as required by 
law. 

The Board of Health was represented at a District Mental 
Health Meeting at the King’s Grant in Danvers on April 29th. 
Dr. Charles A. Kane of Boxford conducted this meeting which 
was attended by over 150 people from the North Shore area. 

On May 6th a Rabies Clinic for dogs was held at the Town 
Hall at which time 74 dogs were inoculated. 

Polio clinics were held at the Cole School on June 20th 
and August 15th.

In our 1961 report mention was made of the fact that a 
case of rabies was reported in western Massachusetts, in 
which a bat had bitten a housewife. Since that time studies 
have been made by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health, both by identification of rabies in bats which had bit- 
ten people and also by the collecting of bats in various locali- 
ties and examining the brains for the presence of the rabies 
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virus. Since this first report 12 rabid bats have been identified. 
It is very important that everyone, especially children, should 
be cautioned against touching a bat which is found sitting still, 
particularly in the daytime. This indicates a sick animal and 
its whereabouts should be promptly reported to the Board of 
Health and careful means of capture instigated. 

The little brown bat (Myotis lucifugus) and the big brown 
bat (Eptesicus fuscus) have both been identified as biting 
humans and carrying rabies. The first big brown bat was col- 
lected by the children of Dr. Charles Curtis of Topsfield, who 
pushed the animal into an empty peanut butter jar with a 
stick. Dr. Curtis took the bat to the State laboratories the 
next day and it was found to have rabies. About one year later 
another big brown bat was collected in Topsfield by the State 
in almost the same place where the first one was found. An 
excellent report on rabies in bats in southern New England is 
to be found in the “New England Journal of Medicine,” Vol. 
272 No. 2, January 14, 1965. 

As noted in our first mention of this situation in 1961, “This 
does not mean that our populace should go around killing bats 
indiscriminately.” It is very important for anyone who is bit- 
ten to try to capture the animal, which should then be given 
to the Board of Health so that it can be taken to the State lab- 
oratory in Jamaica Plain. In a personal communication Dr. 
Kenneth F. Girard, Assistant Director, Division of Diagnostic 
Laboratories, stated that no treatment should be instituted in 
a person who has been bitten and the animal retrieved until 
microscopic diagnosis has been made. This takes only about 24 
hours with the newer fluorescent techniques. 

If the bat is found to be rabid, treatment can then be insti- 
tuted. If it is not rabid, the patient is spared the unpleasantness 
of 14 injections against rabies. Since the incubation period for 
rabies in the human is approximately 60 days from the time 
of being bitten, a slight delay in starting treatment is perfectly 
feasible. 

The modern treatment uses vaccine obtained from the 
duck embryo, rather than the spinal cord of rabbits with an 
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attenuated virus, first developed by Louis Pasteur. The reac- 
tions are much less with the duck-embryo vaccine than with 
the older technique. 

There have been no cases of rabies in the human in Mas- 
sachusetts since 1935 and no rabid dogs have been found from 
1949 to the present writing. In the case of dog bites the animal 
should not be killed but placed in quarantine for at least 10 
days so that the evidence of disease has time to develop in the 
brain tissue. 

Dr. Thomas A . Blackburn has been conducting rabies vac- 
cinations for dogs and cats since 1961 and every owner of pets 
should have his animals vaccinated once a year. | 

The menace of bat rabies being transmitted to dogs or cats 
is a very real one. Late in 1964 it was reported that two skunks 
in the vicinity of Torrington, Connecticut were found to be 
positive for rabies. However, the danger of humans being bit- 
ten by skunks is probably remote. Foxes have also been found 
to carry the disease. 

In our report for the year 1963 we recommend that the citi- 
zens take advantage of smallpox vaccination. There was no 
response to this but we hope the adult citizens of Boxford will 
indicate their desire for re-vaccination and the Board of 
Health will be glad to hold a free clinic for this purpose.

Gentlemen: 

This is my report for the year 1964: 

I completed 59 final inspections of sewage disposal systems 
at new locations. As far as reasonably possible, measures were 
instituted to assure that the wells in the area would not be 
polluted by a new source of contamination. One repair and 
alteration application was received. 

Seven samples were obtained from sources of drinking 
water. They were found to be satisfactory. Also, five samples 
of swimming area water were tested and found to be free of 
dangerous contamination. 

I inspected all recreational camps at least once, and some 
were inspected twice. Samples of their swimming areas are 
included in the above totals. 

Inspections were made of several public places. This work 
had to do with food serving establishments, water supply, 
sewage disposal, and/or public complaints or inquiries.

REPORT OF THE MORSE HOUSE COMMITTEE 


During the spring of 1964 Mr. Arthur R. Beal of the Com- 
mittee arranged for the casting of a bronze plaque which in- 
cluded the names of the nine Morse and Parker sons who 
served in the Civil War from this house.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


1964 was a year of great accomplishment for the Highway 
Department. In the Spring the connecting link of Topsfield 
Road between the residence of David Doughty and Camp 
Columbus was rebuilt and covered with hot top material, 
thus completing the entire distance from Cross Road to the 
Boxford-Topsfield town line. Three sharp curves on Bare Hill 
Road south of Route 95 were cut back substantially, with the 
result that the vision is improved, thus decreasing the hazards 
of travel on this highway. This was made possible through the 
generosity of the Wheatland family of Topsfield, who were the 
abutting owners and who contributed the land for this road 
improvement. 

The bridge on Brook View Road was rebuilt in a substan- 
tial manner. . | 

The repairs on Towne Road, which were started in 1963, 
have been completed. This work was financed by private funds 
furnished by the developers of Arden Farms area. 

After completing the annual resurfacing of roads: under 
Chapter 81 Maintenance, an easement having been obtained 
for the land taking on Route 133, the Chapter 90 work started 
in 1963 was completed. No further work, under Chapter 90 
Construction, on Washington Street is contemplated at this 
time. | 

Late in the year the town authorized the payment of 
$3,000.00 for land taking on Middleton Road, so that construc- 
tion was started on a section of this highway. 


Street and warning signs have been erected in various 
sections of the town as the need arose. In January legal traffic 
signs were installed on Topsfield Road, Elm Street, George- 
town Road and Routes 97 and 133. 


In the Spring on “Clean-up Day” Lincoln Hall was painted 
by the Improvement Society, the Town furnishing the material 
Also, the front steps were repaired and railngs put up. In July 
and August the West Boxford Grange made extensive improve- 
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ments on the upper and lower floors and walls in Lincoln Hall. 
Material for this project was also furnished by the town. 

Two applications of floor finish have been applied on the 
upper floor at the Town Hall to improve the conditions for the 
Jan Veen School of Dance. | 

Twelve new voting booths were purchased to bring the 
number to one for every 75 voters as required by law. 

The Committee appointed to arrange for the participation 
of Boxford in the 325th Anniversary of our parent town, 
Rowley, prepared an historic float for the parade, but due to 
very inclement weather on August 22nd, felt it unwise to sub- 
ject the costumes and documents to the rain, so did not send 
the float. The Fire Department sent several pieces of equip- 
ment and the Police Cruiser participated in the parade. 

A hot-top drive was constructed on the side of the Town 
Hall and also an area next to the Boxford Fire House. 

A boundary fence was constructed between the Cole 
School property owned by the town and the property of the 
French estate. 

A substantial cover was constructed and placed over the 
old well on the Morse House property. 

Street lists were made up and were available at a small 
charge. 

Three Regional Planning Conferences were held during 
1964, two in Haverhill City Hall for the Northeast area and 
a County wide meeting at the Salem Teacher’s College, attend- 
ed by about 300 people. These were primarily in connection 
with the transportation problem and a representative from this 
board was in attendance. 

The electric street light west of the West Boxford Fire 
House was removed and a 7000 lumin light was installed on 
the post directly across from this building.

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In September 1961 agreement was reached with Mr. 
Joseph Lee Spofford on acquisition of thirteen (13) acres by 
the Town. 

In March 1962 your School Building Committee decided 
to develop the Spofford Road site instead of adding classrooms 
at the Gardner Morse School site, or any of the other alterna- 
tives considered. Pupil population projections already showed 
the need for additional classrooms by September 1964. 

A joint meeting was held with the School Committee, 
Selectmen, Finance Committee and Planning Board in May 
1962 to make sure that all aspects of the possible development 
of a Town Administration Center adjacent to the proposed 
Spofford Road School site were understood and considered by 
all the Town officials. It was important that all the Boards and 
Committees understood each other’s plans for the future use 
of the sixty (60) acres of Town land at this location counting 
the new school site in addition to the other Town land. The 
building Committee engaged a surveyor to make a plot plan 
of the entire Town-owned tract including the Spofford land. 
Town Counsel advised eminent domain land-taking proceed- 
ings be carried through to clear the title to the Spofford land. 

After the Building Committee screened several architec- 
tural firms, Stoner Associates was engaged in July 1962 to 
prepare plans for a new school at Spofford Road site. The 
Board of Health was consulted on relationship between opera- 
tions at the Town Dump and the proposed school site. The 
State Public Health Department was also consulted before 
going ahead with the new school plans. 

Because of the proximity of the Spofford Pond School site 
to a corner of Georgetown (about two-thirds of a mile) the 
Georgetown Board of Selectmen and Water Commissioners 
were consulted to see if there was any possibility of obtain- 
ing water from their water system for the new school. 
Georgetown Water Commissioners were willing to furnish 
water for drinking and fire protection to the school, but the cost 
of bringing it to the school made the purchase of Georgetown 
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water uneconomical. Consequently the committee decided to 
provide a well on the school site. 

In November the committee presented its preliminary 
plans and educational specifications to the Massachusetts 
School Building Assistance Commission. 

In January 1963 plans for the new school were presented 
at the Parent-Teachers Meeting to which the public was in- 
vited and plans and specifications were sent out to contractors 
who responded to our “invitation to bidders.” Meanwhile, an 
estimated cost of $425,000 was used as the basis for preparing 
an article for the Town Meeting warrant in order that con- 
structon of the school could be authorized. 

In February 1963, the School Building Assistance Commis- 
sion approved our plans for the new school, but the bids came 
in so far above estimated costs that your building committee 
rejected all bids. Intensive study of the reasons for the high 
bids led to appropriate revision of plans and specifications to 
reduce the probable costs to approximate value of the previous 
estimates. 

In March 1963, the Annual Town Meeting authorized the 
Building Committee to proceed with construction on the basis 
of the revised estimate of $430,000. Consequently new invita- 
tions to bid went out to contractors in March with the revised 
specifications. 

These bids were received in April and proved satisfactory. 
In May 1963, the construction contract was awarded to the 
Fay Construction Company of Wakefield, Massachusetts. In 
June 1963, the well drilling job was awarded to the Viera 
Artesian Well Company of Georgetown. Both of these contrac- 
tors performed admirably. 

Construction of a ten-room school commenced immediate- 
ly and proceeded rapidly. The first try of the well driller was 
successful in July providing an adequate supply of potable 
water at a depth of about 260 feet. This well promises to be 
capable of supplying the needs for the full projected develop- 
ment of the Spofford Pond School.

The only serious problem which arose during construction 
_ concerned our sewage disposal system. Although preliminary 
approval by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
had been obtained in December 1962, final approval could not 
be obtained until the Spring of 1964. The high level of sub- 
surface water determined at that time forced a modification of 
our sewage disposal system which added nearly $5,000 to our 
contract for the new school. 

The extremely dry summer and fall of 1964 made it very 
difficult to grow lawn grass, consequently some reseeding will 
be done next spring. 

The Spofford Pond School was equipped and ready to re- 
ceive classes at the beginning of September 1964. The dedica- 
tion ceremony and open house were held September 20, 1964. 

The School Building Committee thanks the School Com- 
mittee, School Superintendent, former member John F. G. 
Eichorn, Jr., all the Town Boards, Committees and Officials, 
and the Parent-Teacher Association for their assistance in the 
successful completion of this fine community project.

School Committee Operation

special meetings during 1964. All meetings from January to 
September were held at the Cole School. With the opening 
of the Spofford Pond School in September, the library in that 
school was established as the regular meeting place of the 
committee. Regular meetings are scheduled for the second 
and fourth Thursday of each month at 7:30 P.M. Meetings are 
open and the public is invited to attend. Executive sessions 
have seldom been held and then only in matters requiring 
privacy and consistent with the open meeting statute. Notices 
of special meetings or changes in dates are posted in the Town 
Hall. 

John S. Haywood has served as the representative of 
the local school committee to the Masconomet Regional School 
Committee, effecting a liaison between the two committees. G. 
Dana Bill, Robert R. Crandall, and Peter K. Race have served 
as members of the School Building Committee, Their dual 
membership has been of considerable value to both committees 
in connection with the construction and opening of the Spof- 
ford Pond School. 


Financial 
The continuing growth of the elementary school popula- 
tion mandates a significant increase in the budget again. 
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The enrollment figures as of October of the preceding 
years follow: 


1960 — 337 
1961 -— 395 
1962 — 452 
1963 — 473 
1964 —- 023 


The growth of the past few years resulted in the opening 
of the Spofford Pond School in September, 1964. The major 
impact of the larger staff and the greater operating costs will 
be felt in 1965. In addition, anticipated further growth requires 
that provision be made for the establishment of one extra 
teaching position and for additional books and materials. 

The change in each major account is noted below:

Other significant increases are noted below: 


1. An increase in the Administrative Account of $792 is 
attributable in some measure to the increasing share 
of union expenses which must be borne by Boxford. 
Under the original agreement Boxford’s share was set 
at 35%. Based on the enrollment in the two towns, Box- 
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ford’s share moved to 36.5% in 1964 and will go to 
38.3% in 1965. 


2. The significant increase in the Secretarial Salaries Ac- 
count of $1468 was occasioned by the employment of a 
part tme secretary at the Spofford Pond School. 


3. A major increase in the Regular Transportation Account 
of $5422 provides for an additional bus required for 
the current school year. Also included is an estimate 
for increased costs when all bus contracts are put out 
to bid for the 1965-66 school year. 


4. The increase of $4713 in Custodial Services reflects the 
addition of a full time custodian for the Spofford Pond 
School and the increase in hours of the part time cus- 
todian. 


It should also be noted that efforts have been made to hold 
the budget increase to the lowest reasonable level. No new 
services are planned to be added to the program during 1965. 
Funds available under Public Law 874, the so-called federally- 
impacted areas program, have been designated for certain es- 
sential expenditures totaling about $1500, which amount ap- 
proximates that received under P.L. 874 for the 1963-1964 
school year. Such use of P.L. 874 Funds has the effect of re- 
ducing the 1965 Budget. 

The estimated average enrollment is 499 for 1964. There- 
fore, the gross per pupil costs, based on appropriation figures, 
is $426.73. Anticipated receipts in 1964, after an apportionment 
of Chapter 70 funds for secondary purposes, will total about 
$63,380.82, giving a net per pupil cost of $299.71. 

The projected average enrollment for 1965 is 537 pupils. 
Dividing the 1965 appropriation of $243,347. by the enrollment 
produces an estimated gross per pupil cost of $453.16 for 1965. 
The estimated net per pupil cost for 1965, after deducting the 
anticipated reimbursements of $71,397.83 is $320.23.

It should be noted that the financial accounting system 
which had been in use previously, was replaced in 1964 by a 
new system advocated by the United States Office of Educa- 
tion. This system is used in a majority of states and has been 
adopted by the Massachusetts Department of Education. The 
widespread adoption of this system nationally should make 
possible more comparable figures on the cost of education 
among the various states. 


School Facilities 


A major landmark was reached in Boxford elementary 
education with the opening of the Spofford Pond School in 
September 1964. On the first day of classes, the building re- 
ceived some 250 pupils in grades four through six. The actual 
opening was quite uneventful in view of the fact that basic 
construction had been completed well in advance of the open- 
ing date, making possible organized and effective use of the 
structure from its first day of occupancy. Dedication exercises 
and a public open house were held on September 20, 1964. This 
new building is proving to be an excellent facility, both func- 
tional and attractive. It stands as tribute to the members of the 
School Building Committee, who contributed much time and 
effort toward making it a reality. Great credit is also due to 
the Selectmen, the Finance Committee, and the Boxford 
Parent-Teacher Association, all of which groups made signifi- 
cant contributions. 

At present Boxford enjoys the happy circumstance of hav- 
ing ample classroom space for all its pupils and this situation 
should continue for another two or three years. During the 
current school year there are twenty-one (21) classrooms in 
regular use, all ten (10) of the classrooms at the Spofford Pond 
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School and eleven (11) of the Cole School Classrooms. Neither 
the Wood School nor the Morse School, both of which have two 
standard classrooms, are in use. In addition, two rooms at the 
Cole School designed for regular classroom use, are serving 
for remedial reading and speech instruction at the present 
time. 

A continuing program has been carried to maintain all 
structures in good operating and instructional conditions. 
Major items of work completed at the Cole School during 1964 
were: 


Repair of roof and roof flashings 

Interior painting in the corridors and kitchen 

The installation of a roof drain 

The replacement of defective tiles and one molding 

The replacement of certain flushometers and wornout 
plumbing fittings. 


The Curriculum 


The school curriculum is in a continual state of review, 
development, and change. Curriculum guides were developed 
in all major areas over a period of time starting in 1961. How- 
ever, efforts are being made already to review these, to incor- 
porate changes, to keep these as current as possible. Curricu- 
lum committees are active in four areas at this time, English, 
mathematics, science, and programmed learning. These com- 
mittees consist of teachers from both Topsfield and Boxford, 
representing various grade levels. A principal serves as chair- 
man in each case. The committees will prepare recommenda- 
tions for submission to the administration and the school com- 
mittee. 

The English Committee is re-writing that guide with 
special emphasis being given to the development of a com- 
prehensive sequential analysis of the instructional program in 
connection with capitalization, punctuation, grammar, and cor- 
rect usage. In this particular endeavor, staff members from the 
elementary schools in Boxford, Middleton, and Topsfield, and 
the English Department of Masconomet Regional High School 
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are participating. Therefore, the completed sequential analysis 
will apply in all three towns and from Grades 1-12. 


The Science Committee is concerned primarily with the 
reorganization of major units at the various grade levels to 
make possible a more intensive treatment of a few given topics 
at a specific level, rather than a more superficial treatment of all 
phases at each grade level. An outgrowth which will hopefully 
eventuate is the provision of time for and the direction 
of effort toward a greater concern with the scientific method, 
the sense of discovery, and the development of basic principles 
and relationships. The study of science at any level must result 
in more than an accumulation of mere information. The fan- 
tastic growth of knowledge in this field and the early obsoles- 
cence of current information dictate that the best approach 
will be that which emphasizes basic principles, an attitude of 
scientific interest, and the ability to be self-educative. 


The Mathematics Committee is concerned with revising 
the curriculum guide, primarily to incorporate some of the ac- 
cepted principles of the so-called modern mathematics. This 
modern mathematics movement originated in the 1950’s and 
has made significant impact on the public elementary school 
arithmetic program in the middle 1960’s. Several universities 
have carried on research projects in this field, which have re- 
sulted in the development of various experimental mathe- 
matics programs. Some public schools are using these experi- 
mental materials, while others, including Boxford, have intro- 
duced new textbooks prepared by major educational publish- 
ers, which have incorporated some of the generally accepted 
concepts and topics from the various experimental programs. 
At the elementary level, arithmetic continues to be the major 
content. However, this instruction in arithmetic includes a 
more explicit and more systematic attention to the mathe- 
matical structure of arithmetic. More consideration is given to 
mathematical properties, to a more specific study of different 
sets of numbers, to a more precise use of mathematical terms. 
Basically, however, modern mathematics at the elementary 
level is an attempt to teach approximately the same content 
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as previously, but in a manner in which deeper insights into 
basic relationship will be derived. The key word in modern 
mathematics is “discovery.” Instruction is so geared that the 
student will discover for himself the principles, the relation- 
ship, the patterns involved. The objective is shifting from the 
development of a student who is computationally efficient to 
the development of a student who can think quantitatively. 

The fourth curriculum committee is investigating the field 
of programmed learning and/or teaching machines. Pro- 
grammed learning, reduced to simplest terms, is an attempt 
to make possible self-instruction by breaking a body of infor- 
mation into smaller components and to lead the learner from 
the elementary facts into more advanced phases of knowledge 
by asking for a response to a carefully planned series of ques- 
tions. The program is a body of information or concepts broken 
into small sequential units considered most conducive to ef- 
fective learning. Each unit requires a student response and 
immediately provides the learner with knowledge of the cor- 
rectness of his response. Pictures, graphs, and diagrams may 
be part of or supplement the program. 

A teaching machine, on the other hand, is the device for 
presenting a program a unit at a time. Often called a pro- 
grammed instructional device or auto-instruction device, it is 
merely a mechanical contrivance for presentation of a pro- 
gram. The program does the teaching. 

~ Teaching machines and programmed learning had their 
current origin with Dr. Skinner of Harvard University in the » 
early 1950’s. The first promotions of this approach emphasized 
the teaching machine almost to the exclusion of the program. 
More recently, the emphasis is properly being placed on the 
program itself. Many of the materials being developed now 
require no machine, but rely on using a slide or shield to cover 
answers or on locating answers on different pages from the 
questions. 

This movement must yet be considered in the experi- 
mental stage. There appear to be few programs, if any, which 
have been widely used and proven at the elementary school 
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level. However, there would seem to be great possibilities for 
the introduction of this approach into the classroom with 
highly beneficial results. There are several instances of certain 
programmed materials being used in local classrooms for sup- 
plementary purposes. It is expected that the Programmed 
Learning Committee will evaluate these materials and others 
available to prepare a recommendation as to those programs 
which would serve a real purpose here. 


Various special programs were continued during 1964: 


1. The Remedial Reading Program. Mrs. Dorothea D’ Agostino 
serves as a reading specialist, giving both remedial instruc- 
tion and assisting in the direction of the reading program 
in the classrooms. Emphasis in remedial reading is placed 
at the lower grade levels in an attempt to help the children 
before a deficiency in reading becomes too great a limiting 
factor, as it does by the time the children reach the inter- 
mediate grade level. Approximately 39 children meet with 
the reading specialist, usually in groups of 2 to 6 for three 
periods per week. This work is in addition to the child’s reg- 
ular reading instruction in his classroom. The aims in the 
remedial reading program are similar to those in the regular 
program and include the development of fluency, skill in 
phonetic analysis, structural analysis, and skill in reading 
for comprehension. 


One recognizable deficiency in our remedial reading 
program is found in the fact that virtually all the remedial 
effort is directed toward pupils whose progress in reading 
is below the class average. Little time remains for special 
help to be given to those children who may be progressing at 
an average rate but who apparently have the potential to 
be far above average. 


Under the direction of the reading specialist, an im- 
portant innovation in reading during 1964 was the introduc- 
tion of individualized reading into some of our middle grade 
classrooms. This program supplements the basal program. 
A group of books of literary merit are provided in the class- 
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rooms for pupils to read on an individual basis. The student 
discusses his reading individually with the teacher rather 
than in the traditional form of book reports. This approach 
makes it possible for a pupil to proceed at his own rate, 
provides an opportunity for many pupils to read widely and 
develop better literary tastes, and establishes a one-to-one 
relationship between pupil and teacher which is beneficial 
to both. 


2. School Adjustment Counsellor Program. Boxford shares the 
services of Miss Lois R. Crane, School Adjustment Coun- 
sellor, with the elementary school systems in Topsfield and 
Middleton. The major emphasis in this program has been 
in the area of early detection of those children who have 
difficulty in their group relationships, their achievement, 
or in obtaining a sufficient amount of satisfaction from 
their school experience. Through counselling with the indi- 
vidual child or his parents and through consultation with 
the teachers and principals, many of these pupils with in- 
cipient problems have been helped directly or by a referral 
to a proper agency. A second major emphasis in this pro- 
gram has been the use of the counsellor by teachers and 
principals as a consultant in specific and general problems 
of child behavior, particularly as it relates to classroom 
situations. 


Speech Program 


Boxford also shares the services of Mrs. Merlin Miller, 
remedial speech teacher, with Topsfield and Middleton. 
Mrs. Miller tests all first graders each year, plus those children 
referred by the teachers of the other grades. The present case 
load in Boxford is 25. Most problems are those of functional 
articulation, i.e. the inability to produce certain sounds cor- 
rectly, although no physical impairment is present. There are 
also some children who receive help for stuttering or poor 
voice quality. These children meet with the speech teacher 
once or twice each week for a period of twenty minutes either 
singly or in groups of four or less. Some fifteen (15) pupils 
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have been discharged from the program during the past year 
and a half as having overcome their speech problem. 


Kindergarten 


During the 1963-1964 school year a great deal of considera- 
tion was given to the incorporation of a public kindergarten 
program as an integral part of the elementary school organiza- 
tion. The advantages, costs, and procedures of such a program 
were studied in some detail and a tentative decision was 
reached to initiate a kindergarten program in September, 1964 
when classrooms would become available. However, at the re- 
quest of certain town officials, the committee reconsidered the 
matter and carried on an extensive survey of the residents to 
determine their opinion on the issue. The returns from this 
survey showed clearly that a large majority of the taxpayers 
opposed the establishment of a kindergarten program, primar- 
ily on the basis of impact on the town’s financial structure. 
Subsequently the plan for initiating the kindergarten program 
was dropped. 


Community Activities 


The school facilities continue to serve the public to a 
significant extent. Regular meetings of the School Committee 
and the School Building Committee are held in the Spofford 
Pond School. Town meetings and various public hearings take 
place at the Cole School. During the basketball season the gym- 
nasium at the Cole School serves the boy’s program sponsored 
by the Boxford Athletic Association, a men’s evening program, 
and the Masconomet junior varsity team for practice sessions. 
Regular meetings of the Boy Scouts and the Girl Scouts are 
held in the schools. The Parent-Teacher Association presents 
motion pictures periodically in the schools. The committee has 
been happy to encourage public use of the school facilities, 
which does not interfere with the education program or im- 
pose unreasonable costs upon the taxpayers. 

The two school libraries have received consideration in 
recent months in connection with the comprehensive review 
being made of the town library program. The schools have 
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participated in the recent town library survey carried on by 
two professional librarians. If the recommendations resulting 
from the survey point the way to more effective elementary 
school programs through close cooperation with the town 
libraries, it is hoped that such a relationship may develop. 

A series of Parent Study Group meetings were held for 
the first time this year. A group of parents met regularly with 
Superintendent Rouisse and Principal Ritchie to discuss public 
education in general and Boxford elementary education in 
particular. The discussions included such topics as the relation- 
ship of education to government at the local, state, and federal 
levels, the organization and operation of the local schools, and 
certain aspects of curriculum. 


School Lunch Program 


The growth of the school lunch program in Boxford was 
detailed in the 1963 Annual Report. A major change in 1964 
was the opening of a modern well-equipped lunch facility in 
the Spofford Pond School. This new kitchen and lunchroom 
was designed to serve not only the enrollment of the present 
ten-classroom plant but also to handle the lunch program at 
such time as the eventual expansion of the Spofford Pond 
School to a twenty-room plant reaches fruition. 

The cost of the meals to pupils remains at 25c. The National 
School Lunch Act provides a subsidy payment of 9c per meal 
and certain commodities for a small service charge. The pro- 
gram continued to be self-supporting in 1963-1964 as detailed 
below:

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Regional Cooperation 


Continuing attention is given to the maintenance of ef- 
fective cooperation among the three elementary systems in the 
region and between the elementary and the secondary levels. 
The three superintendents meet regularly to develop common 
policies and procedures wherever desirable and feasible. Ref- 
erence has already been made to some of the joint curriculum 
work in process. The three elementary systems share the servic- 
es of the school adjustment counsellor and the speech thera- 
pist. The transition from the sixth grade in the local schools 
to the seventh grade at the secondary level receives complete 
coordination from all involved. 

The three elementary systems have carried on a coopera- 
tive teacher workshop program during 1964. During the winter 
and spring terms Professor Martini of Salem State College 
presented a course in modern mathematics to the elementary 
teachers of the three towns. During the fall term, Professor 
LeBel has held a series of discussion meetings with teachers 
dealing with classroom behavior. 

A more tangible item of cooperation between Boxford and 
Topsfield was the two-year loan of some fifty (50) units of 
Topsfield’s pupil furniture to Boxford. This loan made it pos- 
sible for Boxford to defer the purchase of these items until 
the new school opening, thereby effecting a savings of several 
hundred dollars. 

The Masconomet Regional School Committee is composed 
of nine members, three from each member town. Two of the 
members from each town are elected directly by the voters 
for a three-year term. The third member from each town is 
elected annually by and from the membership of the local 
school committee and the member so-elected serves in a dual 
role. In view of the considerable work load this dual role en- 
tails and the more frequent change in membership result- 
ing from the annual election, consideration has been given to 
having all three members on the Masconomet Regional School 
Committee from each town elected by the voters for three-year 
terms, one to be elected each year. This proposed change was 
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initiated by the local school committees. The Masconomet 
Regional School Committee is taking the necessary steps to 
place this question on the warrants for the annual town meet- 
ings for consideration by the voters in view of the fact that this 
will constitute a change in the original regional agreement. 


Health Service 


Under the direction of Mrs. Mary Hunter, School Nurse 
and Dr. James Brackbill, School Physician, a comprehensive 
health program is carried on, especially in those areas relating 
to school progress. The height and weight of each child is 
recorded annually. I1l and injured children are provided for 
until their parents can assume the responsibility. Other servic- 
es include:

A Look To The Future 


Public education in the United States has undergone tre- 
mendous changes in the past three decades. Curriculum chang- 
es, new instructional organization, and new services have been 
generally well-publicized by the press and by the local school 
systems. References to such changes were made earlier in this 
report. Less publicized and recognized are changes in the legal 
and financial structure of public education. 

One such significant change has been a move toward in- 
creasing the size of the school districts through the merger of 
two or more smaller units. The number of school districts in 
the United States which once exceeded 100,000 was reduced to 
27,000 by the end of 1963. A further reduction in the number 
of districts is expected during the next decade. 

The federal government has become gradually more active 
in public education, a function which had traditionally been 
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the exclusive function of the states. The Office of Education 
has been expanded. Programs such as the National School 
Lunch Act, National Defense Education Act, the impacted 
areas program, and now the depressed areas legislation, which 
distribute federal money to local school districts, involve the 
federal government more closely in public education. Every 
indication points to a continuation of this trend. It would ap- 
pear that a nation-wide policy for public education will evolve 
even if we do not come to a national school system. 


Here in Massachusetts, the legislature established an Edu- 
cation Study Committee to make a comprehensive survey of 
public education in this commonwealth and report its findings 
and recommendations by December, 1964. This report has just 
been made public although the recommendations in ther en- 
tirety are not yet locally available. From newspaper accounts, 
it appears that recommendations include the provision of mas- 
sive amounts of new funds by the state government for public 
education, the reorganization of school districts to provide 
larger administrative units, the creation of a state board of 
education for higher education, and a re-structuring of the 
roles of the state department of education and the local school 
committees. 

At the local level too, we must continue to investigate, 
change, and adapt to maintain a momentum of progress. The 
changing relationship of the three levels of government in re- 
lation to public education; the increasing emphasis on the 
part of the national government that education is a matter of 
national policy; the increasing pressure from parents for more 
and better educational services dictate that one must maintain 
an attitude of alertness to what is happening in education gen- 
erally and be willing to progress on the local level. 

During the past few years, several programs have had 
their inception and have contributed to a more effective sys- 
tem. Such programs as remedial reading, remedial speech, the 
school adjustment counsellor service, and the school libraries 
have become reasonably well established and should make 
greater contribution in succeeding years. Beginnings have been 
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made in the incorporation of modern mathematics, of indi- 
vidualized reading, and other curriculum changes previously 
refered to. Other targets to guide our planning in the next few 
years should include:

The development of a non-graded organization. 


The provision of suitable space to serve the art and 
music program. 


The expansion of the physical education program to 
where all pupils have daily physical education. 


The development of the school library program to be- 
come an integral part of the academic program, includ- 
ing sufficient space and materials under the direction 
of a professional school librarian. 


The establishment of a special class for retarded chil- 
dren.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee has reviewed all of the 1965 
budget requests with the department heads and feels that an 
effort has been made to keep the operating costs at a low level. 
We feel that these requests are valid and reasonable. 

The operating cost of the Police Department is higher 
due to a full year’s operation involving full time police cov- 
erage for the town. The Fire Department budget is low in com- 
parison to the value of the real estate within the town. Over 
the past few years this department has been constantly im- 
proving their equipment and now compares most favorably to 
any town of its size. As the town continues to grow the cost 
of the central government will reflect this gradual growth 
but if its citizens demand more services the operating budget 
of the town will be increased substantially. 

Both the local and regional School Department budgets 
have gone up in an alarming manner. The local budget has 
increased 14.2 percent and the regional operational and gross 
maintenance budget has increased 21.7 percent. This is some- 
what due to the fact that both departments are now operating 
their new school units for the first full year. The citizens of 
Boxford should recognize that the school operation costs more 
than 80 percent of the town budget. They should learn about 
the operation of the schools in order to satisfy themselves 
that their money is being wisely spent. If they feel their money 
is not wisely spent they should communicate their thoughts to 
the duly elected school committee members. 

In the past year the Board of Assessors have re-appraised 
all dwellings and buildings in the town. They did not enter into 
any contract for an aerial survey but preferred to engage a lo- 
cal surveyor to plot the real estate of the town on scale maps. It 
is imperative that this mapping be completed without great 
delay because of a potential loss of taxes to the town. The 
records of the assessors show that substantial work has been 
done in this field. 

The Finance Committee recommends that the Selectmen 
appoint a study committee to interview various town officials 
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and departments for their office space or storage requirements. 
This committee should evaluate these needs and make the 
necessary recommendations as to whether the existing town 
buildings be repaired, altered or new constructions be made. 

The Finance Committee also recommends that a study 
committee be appointed by the Selectmen to investigate the 
possibility of the town securing the water rights to some of 
the larger Ponds. In the future there will be a water shortage 
and the town should protect its own interests and not lose the 
water rights to some neighboring community.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, MARCH 1, 1965 


250 voters of the Town of Boxford met at the Masconomet 
Regional District School at 8 P.M. for the annual town meet- 
ing. William J. Greenler, Jr., opened the business meeting after 
a brief prayer by Reverend Arthur White. The articles of the 
warrant were disposed of as follows: 

Article 1. Voted to accept the reports of the various town 
Officers and Committees as printed in the Town Report. 

Article 2. Voted to adopt the suggested budget without 
change. 

Article 3. Voted to appropriate $2,500.00 for the main- 
tenance of Road Machinery, said amount to be transferred 
from the Road Machinery Fund. 

Article 4. Voted to appropriate $15,000 for the Reserve 
Fund, said amount to be transferred from Overlay Reserve. 

Article 5. Voted to authorize the Town Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to 
time, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year begin- 
ning January 1, 1965, and to issue a note, or notes therefor, 
payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes as 
may be given for a period of less than one year in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 

Article 6. Voted to pass over.

and originally equipping school buildings as shall be neces- 
sary for the projected elementary school population of the 
Town, locating and recommending the securing of options 
upon suitable tracts of land, and obtaining professional 
and technical assistance; said committee to report its rec- 
ommendations to the Town at each Annual Meeting and to 
the Board of Selectmen at other times as may be appro- 
priate. 

B. Voted as follows: 

a. The present terms of office of the members of the 
School Building Committee at large shall expire on 
March 31, 1965. 

b. The Board of Selectmen, before April 1, 1965, shall 
appoint 4 members at large to the School Building 
Committee from registered voters residing in the 
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Town of Boxford, one for a term expiring March 31, 
1966, one for a term expiring March 31, 1967, one for 
a term expiring March 31, 1968 and one for a term 
expiring March 31, 1969. 

c. In March 1966 and in March each succeeding year, 
the Board of Selectmen shall appoint one member at 
large to the School Building Committee from regis- 
tered voters residing in the Town of Boxford for a 
term expiring March 31 four years later.

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, JUNE 4, 1965 


The voters of the Town of Boxford met at the Harry L. 
Cole School at 8:15 P.M. on June 4, 1965 with 51 voters attend- 
ing. After a moment of silent prayer, the business meeting was 
opened by William J. Greenler, Jr., moderator. The articles 
of the warrant were disposed of as follows: 

Article 1. Milton E. Lord representing the libraries of 
the town, made a report on the progress made toward conver- 
sion from private to semi-public institutions. It was voted that 
the article be passed over until the next town meeting when 
concrete action would be presented to the town. 

Article 2. Voted to appropriate the sum of $502.50 re- 
ceived in State Aid for Libraries for the use of the public 
libraries in the town, with 60% going to the East Parish 
Library and 40% to the West Parish Library. 


Article 3. Voted to raise and appropriate $100.00 for the 
purchase of speed control signs. 

Article 4. Voted to raise and appropriate $23.39 for the 
1965 census account. 


Article 5. Voted to accept as a public way or street, a 
way shown on plan of Harlan P. Kelsey Inc., subdivision off 
Chapman Road and Camp Ground Road alongside lot #11 on 
said plan, also on plan drawn for William E. Dorman, accepted 
by the Planning Board on 5-17-65, the way as shown 300 ft. to 
and including the turn around, to be known as Chapman Way; 
and voted to accept the sum of $1,600 offered by Mr. William 
Dorman and to appropriate the same for the Highway Depart- 
ment for the purpose of improving the said road. 


Article 6. Voted to accept the legacy, when paid, of 
$2,000 for library purposes contained in Article III, Section 
(gg) of the Mary Stacy Holmes Trust. 


Article 7. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,000.00 to finance a plan of contributory group life insurance 
and hospital, surgical, and medical insurance for town officers 
and employees and their dependents under General Laws, 
Chapter 32B, accepted at the March Town Meeting. 
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Article 8. Resolved that the voters of the town should be 
informed more fully as to the time and place of any Town 
business meeting. 

Voted to adjourn at 8:45 P.M.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, DECEMBER 17, 1965 


The voters of the Town of Boxford met at the Harry Lee 
Cole School at 8 P.M. on December 17, 1965 for a special town 
meeting. After a brief prayer by the Rev. Arthur White, the 
meeting was called to order by William J. Greenler, Jr., mod- 
erator. The action taken on the various articles of the warrant 
was as follows: 

Article 1. Voted to accept the report of the Library 
Trustees of the two libraries as printed in a brochure and dis- 
tributed to the voters of the town. 

Article 2. Voted unanimously that the town establish a 
town agency to be known as the Trustees of the Boxford Town 
Library, under Section 10 of Chapter 78 of the General Laws 
as follows: 

(1) said trustees shall be nine in number to be elected by 
the town at each annual election, three each year for 
terms of three years; except that at the first election 
after the adoption of this vote there shall be three 
elected to serve three years, three to serve for two 
years, and three to serve for on year; 

(2) said trustees shall be charged by the town with pro- 
viding public library service to residents of the entire 
town, within such budgetary provision as may be 
voted by the town; 

(3) said trustees shall have full authority to appoint and 
dismiss a town librarian, and such assistants, and em- 
ployees as may be necessary; 
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(4) said trustees shall have full power to negotiate and 
conclude on behalf of the town appropriate contract- 
ural arrangements with libraries or library associa- 
tions upon terms mutually satisfactory and acceptable 
for the maintenance, operation, and use of the library 
premises, book collections, and other library facilities 
belonging to said libraries or associations, or make any 
other arrangements appropriate and necessary for the 
provision of public library service to the town as a 
whole, subject always to the availability of budgetary 
provisions for the same as voted by the town. 


Article 3. Voted to appropriate $500.00 for Road Mach- 
inery Maintenance, said amount to be transferred from the 
Road Machinery Fund. 


Article 4. Voted to make the following transfers of 
funds: 


$1400.00 from Disability Assistance to Veterans’ Benefits 
900.00 from Insurance to Veterans’ Benefits 


63.15 from Moth Suppression to Dutch Elm Disease 
Control 


37.20 from Town Reports to Community House 
100.00 from Town Reports to Selectmen’s Highway Fund 


100.00 from Public Grounds to Selectmen’s Highway 
Fund 


150.00 from Inspector of Slaughtering to Plumbing In- 
spector 


300.00 from Interest on Loans to Board of Health 
200.00 from Insurance to Board of Health 


Article 5. Voted to appropriate the sum of five hundred 
dollars from available funds to acquire an interest in a certain 
area of land on Middleton Road for Highway Purposes, said 
land owned by Mrs. Dunbar Lockwood. 
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Article 6. Voted to pass over. 
Article 7. Voted to adjourn at 8:40 P.M. Sixty voters 
were present at the meeting.

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‘REPORT OF BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


Increasing construction activity in the Town, and review 
of approximately 100 dwelling units resulted in a busy year for 
the Board of Assessors. The work of the Board required regu- 
lar weekly meetings on Tuesday evenings, and week-end wth 
on all or part of approximately 25 Saturdays. 


Work progressed quite well on the town mapping project 
which is being handled by Robert B. Parkhurst, Registered 
Engineer. | 


Representatives of the local Board attended monthly ses- 
sions of the Essex County Assessors Association classes of in- 
struction which were held at Danvers. This afforded us the 
opportunity to discuss mutual problems with other assessors 
in Essex County and to receive the advice of experts in the 
various fields of property valuation and assessing work. 


One problem which continues to plague the local Board 
and some local taxpayers involves the failure of taxpayers to 
submit Forms of List and applications for abatements and 
exemptions within the time limits set forth by law. Taxpayers 
who do not file the required forms within the specified time 
limit are not entitled to relief. It is the request of this Board 
that all taxpayers note carefully the provisions of their tax 
bills and other notices which are posted at the Town Hall and 
noted in the local newspapers pertaining to the filing of lists 
and applications for relief. The largest volume of applications 
for abatement involves those relating to the motor vehicle 
excise tax. The Board requests that all taxpayers make an 
effort to fully complete the forms before filing them.

Circulation during the year remained about the same as 
for the previous — over 11,000, of which 4,180 were juvenile. 
The Regional Bookmobile provided nearly 4,000 and enabled 
the staff to fill special requests or provide supplementary 
material for students. Books purchased totalled 407 and in- 
cluded a 20-volume 1965 encyclopedia. 175 gift books were 
added, making a total of 582. Library hours were extended 
from 9 to 15 hours per week, and evening hours were insti- 
tuted. 

The comprehensive survey of the town’s library needs was 
completed and circulated to all voters prior to the annual 
town meeting on March 1, 1965. It has provided objectives for 
a good deal of this year’s activities in our library. 

In October, Mrs. Clayton Rock of Topsfield was engaged 
on a part-time basis to begin the weeding urgently recom- 
mended in the library survey and during the balance of the 
year 1,605 books were withdrawn, other books cleaned, re- 
paired and marked. Under Mrs. Rock’s able guidance, volun- 
teers contributed some hundred hours of work on this project 
which will continue through the winter. Missing or worn-out 
classics in the fiction section have been replaced or are on 
order. 
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At the town meeting in March, funds were appropriated 
for use by the libraries and the Trustees were asked to prepare 
and present a plan for a publicly-elected group to administer 
future town funds appropriated for library purposes. Accord- 
ingly the Trustees of the two libraries met jointly, studied the 
needs and pertinent laws, and at a special town meeting on 
December 17th a plan was presented and accepted by the 
voters calling for creation of a board of nine trustees to be 
known as Trustees of the Boxford Town Library. They will 
assume responsibility for providing library service for the en- 
tire town, with power to appoint a Boxford Town Librarian 
and such assistants as may be necessary, and with authoriza- 
tion to enter on behalf of the Town into arrangements for the 
use of existing private library facilities. The Trustees of the 
Boxford Village Library look forward to the development of 
the new program of library service for the entire town, uniting 
therein the public libraries and the public schools, which will 
now be made possible in the near future with town financial 
Support and under the direction of the newly-elected Town 
Library Trustees. 

During the year close cooperation has been maintained 
with the library programs of both Masconomet and the Cole 
and Spofford Schools, in order to make it easier to meet stu- 
dent needs. 

The Couples Club of the First Congregational Church con- 
tributed funds from a dance. Friends of the Library continued 
their summer book sales in the barn and purchased new light- 
ing fixtures, a vacuum cleaner, and other needed items. Many 
individuals gave time to the library. The Trustees warmly ap- 
preciate the contributions and interest of our friends who have 
done so much toward improving our library facilities.

REPORT OF 
THE BOXFORD CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


With the increasing public awareness of the importance 
and immediate need for good conservation practices, groups 
on the national, regional and local levels have gathered forces 
to study the problems and take appropriate action in connec- 
tion with the protection and best use of our natural resources. 

Members of the Boxford Conservation Commission have 
been asked to join with such groups as the Ipswich River 
Watershed Council, the Essex County Green Belt Association, 
and the newly formed Parker River Watershed Council in 
various meetings throughout the year. 
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Plans have been made to have a joint meeting of the gov- 
erning bodies of the town to consider the feasibility of having 
an inventory of our water resources and a soil survey map 
prepared by the U. S. Department of Agriculture, Soil Conser- 
vation Service. 

In February we were asked to participate in “Liberty Tree 
Day” sponsored by the Massachusetts Roadside Council. Trees 
were donated locally and plantings were made at the Holyoke- 
French house, the Church grounds, West Boxford and the 
Spofford Pond School. 

Boxford Conservation Commission members attended 
various hearings of the Zoning Board of Appeals to make rec- 
ommendations as requested by the Planning Board throughout 
the year. 

Inspection of two gravel operation sites were made and 
the findings were made known to the Planning Board with 
recommendations made in one instance to correct unsatisfac- 
tory conditions on the property. 

Studies are continuing on the sources of the Parker River 
within the boundaries of Boxford, and efforts to secure ease- 
ments, water rights or outright grants to such watershed or 
floodplain areas have begun to bring cooperation on the part 
of several owners of these areas. Two gifts to the Town of Box- 
ford have been promised this year. 

The Conservation Commission is authorized to accept and 
administer land given to the Town for conservation areas. 
Owners of marshlands, streams or swampy areas bordering 
brooks and ponds are urged to consider making an outright 
gift or giving an easement on these areas to the Town.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Boxford followed a national trend last year in its housing 
pattern. While lower cost residential units declined generally, 
activity picked up in the more expensive homes. Sixty-five 
new dwellings were reported in our town, a record. 

The Board conducted four public hearings, held seven 
meetings and approved three subdivisions creating 34 new lots. 


BOXFORD TOWN REPORT 43 


Lots processed with minimum frontage requirements not 
requiring formal approval totalled 20. 

One change was made in subdivision regulations providing 
suitable locations within new neighborhoods for dry hydrants. 

The golf course, now under construction on the former 
Holmes property, was approved. 

Opposition to the State-owned park on Baldpate Pond was 
expressed by the Board on the grounds that the area was too 
small to support a heavy influx of non-residents and the ques- 
tionable bacteria count which at one time nearly resulted in 
closing the pond to bathing. 

While Boxford, from a consideration of orderly growth and 
increase in property values, appears far better off than neigh- 
boring communities, the Board feels a long range need for 
zoning laws that would encourage neighborhood parks, recrea- 
tion facilities and green belts. A study of cluster zoning is 
underway toward this end. This instrument would preserve 
the same density but would permit fewer new roads and re- 
duced service costs to the town. It is a complicated subject 
which will require lengthy research.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Recreation Committee reports to the town on the 
following: 

SWIMMING: The impetus for the creation of our com- 
mittee was lack of a town-owned swimming area. It is a source 
of much concern to us, that acquiring such facilities is not in 
the immediate future. 

Upon our recommendation, the town purchased 21 acres on 
Baldpate Pond in January 1962. However, cost of developing 
roads, parking area and beach would be so excessive, that in 
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light of other more necessary capital expenditures, no actual 
planning has been done. 

Subsequently, an offer from Dr. M. Shulman and Mr. M. 
Alpers was made to the town at the time of rezoning the 
Baldpate area as follows — “... it is the intention of the de- 
velopers to arrange for some type of town swimming facility 
in the upper left hand corner where Baldpate Road meets 
Baldpate Pond, near the present beach area.” 

The Baldpate Swimming area presently operated by the 
Couples Club of First Congregational Church provides a most 
needed facility for the town. However, improvements are 
necessary, and enlargements of the existing beach almost man- 
datory by the number of people using the beach. The Recre- 
ation Committee is unable to offer any financial aid, as tax col- 
lected funds may not be spent to improve privately owned 
property. 

The committee was greatly dismayed to learn that the 
State will be able to accomplish for all residents of Massachu- 
setts, what Boxford was not able to accomplish for its own 
residents — a swimming area on Baldpate Pond. 

BASEBALL: The Committee completed the original plans 
for the Little League Field at Spofford Pond School with the 
addition of a backstop. The field at the Gardner Morse School 
was improved, and both fields were maintained through the 
summer months, making them available as play fields after 
conclusion of the organized Little League activities. Both fields 
will require continual improvement and maintenance. 

The field at the Harry Lee Cole School is in need of im- 
provement. However, this field is used as a playground for the 
elementary school grades, and the almost constant use by both 
school and Little League make reseeding it impractical, if not 
impossible, at this time. 


HOCKEY AND ICESKATING: The hockey and ice skat- 
ing rinks continue to present problems of maintenance to the 
committee. The lack of a convenient and dependable source of 
water in conjunction with lack of proper ice clearing equip- 
ment creates constant and changing problems of maintenance. 
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The Winter of 1965 found no water in either skating area be- 
cause of the drought. Lack of water supply prevented flooding 
the area once the ground was frozen, a temporary measure at 
best. 


BASKETBALL: The outdoor courts at Cole and Morse 
Schools are in almost constant usage. The committee has re- 
ceived requests to provide lights at the Morse School, so that 
the court there may be used for even longer hours. 


FOURTHYOR SUEY. The committee sponsored a Steer- 
ing Committee headed by Mr. Charles Killam for the 1965 
celebration. This was considered most successful by the resi- 
dents of Boxford. The Committee plans to continue this cele- 
bration as an annual event. 


PLANNING: This was considered to: be the most im- 
portant project for the very near future. The creation of facili- 
ties necessary for recreational pursuits by either developing 
presently owned land or planning for future acquisitions would 
seem to be too important an issue not to seek out the best ad- 
vice we can find. The Committee therefore is requesting funds 
from the town so that this may be accomplished.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The communicable diseases reported to the Board of 
Health during 1065 are as follows:

On May 22nd, a clinic was held for vaccinations. A number 
of people attended and received immunization as follows: 


Measles 40 
Polio 125 
Small pox 30 


Another clinic was held on June 5th at which time 17 re- 
ceived measles vaccine, 44 poliomeylitis and 38 small pox. 

A suplus of all vaccines remaining after the clinics, was 
administered to adults and children on appointment with Dr. 
Brackbill and Mrs. John Hunter, the school nurse, but the 
exact figures are not obtainable. 

A Rabies clinic was held at the Town Hall on May Sth at 
which time 110 dogs were inoculated. 

Licenses were granted during the year as follows: Recrea- 
tional Camps, Slaughter, Milk Dealers, Milk Producers, Manu- 
facturers of Ice Cream, and Oleo. 

This Board has been concerned for many years with the 
importance of immunizing all adults to certain infectious 
diseases. The recent television National Health Quiz (part II) 
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revealed that over half the participants thought that one vac- 
cination for small pox conferred a life long immunity. This is 
quite far from the truth and with the increasing travel abroad, 
it is quite important to keep in mind that no one can return to 
the United States without a vaccination certificate showing 
proof of vaccination within a period of three years. This re- 
quires an official Board of Health certificate which may be 
obtained from Miss Perley at the Town Hall. 

There has been placed on file in the Selectmen’s room a 
manual from the U.S. Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare giving information concerning immunization for inter- 
national travel. Any one contemplating a foreign journey par- 
ticularly to Asiatic, African and Mideastern countries is urged 
to consult this well in advance of departure, in order to obtain 
the necessary inoculations by their physician. Whether adults 
are contemplating foreign travel or not, they are urged to heed 
this advice concerning small pox vaccine. Any adult who has 
never had measles should certainly receive immunization. This 
is also true of poliomeylitis. 

Your attention was called to the fact that bats can carry 
rabies in our report for 1961. In our last year’s report, the 
statement was made that bats seen in the day time sitting 
immobile on a rock undoubtedly are sick animals and should 
be collected with great care to be tested for rabies. A recent 
report issued by the State Board of Health stated that during 
the period of July, 1962 through December 1963, 520 bats were 
collected from 56 different sites in southern New England. A 
total of 8 positives were detected only 3 of which were dead 
or obviously sick at the time of collection. The others showed 
no sign of ill health. All the positive bats came from eastern 
Massachusetts and as indicated in our report last year, a total 
of 12 rabid bats were identified. A review of the 1964 report is 
suggested. 

As stated in the 1964 report, there were no cases of rabies 
in the human since 1935 and no rabid dogs were found from 
1949 to the date of our report. In November of this year, one 
rabid dog was found in Rhode Island which resulted in a re- 
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quirement that all dogs must be leashed and receive rabies 
vaccine and wear a metal tag indicating the date of inoculation. 

The problem of the disposal of waste is a very serious one 
throughout the land. Boxford is fortunate in having a dump 
which is relatively isolated with soil that provides good drain- 
age and which can also be removed for fill so that the dump 
area is increased each year. One serious problem has been 
brought about by the disposal of brush and large stumps 
brought in by contractors working in the village. It has been 
decided to follow the example of Topsfield and make a charge 
of $2.00 for a load of brush and $5.00 for a load of stumps. This 
will only partially defray the expense of burning. It will be 
necessary to employ Mr. Alerson Noyes more days per week 
to supervise the dump. These fees will help to offset his in- 
creased stipend and the cost can be passed on by the builder 
to the homeowner. 

All housewives are strongly urged against mixing garbage 
with the trash taken to the dump. All tin cans containing 
particles of food should be carefully rinsed so that the rat 
population will not explode.

Gentlemen: 
This is my report for the year 1965: 

In the course of this past year, I completed final inspec- 
tions of 69 sewage disposal installations at new homes. In ad- 
dition, there was one entire system renovation and there were 
new systems completed at the addition to the Masconomet 
Regional School, the Camelot Swim Club, Camp Rotary, and 
the West Boxford Fire Station. Before these were finally ap- 
proved, due consideration was given to the relative locations 
of wells and sources of contamination in the areas. Four per- 
mits were revoked due to the expiration of time allowed in 
the granting of the permits; five permits were refused because 
of unsatisfactory conditions. 

Water samples were taken from the Spofford Pond School, 
a residence where special conditions were suspected, and from 
the various wells and swimming areas of recreational camps 
in the town. pH determinations were made at the two semi- 
public swimming pools. There, results of all 16 samples showed 
safe conditions. 

In the course of the summer, I inspected the new swim 
club and the recreational camps. Some required reinspections 
before all provisions of “The Sanitary Code” were met. 

Among the miscellaneous activities were inspections of 
the nursing home, and conferences on well locations. There 
were occasional complaints that required investigation.

Boxford’s case count remains the same with a change in 
distribution of the type of categorical assistance. Medical costs 
continue to be a large item, but are slightly reduced from 1964:

Nursing homes are 78% of the figure, costing $6,745 for 
the year; next are hospitals, 12.2%, costing $1,217.02; next, 
drugs, 7.2%, costing $728.82; then doctors, 2.5%, costing $250.00; 
dentists, 2.4%, costing $234.00; and the balance to out-patient 
departments, visiting nurse, laboratory fees, ambulance, foot 
doctors, ete. 


1965 saw the passage of many amendments to the Social 
Security Act, and of specific interest is the provision of Medi- 
care for all persons over 65, whether or not these persons ever 
contributed to Social Security. To be eligible, a person must 
register before March 31, 1966. This will entitle him to the basic 
hospital plan. In addition, the payment of $3.00 per month, be- 
ginning July 1, 1966, will entitle him to additional medical 
coverage — primarily, physicians’ services. This payment will 
be matched by the Federal Government. 

There are many provisions and conditions to be met for the 
various benefits, and time limits set for periods of eligibility. 
The Social Security Offices have pamphlets available explain- 
ing the coverage, and your local Welfare Office will be glad 
to answer questions in regard to details. 


Medicare will, in the future, have an effect upon the 
present costs of hospital care, nursing home care, doctors’ 
visits, nursing visits, and some medical equipment. This can- 
not presently be estimated as the conditions for eligibility 
would exclude present nursing home cases. However, between 
the Federal Medicare Insurance Program, and the public as- 
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sistance categorical program, the needs of our elderly citizens 
in times of illness will be met. 

Massachusetts has a comprehensive Medical Care Program 
for all categories of assistance, and emphasis for adequate sup- 
portive and preventive medical care are an accepted way of 
life in public welfare here. 

The Director wishes to thank all of the town officials, and 
the townspeople, for their help and cooperation in the past 
year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Our population has increased by approximately 200 each 
year since 1955, which means there are three times as many 
people in town now than there were ten years ago. This makes 
greater demands for all kinds of services. It is fortunate, how- 
ever, that our new residents are very desirable citizens who 
are fond of the town and seem happy to be here. 

The 1965 State Census was taken by several ladies of the 
town, and the official figure for the population is 3,004. 

There was an “Open House” at the new location of the 
Central Essex Welfare District office in Middleton Square. 
Members of the Welfare Boards and their wives attended from 
Topsfield, Middleton and Boxford. 

The Selectmen accepted an invitation to attend a meeting 
of the Boston Regional Planning Board which was held in the 
Town Hall in Methuen. The topic of the meeting was “Trans- 
portation.” 

In February the Topsfield-Boxford Thrift Shop, operated 
by the Topsfield-Boxford Community Club for the benefit of 
the community nurse, had a grand opening at the new and 
more commodious quarters on Main Street in Topsfield. 

During the year there were minor repairs made at the 
Community House; repairs and improvements were made at 
Lincoln Hall, and the floor in the upper hall at the Town Hall 
was varnished in preparation for the weekly dancing classes 
and the front steps were repaired. 

On April 19th, tree planting ceremonies took place at the 
Historical House, Lincoln Hall, and the Spofford Pond School. 
The trees were a gift from Mr. Greenwood and the one at the 
Historical Society House is a thornless locust, an oak at Lincoln 
Hall and a linden at the Spofford Pond School. 

The Town was represented at a hearing in Boston regard- 
ing prices paid for rock salt which is used for snow and ice re- 
moval by the Highway Department. 

In April there was a Civil Defense Conference for this area 
held at Holiday Inn on Route 114, Lawrence, to discuss emer- 
gency communications, etc. 
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A seminar was held at Colonial Inn in Lynnfield sponsored 
by the DuPont Company with an illustrated lecture on road- 
side and public grounds improvement, including brush cutting, 
landscaping, and what to use and not to use in pesticides. 

A 1958 Cadillac ambulance was purchased which is to be 
serviced by the firemen and kept at the West Boxford Fire 
Station. The old 1954 ambulance was sold at auction for the 
sum of $140.00. 

Two hospital beds, mattresses and other articles were re- 
ceived from the Holmes estate and are stored in the Aaron 
Wood School to be available to any resident of Town. 

The Town adopted a life and hospital insurance plan 
available to employees who work 20 hours or more per week. 
The life insurance is with the Salem Five Cents Savings Bank 
and the hospital service is with Blue Cross-Blue Shield. 

On behalf of the Recreation Committee, a meeting with 
Mr. Savoy of the New England Power Company was arranged 
to discuss the possibility of using the 49% acres south of 
Hovey’s Pond, owned by the Power Company, for recreation 
purposes. 

In June, several residents of Town took part in the cele- 
bration of the 325th anniversary of the City of Haverhill. The 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen extended the greetings 
of the Town. 

On July 3rd, there was a formal opening of the Camelot 
Swim Club, a new recreation area off Route 97, east of Route 
95. 

The annual Fourth of July parade and celebration was the 
best ever. 


In August a routine audit by the State Bureau of Accounts 
was made. 


A permit to the Michaud Bus Line was granted for bus 
service to Boston via Route 97 from Georgetown to Route 95. 


A meeting was held in the Boxford Town Hall with repre- 
sentatives of the Northern Essex and North Shore Mental 
Health Associations in order to make final arrangements to 
transfer the Town from the Haverhill area to the Salem area 
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so that all Masconomet students would be served in the same 
district, since both Topsfield and Middleton were in the North 
Shore area. 

Discussions have been held here and in Topsfield regarding 
a communication system which would include Civil Defense, 
Fire, and Police calls. 

During the year a section of Washington Street in West 
Boxford Village was hot-topped under Chapter 90 Mainten- 
ance, and late in the year a section of Topsfield Road was done 
using Selectmen’s Highway Funds. 

Under Chapter 90 Construction an adjustment in the guard 
rail and driveway at the Dole Hill entrance was made which 
makes the approach safer and more satisfactory. 

The 1965 layout for Middleton Road has been completed 
and the balance of the appropriation remains to continue work 
on this road in 1966 under Chapter 90 Construction. 

Under Chapter 81, beside the usual maintenance of second- 
ary roads, oiling and sanding where necessary, a major im- 
provment was made at the intersection of Kelsey Road and 
Route 97. 

Under the Selectmen’s Highway Fund an extension of the 
culvert at the intersection of Glendale Road and Main Street 
was constructed, widening Glendale Road. 

Under a fund set up by Mr. William E. Dorman, a short 
section of Chapman Way adjacent to Chapman Road was made 
90 feet wide as required by the Town and was accepted as a 
public way.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The School Building Committee, formed in 1960, operated 
on a “building project” basis until the annual Town Meeting 
in March, 1965. In the 1965 Town Meeting, it was voted, at the 
recommendation of the Committee, that there should be a per- 
manent committee of seven members; three chosen from the 
School Committee, and four to be appointed by the Selectmen. 
The committee was charged with the responsibilities of in- 
vestigating and planning for elementary school needs, sub- 
mitting recommendations at annual Town Meetings, and to 
the Board of Selectmen at other times as may be appropriate. 


The School Committee chose Messrs. Dana Bill, Robert 
Crandall, and Gordon Price as its representatives for 1965. 
The Board of Selectmen appointed Messrs, Frederick Monell, 
LeRoy Curtis, Dudley Watkins, and John Benson. At an or- 
ganizational meeting in the month of May, the Committee 
elected Mr. Monell as Chairman, Mr. Watkins as Vice-Chair- 
man, and Mr. Curtis, as Secretary. 


The Committee has met monthly, (with two exceptions) in 
1965. Most of its business has been approval of final bills and 
study of minor problems in the operation and maintenance of 
the Spofford Pond Building, which has been in use since 
September, 1964. Chief among these was the soot and smoke 
from the incinerator, which occasionally settled around the 
school. It was caused by certain atmospheric conditions and the 
land contour. The General Contractor extended the height of 
the incinerator flue by seven feet, which seems to have solved 
the problem. 


The annual pre-school census was conducted in October 
through the efforts of the Boxford Parent-Teacher Association, 
working in cooperation with the school administration. 


Using both the pre-school census figures and the element- 
ary school enrollment figures of the past five years, the school 
superintendent prepared a school enrollment projection for 
the next five years. The method of projection was a determi- 
nation of the five-year average annual numerical growth for 
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both the pre-school and in-school children and the application 
of these average growth figures to the current pre-school and 
in-school enrollments. School enrollment as of October Le LOG5: 
was 929 pupils. The projected enrollments and necessary 
classrooms are as follows:

Twenty-seven (27) classrooms are presently available 
at the Cole School, Spofford Pond School, Aaron 
Wood School, and the Gardner Morse School. 


A comparison of this new projection with that of earlier 
years shows that a more moderate growth has replaced the 
earlier rapid increases in pre-school and school enrollments. 
Previous projections had indicated a possible need for an ad- 
dition to the Spofford Pond School in 1967. However, at this 
time, it is agreed that additional facilities will not be required 
until sometime after that date. 


The above projections and conclusions are based on a 
continuation of the present economy and local conditions as 
they affect school population. A new projection will be pre- 
pared in the fall of 1966 and the entire matter reviewed again 
at that time. 


In November, Dudley Watkins resigned from the commit- 
tee. The Committee appreciates the valuable services Mr. 
Watkins has rendered as a member. 


Miss Perley has been preparing the final accounting report 
of our 1960 addition to the Harry Lee Cole School. This report 
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will be submitted to the Massachusetts School Building Assist- 
ance Commission for final approval.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
ESSEX COUNTY GREEN BELT ASSOCIATION* 


The importance of the preservation of our out-door en- 
vironment has been strongly stressed by the present adminis- 
tration. Conservationists have realized the necessity of keeping 
open spaces for the use of ourselves, our children and posterity. 
With the present-day urban sprawl, particularly on our eastern 
coast, the existence of green areas close to large urban centers 
are tremendously important. 

This Association was organized on J anuary 29, 1961 and its 
first objective was the preservation of Bald Hill, Boxford, a 
superb drumlin which had been purchased by an investment 
syndicate. In January, 1961, the Essex County Green Belt 
Association successfully sponsored legislation empowering the 
Department of Natural Resources to purchase this tract and 
also land in the surrounding area. In April, 1962, gifts and 
pledges of land in the Bald Hill area to the Essex County 
Green Belt Association totalled over 120 acres. The Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources initiated action leading to the pur- 
chase of Bald Hill and on December 20, 1964, the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts acquired 181 acres in Boxford and 
Middleton, including Bald Hill. This holding will be integrated 
with the Phillips Wildlife Sanctuary and the Boxford State 
Forest. The Essex County Green Belt Association now pro- 
poses to deed to the state its holdings within and adjoining 
state property. However, the deeds will contain a reversion 
clause to ensure that no future state administration will use 
this land for other than conservation purposes. 

At the urging of the Association, Representative Francis 
W. Hatch, Jr., of Beverly filed in the 1965 legislature a bill 
patterned after the coastal wetlands act to forbid the dredging 
or filling of marsh adjoining any inland waters unless the 
mayor or selectmen have been notified and permission ob- 
tained from the Department of Natural Resources. This bill, 
H. 3388 passed both the House and the Senate was signed into 
*Cost of printing defrayed by the Association. 
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law by Governor Volpe on March 29, 1965 and is known as 
Chapter 220, General Laws, 1965. The year 1965 also saw the 
passage of the Coastal Wetlands Bill which our organization 
strongly supported at the hearings. 

Acquisitions during the year 1965 consisted of 96 acres of 
land in Middleton, the gift of Louis A. Barett, 22 acres along 
the banks of the Parker River in Newbury given by Miss 
Isabel Hoopes. Our total holdings are now 260 acres and there 
have been many promises of more land by various owners. 

Our Association has been working in close coordination 
with other conservation organizations. We have affiliated with 
the Massachusetts Conservation Council, Massachusetts Forest 
and Park Association, Nature Conservancy, Massachusetts 
Roadside Council, the Mt. Greylock Protective Association 
and the Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commis- 
sions. 


One of us is a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Trustees of the Reservations. Another of us is a member of the 
executive committee of the Massachusetts Conservation Coun- 
cil and also a member of the Board of Directors of the Massa- 
chusetts Roadside Council. We are making every attempt to 
increase our affiliation with other groups interested in the 
problem of the preservation of the out-of-doors so that over- 
lapping activities can be brought closer together. We are 
working closely with the Massachusetts Audubon Society as 
well as the Department of Natural Resources of the Common- 
wealth. 


The Ipswich River Council of this organization has en- 
couraged the filing by Representative Francis Hatch, Jr. of a 
bill (H 1115) to establish an Ipswich River Commission which 
would form an unpaid organization with legal status. 


Our group has become associated with the Parker River 
Council which will attempt to salvage land along that river. 
This council is made up of two voting members of the Conser- 
vation Commission of each of the towns through which the 
Parker River flows and also two voting members from the 
E.C.G.B.A. 
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The Bay State circuit proposing a green belt extending 
from Newbury through Essex County running west of Boston, 
extending southward and eastward terminating in Marshfield 
and Duxbury was a dream of certain people for many years. 
The idea behind it was that it was a natural area relatively 
close to the large urban areas. By the act of the General Court 
of 1956, Chapter 631* such a plan was enabled. The lands held 
by the Essex County Green Belt Association would form an 
integral part of this project and it is to be hoped that various 
other private and public holdings in Essex County can be 
joined in accordance with this act. It is not widely known that 
this act exists but our association is interested in furthering 
its development. 

All gifts to the Association, including dues, have been 
designated tax deductible by the Internal Revenue Service.

REPORT OF THE BOXFORD WATER STUDY COMMITTEE 


Having been appointed to study the water resources of the 
town, we have found there is a widespread interest on the part 
of the residents of Boxford with regard to the water supply 
problem. This interest is along the lines of how long our sys- 
tem of individual water wells will be adequate. 

We have also concluded that there is no immediate desire 
or need to set up a municipal system; that is, to the extent of 
reservoirs and an actual distribution system. We have not 
made any study of a distribution system — costs or problems 
in laying pipes. 

We feel that it is desirable and necessary to plan and to 
protect the town’s water rights, water shed areas or sources 
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of water supply, so that if and when it becomes necessary to 
set up a municipal distribution system, the town will have 
available a source or sources of water. 

Basically there are two systems available to the town; 
surface water or well water. Both of these systems have cer- 
tain advantages. 

A surface system involves the taking of a large area for 
storage of water and adjacent water shed area. This has a very 
definite appeal from an aesthetic point of view as well as in 
consideration of the needs of conservation and recreation. 

Ground water or a well field system involves a smaller land 
taking and fewer land damage costs. It is generally agreed that 
this method is the less expensive for a town of our type. Our 
neighbors of Topsfield and Georgetown have developed such 
systems. 

In any event, there is an immediate need to determine 
where we would turn for a source of water supply should we 
need it. 

Because of the growth of our town, together with general 
economic appreciation, land and/or water storage facilities 
are becoming more expensive and less easy to obtain. We have 
experienced the loss of some ponds in Boxford to other com- 
munities. Of course any areas that become developed are lost 
as potential sources of water. 

It is our opinion that we must ascertain which area or 
areas are best suited for a water supply source. We have maps 
and other general information on potential or likely areas. We 
feel that in order to best protect our town, a professional sur- 
vey should be made to accurately determine the best sources 
of either ground water or water shed areas. 


Based upon a professional survey, we could reserve the 
land now owned by the town for water, or by purchase or land 
taking proceedings acquire the most suitable land for the pur- 
pose of a town water supply at a reasonable cost. 


Land which is taken by the town for the purpose of water 
supply will be protected from the development for other uses. 
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We feel that such land would be an asset a town would be 
justified in acquiring to hold for future use.

REPORT OF THE TOWN HALL COMMITTEE 
February 8, 1966 


The Committee appointed by the Selectmen pursuant to 
Article 22 of the warrant for the March 1, 1965, annual Town 
meeting has completed its study of the space requirements of 
the various Town Officers, Departments, and Boards. During 
its work the Committee reviewed the buildings currently 
owned by the Town and identified the existing spaces available 
to meet the Town’s requirements. Based on its study, the Com- 
mittee concludes that the existing facilities within the Town, 
if appropriately modified and properly utilized, are adequate 
to meet the current and foreseeable future requirements for 
offices and meeting places. 

The Committee recommends that the Town appropriate a 
sum of money for the purpose of obtaining engineering and 
architectural assistance regarding proposed modifications to 
the East Boxford Town Hall so as to provide needed filing 
Space and work areas for the Planning and Appeals Boards, 
the Finance Committee, the Gas, Building, Plumbing, and 
Wire Inspectors, and the Board of Assessors. 


The Committee offers the following specific suggestions: 

1. Construct a central hallway from the front lobby to the 
rear kitchen at such location as is found to be feasible. 

2. Close in the existing rear stairs, or provide other enclosed 
rear stairway access to the second floor. 

3. Partition the south meeting room, first floor, to form two 
offices with access to lavatories, the central hallway, and 
the main lobby, and with appropriate furnishings and files. 
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4. Complete appropriate interior painting concurrently with 
the construction work proposed for the first floor. 


5. Assign a secured space on the second floor, the balcony 
area to receive first consideration, for use as a storage area 
for records which must be retained but to which reference 
is seldom required. 

6. Engage a qualified individual to review and confirm the 
structural safety and security of the building when the 
partitioning and other modifications recommended above 
are completed. 


The Committee reviewed the current status and utilization 
of Lincoln Hall and determined that no renovations would be 
needed to that structure in the near future to meet Town re- 
quirements for office or meeting spaces. 

During the course of its work, the Committee determined 
that better utilization of space and record facilities could be 
achieved if the Town adopted the following recommendations: 


1. Institute a record retention and disposal program to re- 
move material from current files which is of little or no 
future use to the Town from a legal or historical stand- 
point. 

2. The individual Departments, Committees, and Boards 
should accept responsibility for scheduling and reserving 
meeting spaces in advance with the Town Hall so that they 
can be assured of having available facilities when re- 
quired. 


The Committee also recommends that the office space lo- 
cated in the building adjacent to the East Boxford Town Hall 
and formerly occupied by the Police Department be assigned 
to the Highway Department. 


For the foreseeable future, the Aaron Wood School ap- 
pears to the Commitee to be an adequate location for the Police 
Department. It is recognized, however, that the needs of that 
Department could probably not be fulfilled within any other 
facility currently owned by the Town. If and when the Aaron 
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Wood School is again to be used for school purposes, the Town 
should evaluate the then existing needs for Police Department 
facilities and take appropriate action to meet those require- 
ments.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Boxford for the period from May 22, 
1963, the date of the previous audit, to August 16, 1965, and 
submit the following report thereon: 

An examination and verification was made of the recorded 
transactions of the town as shown on the books of the depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money or committing bills for 
collection. 

The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked with the treasurer’s books and with the 
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records of the several departments collecting money for the 
town. 

The appropriations and transfers as entered in the ledger 
were checked with the town clerk’s record of appropriations 
and transfers voted by the town. The necessary adjusting 
entries resulting from the audit were made, and a balance 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared showing 
the financial condition of the town on August 16, 1965. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the records in the departments collecting 
money for the town and with other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury. The payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disbursement 
of town funds, and the cash balance on August 16, 1965 was 
verified by reconciliation of the bank balances with the state- 
ments furnished by the banks of deposit and by actual count 
of the cash on hand. 

Considerable time was spent in affecting a reconciliation 
of the treasurer’s cash and the treasurer’s bank accounts which 
had not been reconciled since the previous audit. In this con- 
nection it is urged that the treasurer prove the cash book bal- 
ance with the cash on hand and the bank balances at least 
weekly, and that the bank balances be reconciled promptly 
with the bank statements when received. 


The debt and interest payments made during the period 
covered by the audit were compared with the amounts falling 
due and checked with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the several trust funds in custody of the town 
treasurer, as well as those in custody of the trustees of the 
Jonathan Tyler Barker Free School Fund, were examined and 
listed. The income was proved, and all transactions were veri- 
fied and checked with the books of the town accountant. 

The tax title records in custody of the treasurer were 
examined and checked with the accounts of the collector and 
with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 
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The records of payroll deductions for Federal and State 
taxes, the county retirement system, and hospital and group 
life insurance premiums were reconciled with the accountant’s 
records, and the payments to the proper agencies were veri- 
fied. 


An examination was made of the books and accounts of 
the tax collector. The taxes and excise outstanding at the time 
of the last audit, as well as all subsequent commitments, were 
audited and compared with the assessors’ warrants. The com- 
mitment book postings were checked with the cash book 
record of collections, the abatements were checked with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the payments to 
the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s cash book. 


The outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the 
town accountant’s ledger, and were further verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, the replies received there- 
to indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


It is recommended that a prompt settlement be obtained 
of the delinquent tax accounts. 


The records of receipts of the town clerk on account of 
dog and sporting licenses were examined and checked, the 
payments to the town treasurer and to the Division of Fish- 
eries and Game being verified. 


The surety bonds furnished by the several town officials 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined 
and found to be in proper form. 


The accounts of the building inspector, plumbing inspec- 
tor, and wire inspector, and of all other departments collecting 
money for the town, were examined, checked, and reconciled 
with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, sum- 
maries of the tax, excise, and departmental accounts, together 
with schedules showing the condition and transactions of the 
trust and investment funds. 
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For the cooperation extended by the town officials during 
the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.

School Committee Operation 


The Committee held a total of twenty-two regular meet- 
ings and one special meeting during 1965. All meetings were 
held in the library of the Spofford Pond School. Regular meet- 
ings are scheduled for the second and fourth Thursdays of 
each month at 7:45 P.M. Meetings are open and the public is 
invited to attend. There has generally been press coverage and 
full accounts of committee activities have been reported in the 
local newspapers. Executive sessions have seldom been held 
and then only in matters requiring privacy and consistent with 
the open meeting statute. 

John S. Haywood has served as the representative of the 
local school committee to the Masconomet Regional School 
Committee; G. Dana Bill, Robert R. Crandall, and A. Gordon 
Price have served as members of the Boxford School Building 
Committee. 

Action taken by the three regional district towns in 1965 
has changed the original Masconomet Regional District Agree- 
ment so that all three members of the regional committee will 
be elected at large, rather than one member from each town 
being elected from the membership of the local school commit- 
tee. This change will become effective with the 1966 Town 
Election. 

Financial 

The October 1, 1965, pupil enrollment in the elementary 

schools stood at 525. This total, when compared with the 523 
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enrolled at the comparable date in 1964, marks the first time 
in several years in which there was not a significant increase 
in pupil enrollment. Enrollment projections, based on the re- 
cently completed pre-school census and school enrollment, 
predict a moderate increase to a total of 553 by October 1, 1966. 
Consequently, provision has been made in the budget for one 
additional teacher to be added for the 1966-1967 school year, if 
found necessary. 
The change in each major account is noted below:

The major increase is found in the Instruction Account, 
totalling $11,387. Virtually all of this increase is occasioned by 
teachers’ Salaries and results from the following factors: 


1. The impact for a full year of normal salary increments effective in 
September, 1965. 

2. The impact for the period of September-December, 1966 of normal 
salary increments effective in September, 1966. 

3. The impact for a full year of salary increases granted to be effective 
in September, 1965. 

4. The impact for the period of September-December, 1966 of salary 
increases granted to be effective in September, 1966. 

5. Th impact of salary for one additional teacher from September- 
December, 1966. 
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6. The provision for the first time of funds for a part time physical 
education instructor, which position was established in September, 
1965. 


Comments on other significant changes which may require 
explanation follow: 

1. The increase of $745. in the School Adjustment Counsellor 
Account reflects primarily that this program is now shared 
only by Topsfield and Boxford, whereas in previous years 
Middleton also shared in this program. There will also be an 
increase of $450 in state reimbursement resulting from this 
change. 

2. The decrease of $717. in the Regular Transportation Ac- 
count reflect the favorable bids received. The present 
three-year contract became effective in September, 1965. 

3- The increase of $847. in the Custodial Services Account re- 
sults from normal salary increments and the establishment 
of three full time custodial positions, effective September, 
1965, to replace two full time and two part time custodial 
positions. However this increase is partially affected by a 
decrease of $230. in the Reimbursable Janitors’ Salaries Ac- 
count made possible by the new arrangement. 

4. The increases of $1,060. in the Light and Power Account 
and of $625. in the Fuel Account reflect primarily insuf- 
ficient budgeting in these accounts for 1965 in connection 
with the full operation of the Spofford Pond School. 

d. The increase of $1,220. in the Acquisition of Equipment Ac- 
count is detailed in the following pages. The major expendi- 
ture is for a water filter for the Spofford Pond School to 
minimize an excessive amount of iron in that water supply. 


The average pupil enrollment is 524 for 1965. Therefore 
the gross per pupil cost, based on the appropriation of $243,347. 
is $464.40. Anticipated receipts in 1965, after an apportionment 
of Chapter 70 funds for secondary purposes, will total $71,398, 
giving a net per pupil cost of $328.14. 

The projected average enrollment for 1966 is 536 pupils. 
Dividing the 1966 appropriation of $259,059. by the projected 
average enrollment produces a gross per pupil cost of $483.32. 
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The estimated net per pupil cost after deducting estimated re- 
ceipts in 1966 of $70,964. is $350.92.

School Facilities 


Boxford enjoyed the happy circumstances during 1965 of 
having all its pupils housed in two very adequate structures. 
Eleven primary grade classes are held in the Cole School and 
ten upper grade classrooms are housed at the Spofford Pond 
School. All Spofford Pond School classrooms are in full use. 
There are two regular classrooms at the Cole School used on 
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a part time basis for remedial reading, art, and speech instruc- 
tion. The Morse School, which contains two standard class- 
rooms is not now in use. The Wood School, which also has two 
classrooms, was not scheduled for school use this year. Con- 
sequently at the request of the Boxford Police Department, 
permission was granted to that agency to use the Wood School 
as a police station on a temporary basis until the building is 
required again for school use. This arrangement became ef- 
fective in October and has worked very well for both groups. 

The matter of future school needs is under consideration 
by both the Boxford School Committee and the Boxford School 
Building Committee. The annual pre-school census was carried 
on by members of the Parent Teachers Association and pro- 
jections of pupil enrollment and school needs were developed 
by the school administration. These are detailed in the report 
of the Boxford School Building Committee. It appears that 
the growth rate has slowed radically from that of the early 
1960’s. The needs for new facilities may hopefully be postponed 
for a year or two beyond original plans. 

A continuing program has been carried on to maintain all 
structures in good operating and instructional condition. A 
major item was the reshingling of the roof of the Gardner 
Morse School. This roof had not been repaired since its origi- 
nal installation approximately twenty-five years ago. 


The Curriculum 


The school curriculum is a dynamic thing. During any 
given year certain aspects of the curriculum will be in the 
process of being reviewed or developed anew. Curriculum 
guides were developed in all major academic areas during the 
period from 1960 to 1962. During the 1964-5 school year cur- 
riculum committees were active in the fields of English, mathe- 
matics, science, and programmed learning. These committees 
consisted of teachers from both the Boxford and Topsfield 
staffs and represented various grade levels. A principal served 
as chairman in each case. As an outgrowth of the work of 
these committees, revised guides in the areas of English, 
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mathematics and science were presented to the individual 
school committees for their approval during the summer of 
1965. The revised guides were placed in the hands of the a 
ers for the opening of school in September. 


The new English guide was developed in coordination with 
staff members from the Middleton Elementary Schools and 
Masconomet Regional High School. The guide, therefore, is a 
unified guide for Grades 1-12 in the regional district. The major 
areas included within this guide are written communication, 
oral communcation, capitalization and punctuation, and gram- 
mar. In addition there is a special supplement on creative writ- 
ing. A special feature was the inclusion of much of the above 
material in the form of a sequential analysis chart, which pre- 
sented an extremely detailed listing of the English skills and 
the grade levels at which these skills are introduced, empha- 
sized, and reviewed. 


It is felt that the new mathematics guide will help in in- 
troducing pupils to the discovery of the logic and systematic 
progression of the number system. The stress will be more 
on reasoning and less on rote memory. Certain concepts will 
be introduced at earlier grade levels and greater emphasis 
will be placed on the precision of meaning in the language of 
mathematics. Experimentation and discovery will be encour- 
aged, and the attitude that learning mathematics can be a 
creative adventure will be fostered. More effective articulation 
from one grade to the next will be made possible by the inclu- 
sion in the new guide of a sequential analysis chart. With this 
chart, a teacher can see immediately what areas of mathe- 
matics are stressed at certain grade levels and which ones are 
stressed at other grade levels. This guide is a transition be- 
tween the traditional and the modern in mathematics. It is 
expected that the guide will be revised frequently as the 
mathematics program moves continually toward a more 
modern approach. 

The previous science curriculum had been based upon a 
spiral plan. That is, each of several topics was repeated at each 
succeeding grade level, incorporating increasingly complex 
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concept development. A survey and evaluation of that program 
indicated a need for not only a new curriculum but also for a 
new approach locally to the teaching of science. The new cur- 
riculum is a “block-style program” beginning at the third 
grade level. In the grades an exploratory, less structured type 
of approach is used. This new approach is designed to afford 
appropriate experiences in the biological, earth, and physical 
sciences at a level of concept difficulty applicable to the grade 
levels involved, and which can be explored in some depth. 
New materials which fit the specific local program have been 
purchased and put into use. In keeping with the objectives of 
the program, a “discovery” approach is used in instruction, 
emphasizing more pupil experimentation and less teacher 
demonstration. 

During the current school year there are again four cur- 
riculum committes working. One of these committees is con- 
tinuing the study of programmed learning. A second commit- 
tee is reviewing the social studies curriculum; a third commit- 
tee Is reviewing the procedure for reporting to parents on the 
progress of pupils; and the fourth committee is studying the 
so-called non-graded approach in schools. This term “the non- 
graded” is perhaps a misnomer. The primary concern here is 
to review the entire organizational structure to determine if 
there are better ways to bring about more continual pupil 
progress with the focus of the program on the child’s individual 
progress rather than on the graded organization. There are 
throughout the country many non-graded schools, although 
these vary widely in the program they present. It is hoped that 
through this study it may be determined whether certain 
programs have implication for the local system. If so, either 
minor adjustments to the present graded system might be 
made or there might be a move toward an organization in 
which there were no grades as known today. 


School Lunch Program 
The two elementary schools continue to provide a Class A 
School lunch to the pupils. The average percentage of partici- 
pation is about 75%. The cost of the meals to pupils remains 
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at 25c, the same price as has been charged since the inception 
of the program in 1955. The National School Lunch Act pro- 
vides a subsidy payment of 9c per meal and certain commodi- 
ties for a small service charge. The program continued to be 
self-supporting in 1964-1965 as detailed below:

Health Service 

Under the direction of Mrs. Mary Hunter, School Nurse, 
and Doctors James and David Brackbill, School Physicians, a 
comprehensive health program is carried on, especially in 
those areas relating to school progress. The height and 
weight of each child is recorded annually. I] and injured chil- 
dren are provided for until their parents can assume the re- 
sponsibility. 
Other service includes: 

Physical Examinations — 85 pupils — 2 referrals 

Vision Tests — 532 pupils — 21 referrals 

Hearing Tests — 531 pupils — 10 referrals 

Tuberculosis Tine Test — 68 pupils —0 referrals 

Diphtheria Tetanus Inoculation — 84 pupils 

Flu Vaccine — School Staff — To reduce staff absenteeism 


Legislative Milestones 
During the past two years major legislation has been 
passed by the legislative bodies at both the state level and the 
federal level. These have real significance for public education 
generally and locally. 
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Federal Legislation 


National Defense Education Act. This act was passed 
originally in 1958 as a direct reaction to the launching of the 
first Sputnik. Title III of this act, which had the greatest im- 
pact for the local systems, was designed to improve instruction 
in the critical subject areas of mathematics, science, and for- 
eign language by offering fifty percent reimbursement for ex- 
penditures incurred in local projects aimed at that purpose. 
The program was administered through the State Department 
of Education. Under this act, the local schools have prepared 
projects, totaling over $6,800, for which the 50% reimburse- 
ment has been received. The major project dealt with the pro- 
curing of many items of original equipment for the Spofford 
Pond School. This act was revised in 1964 to include English, 
history, geography, and reading on the critical list. The re- 
vision also brought about the development of more detailed 
federal guide lines and consequently more detailed state guide- 
lines. Added were requirements that long range plans for im- 
provment of instruction in each critical area must be devel- 
oped and that the individual projects meet more stringent 
qualifications. New forms for these projects became available 
in September, 1965 and the local system has submitted three 
small projects recently. 

Economic Opportunity Act of 1964. This Anti-Poverty Bill 
was aimed primarily at economic targets but has two signifi- 
cant points for public education. First, many of the programs 
established under the act are educational in nature. In this 
category would come various programs to reduce the incidence 
of drop-outs, to return drop-outs to school, to retrain certain 
unemployed persons, and, at the other end of the scale, com- 
pensatory education programs for pre-school children and 
young pupils from culturally deprived backgrounds. Second, 
the framework of the act and its methods of operation became 
to some extent a model for the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act of 1965, which will be discussed shortly. An 
official committee has been appointed by the Selectmen to 
investigate the act and carry on local programs that might fall 
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within the terms of the act. To date, no programs have been 
put into operation. 


The Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965. 
This was the first federal legislation designed to give general 
aid to public education. To avoid the major obstacles which 
had prevented passage of general federal aid bills many times 
in recent years, i.e. the church-school issue and federal control 
over local education, the act was written to provide the aid in 
five categories or titles. This aid amounts to about one billion 
dollars in the current fiscal year and is available to systems 
submitting projects which qualify for the specific purposes of 
the title. The previous pattern for distribution of aid would 
have allocated funds for general school aid primarily on the 
basis of population with some equalization factor based on the 
relative wealth of the states. The five titles are designed to: 
1) strengthen elementary and secondary school programs for 
educationally deprived children in low income areas, 2) pro- 
vide additional school library resources, textbooks, and other 
instructional materials, 3) finance supplementary educational 
centers and services, 4) broaden areas of cooperative research, 
and 5) strengthen State Departments of Education. 


It would appear that at the present the local systems 
would qualify for any funds only under one title of the act. 


Title I, for which the bulk of the funds has been allocated 
is designed to aid pupils from economically deprived back- 
grounds. It does not appear that such a program here is neces- 
sary or feasible. Title II is geared to strengthening school 
libraries in Massachusetts and it may be possible to secure 
funds locally under this title to the amount of $1 per pupil 
for the purchase of school library books. However, state guide- 
lines for the operation of this title have not yet been received. 
The remaining three titles deal with research programs and 
the state agencies. They seem somewhat removed from our 
local situation at this time. 


Certain comments should be made about this federal legis- 
lation: 
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1. Official spokesmen for these Acts openly state that the 
spending will increase dramatically in the next few years. 

2. The proliferation of the guidelines and directives from 
federal and state agencies make it difficult for the small 
system to become knowledgeable about available aid and 
the means of procuring it. Large school systems are estab- 
lishing positions in the administrative offices, the sole func- 
tion of which will be to keep the system abreast of develop- 
ments and to prepare projects for federal programs. 

3. There will be an accompanying increase in the degree of 
federal control of local education. The legislation noted 
above both directly and indirectly affects the curriculum, 
the instructional procedures, and the administrative pro- 
cedures in the local system. These coupled with the promo- 
tion of the concept of national standards in education and 
a national educational testing system by many leaders in 
government and education are strong indicators of the path 
ahead. 


Massachusetts Legislation 


In 1962 the Governor appointed twenty-one members to 
the Massachusetts Education Study Commission. This Com- 
mission, popularly known as the Willis Commission, made an 
exhaustive survey into nearly all facets of Massachusetts pub- 
lic education. The commission’s findings and subsequent 
recommendations were recently presented in a 624 page pub- 
lication. The commission’s report indicates that there is a tre- 
mendous range in the quality of public education among the 
communities. The fact of this discrepancy and its apparent 
relationship to fiscal ability was instrumental in the major 
recommendation of vastly increased state financial support for 
public education on an equalization basis. Other major recom- 
mendations call for the complete reorganization of the Board 
of Eduaction and the State Department of Education to bring 
about much stronger direction and control at the state level 
to replace the present system, in which the local school com- 
mittees have enjoyed a significant degree of autonomy. 
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The only legislation resulting from the Willis Commis- 
sion’s recommendations to date is an act which has abolished 
the Board of Education and has substituted three boards, the 
State Board of Public School Education, the State Board of 
Higher Education, and the Advisory Council on Education. The 
State Board of Higher Education will control and coordinate 
the twenty-two public institutions of higher learning. A major 
goal in this organization is the elimination of present competi- 
tion among these institutions for funds provided by legislative 
action annually. The Advisory Council in Education will have 
the purpose of carrying on a continuing program of long range 
evaluation, planning, and innovation. It will, in a sense, serve 
as a permanent Willis Commission. 

The Board of Public School Education will exert the most 
influence on the local systems. Its membership will be ap- 
pointed by the Governor and is expected to be announced in 
January, 1966. The Board will assume control of all public edu- 
cation with far more responsibility and authority than was 
enjoyed by the abolished State Board of Education. Further- 
more, it will operate through a reorganized Department of 
Education, which also will have increased authority and re- 
sponsibility. The Board will have the authority to set stand- 
ards for the local schools, which were formerly established 
by the local school committee or by legislative action. Some 
of these are: 

1. The authority to set compulsory school attendance 

ages. The law presently sets the ages of seven to six- 
teen. The Commission recommends six to eighteen. 


2. The authority to set the length of the school year. 
The law presently sets the minimum at 180 days. The 
Commission recommends an immediate increase to 
185 days. 


3. The authority to set the length of the school days. The 
school committee presently establishes this. The De- 
partment of Education presently recommends a mini- 
mum instructional day of five hours for the elementary 
school. 
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4. The authority to establish pupil-teacher ratios. This is 
presently within the discretion of the school commit- 
tee. The Commission recommends that an elementary 
school be staffed at the ratio of fifty professional em- 
ployees per thousand pupils. 

0. The authority to require public kindergartens to be 
available for five year olds. This is presently within 
the discretion of the local school committee. 

6. The authority to establish curriculum standards. At 
present the Department of Education sets very general 
prescriptions and the implementation is left to the 
discretion of the local committee. 

7. The authority to withhold state funds to compel com- 
pliance with state standards. 


The above list is not exhaustive but it does give a clear 
indication that the role of the state educational agencies and 
the local educational agencies are in the process of the most 
drastic change since the establishment of the local school 
committees in Massachusetts in 1826. 

Another change by legislative enactment was the estab- 
lishment of a new minimum salary for teachers of $5,000. The 
act was passed in 1964 with an effective date of September, 
1965. During the past ten years the minimum salary for teach- 
ers has changed as follows: 


1956 $3,000 1959 $4,000 
1957 $3,300 1962 $4,500 
1958 $3,600 1965 $5,000 


It should be noted that a bill to raise the minimum salary 
to $5,500 has been filed with the 1966 Legislation by the Mas- 
sachusetts Teachers Association. Of more significance is the 
inclusion in the bill of a minimum of $8,500 for teachers after 
ten years of experience. The passage of this bill would estab- 
lish essentially a minimum salary schedule for the entire state. 

Another legislative act of long-range significance was 
brought about with the passabe of H4245, which provides for 
the election of representative bargaining agents with political 
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subdivisions of the Commonwealth. This measure, which will 
become effective in February, 1966 includes all employees of 
school committees as well as other town employees. 

Under the terms of this act, teachers and other school em- 
ployees shall have the right to form and join employee organi- 
zations, to bargain collectively through representatives of their 
own choosing on questions of wages, hours, and other condi- 
tions of employment. The municipal employer or its desig- 
nated representative shall negotiate in good faith and shall 
execute a written contract incorporating any agreement 
reached, but neither party shall be compelled to agree to a pro- 
posal or to make a concession. The act further provides that 
in the case of an impasse either party may petition the state 
board of conciliation and arbitration to initiate a fact finding 
procedure. A fact finder will be appointed to investigate the 
facts, hold hearings, and make written findings and recom- 
mendations for resolution of the dispute. Strikes are specifi- 
cally prohibited. 

In summary then, the past two years have seen legislation 
at both the federal and state level, which is bringing about 
drastic changes in the organization and operation of public 
education, changes more dramatic and more significant than 
any comparable period in our history. 

The School Committee of Boxford respectfully presents 
this information to all its citizens to help develop public un- 
derstanding of the changing role of the School Committee and 
school administration.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee has reviewed all of the 1966 
budget requests with the department heads and the different 
committees of the Town. We feel that the requests recom- 
mended for the 1966 budget are valid and reasonable. 

The Finance Committee transferred the following amounts 
to departments from the Reserve Fund during the year: 

8/27/65 $800.00 to Veterans’ Benefits 
10/29/65 2,500.00 to Police Department 
12/17/65 2,500.00 to Police Department 
1,700.00 to Fire Department 
12/31/65 349.46 to Group Life and Hospital Ins. 
139.26 to Fire Department 

The budget requests for the Police and Fire departments 
show a considerable increase. Although the increases are large 
over the 1965 budget requests, the above shows that it was 
necessary to use a substantial amount of the Reserve Fund to 
keep these departments running throughout the year. It is felt 
that both departments can operate within their respective 
budgets for the coming year, barring any unforeseen emer- 
gencies. 

The budget for the Masconomet Regional School is higher, 
but it should be noted that Boxford’s share of the budget has 
risen to 28.88% over its 1965 percent of 27.29. The Regional 
agreement specifies that the costs of operation and debt serv- 
ice be apportioned annually on the number of students from 
each member town attending the regional school. 

The Finance Committee recommends that the Selectmen 
review monthly with each Department head the expenses of 
their Department. It is our feeling that the Town can greatly 
benefit from these monthly meetings as all concerned will be 
aware of all financial problems that may have arisen or will 
arise in each department. 

The Finance Committee would like to have the bonding 
procedures for the construction of new roads formalized as to 
the amount of the bond required, the responsibility of inspec- 
tion of the work, and the final discharge of the bond. Also, the 
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town should in some way be compensated for the inspection of 
road construction. At the present time this inspection work is 
being done by Town employees who are being paid by the 
Town. 

The Finance Committee would again like to recommend to 
the Planning Board that on new subdivisions an effort should 
be made to secure sites for dry wells either by gifts of land 
or easements.

Article 1. To hear and act on the reports of the Town

to wit: Schools, Highways and Bridges, Charities, Health, 
Veterans’ Benefits, Street Lighting, Moth Suppression, Me- 
morial Day, Forest Warden, Town Halls, Elections, Interest on 
Loans, Town Clerk, Accountant, Selectmen and all other 
necessary and proper expenses arising during said year. 

Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate

Machinery, said amount to be transferred from the Road Ma- 
chinery Fund. 

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$15,000.00 for the Reserve Fund, said amount to be transferred 
from Overlay Reserve. 

Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to bor- 
row money from time to time, in anticipation of the revenue

To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $175.00 or any other sum for micro- 
filming of records. 

Article 16. To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 or any other sum for the 
purchase of highway equipment. 

Article 17. To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 or any other sum for 
recreational planning. 
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Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise, assess 
and appropriate, or transfer from unappropriated available 
funds in the treasury a sum not exceeding $10,200.00 for the 
purpose of providing the Town’s share of the cost of the Re- 
gional District School Committee to pay for an architect, or 
other professional services, to dray plans and specifications for 
an addition to the regional school together with any remodel- 
ing to the existing building as may be made necessary there- 
by, in accordance with the original agreement with the towns 
of Middleton and Topsfield establishing the Regional School 
District as amended by vote of the member towns in 1961 and 
1965, and to expressly ratify and confirm the Town’s acceptance 
of said amendments, and to direct the Town Treasurer to pay 
over said sum to the Regional District School Committee to be 
used only in conjunction with funds appropriated by the other 
two member towns for this purpose. 

Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $4,780.00 or any other sum for the con- 
struction during the year 1966 of a regulation-size baseball 
field at Boy Scout Park or take any other action in the matter. 

Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $13,000.00 or any other sum for the pur- 
pose of establishing and equipping a central communications 
system for town departments, or take any other action in the 
matter. 

Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $800.00 to be used in conjunction with 
an allotment from the State under Chapter 90 Maintenance. 

Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $6,000.00 to be used in conjunction with 
allotments from the State and County under Chapter 90 Con- 
struction. 

Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to appoint a committee of five members to be known 
as the Boxford Water and Drainage Committee; said commit- 
tee to be appointed for the purpose of planning the develop- 
ment and protection of water sources within the town. | 
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Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and/or the Water and Drainage Committee to en- 
gage a professional engineering company to conduct a survey 
of the potential source or sources of water supply for the 
Town, and to raise and appropriate or transfer from available 
funds a sum not to exceed $10,000.00 therefor.

Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to repair and 
improve a section of Willow Road, from Washington Street 
to Georgetown town line, and to appropriate therefor the sum 
of $3,390.00, said sum to be transferred from the funds re- 
ceived from the State under Chapter 679, Acts of 1965. 

Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be added to the Stabilization 
Fund, or take any other action thereon. 

To see whether the Town will adopt the fol- 
lowing By-law: 

“Any person or firm requiring the services of the Tree 
Warden shall pay for such services at an hourly rate estab- 
lished by the Selectmen.
